To His Excettency, THOMAS J. JARVIS, 
GOVERNOR OF NortTa CAROLINA: 


Dear Sir:—I have the honor of presenting herewith 
the annual report of Dr. J. D. Roberts, the Superintend- 
ent of the Eastern N. C. Insane Asylum, for the fiscal 
year ending December I, 1884. 

There is nothing of any special importance to commu- 
nicate beyond the fact that since the meeting of the last 
General Assembly the new wing for the Asylum, then 
under contract, has been completed and is now, and has 
been for sometime, occupied by patients. The Diroctors 
also deem it necessary to provide additional accommada- 
tion for the officers of the Institution and have decided to 
erect a building on the Asylum premises, in close prox- 
imity to the main building, for a residence to be occupied 
by the Superintendent. This building is to be built of 
brick and to be supplied with gas and water from the 
main works, at a total cost not to exceed $3,600. 

The construction of this building 1s made necessary, 
from the fact. that since the completion of the new wing 
the demands for additional offices, store rooms, and ac- 
commodation for the Assistant Superintendent, render 
the main building insufficient for the residences of both 
the Superintendent and Steward. 

The money for the erection of this new residence ($3,- 
600) has been appropriated from funds on hand and orig- 
inally appropriated for the maintenance of the Institution, 
I ask, respectfully, that the General Assembly approve of 
this expenditure. 

The report of Dr. Worth, State Treasurer, herewith 
annexed, shows the financial condition of the Asy Tonk 
respectfully ask that an appropriation of $25,000 a year 
be made for the support of the Institution for the next 
two years. There are indications that the number of 
patients will gradually increase, but I think the sum 
_ named sufficient for support.

The results of the year have been better than for any 
like period\ during the existence of the Institution, and are 
perhaps all that could be expected, considering the condi- 
tion of the receptions during the last months of the pre- 
ceding year, and the first months of this year.

An examination of the tables will show condition of dis- 


charges, cause of death, residence in hospital, form of in- 
. sanity of the receptions, duration of the disease, occupa- 
tion, ec. Of the receptions 30 were acute and 51 were 
chronic. The form of insanity was Maniacal in 48, Melan- 
cholic in 14, Dementia in 11, and Delusions.and Imbecility 
in r each,* One patient was 80 years old, of low vitality, 
very weak and feeble when received, and died in less than 
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three months. Another 83 years Olds: still ese.” Six .or 
eight came in an almost exhausted condition, three of 
whom were not able tositup. Onlyone of these recovered. 
Several had been insane for periods ranging from five to 
twenty years. Four were second admissions, one of whom 
had been discharged as much improved and three as cured. 
Of this years receptions sixteen have been discharged as 
cured, one as improved, four as unimproved, six died, and 
fifty-four are still under treatment, 25 to 30 per cent. of 
whom show some improvement. Seven were sixty years 
old and over. One is home on probation. Twowere dis- 
charged on bond. : 





*The forms of insanity here given are taken from the applications, and are 
entered just as given, without any attempt to properly classify each case. De- 
lusions are really a symptom of a large per cent. of all cases of insanity. 


CURES. » 


_—_—— 


The per centage of cures for the year, on the number of 
admissions, compares very favorably with the results ob- 
tained in other institutions, being some over 32 per cent. 
The average residence in the Asylum of the cured cases 
for the year, is a fraction over six months. This would 
have been much smaller (5 months) but for one patient, 
who was discharged as cured aftera residence of over four 
years. No other patient, discharged as cured, was in the 
Asylum as long as one vyear. No case has been received 
and discharged more than once during the year. It is to 
be regretted that the friends of patients, and in many in- 
stances, the authorities in charge, wait so long before 
availing themselves of the benefits of the Asylum. It seems 
that they consider it a duty to keep the patient at home as 
long as possible, and when they can no longer take care of 
him, turn him over to the Asylum. If a patient is to be 
sent to the Asylum at all, the earlier it is done, after the 
onset of the disease, the better it is for both patient and 
_ those in chage. Valuable time in the treatment of insanity 
is often lost by carelessness or negligence in thus delaying. 
I have already, in previous reports, called attention to this 
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subject and can do nothing more than still urge, hat pa- 
tients be sent to the Asylum as early as possible. 


BRAT IS: 


The number of deaths for the year is 14, a fraction over 
7 per cent. on the whole number treated. This is much 
smaller than ever before, but is still in excess of the death 
rate of other institutions. Only one patient died from an 
acute affection, all the others dying from diseases generally 
considered incurable. Six of those dying were inthe Asy- 
lum less than three months, One had received injuries 
prior to his admission, from which he died in 36 hours, 
(entered as 2 days). Ancther was unable to sit up, and 
died in two weeks. Another bent the window guards, and 
jumved from a third story window, in an attempt to es- 
cape, and died from the shock in three hours. He had 
been here less than one month A fourth was admitted 
with Bright’s Disease and lived six weeks. Another died 
in less than 3 months after admission, from old age. We 
have. been spared any serious illness of an epidemic char-_ 
acter, and with the exception of a few cases of consump- 
tion, can report the general health of the household as good. 


RECEPTION: OF PATIENTS.--INGREASE OF IN- 
SANITY. | 


I hav this year received patients as rapidly as applica- 
tions have been made, except in a few instances, there was 
a delay on account of irregularities in the papers, or ‘where 
the patient was not a suitable one to be admitted under 
the law. In the beginning of the year the register showed 
IIo patients. This number was gradually increased to 152 
which was the highest number on the register at any one 
time, and even then, several were home on probation, so 
that we have not at any one time 150 patients in the 
house. Our present number is 144. The daily average for 
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the year is 133.28.. Our capacity is 160, so we have not yet 
had the house full. While I would increase the number, if 
necessary, it is by no means desirable to fill the house up, 
as a few extra beds for changing patients from one ward to 
another, or for receiving acute cases without delay in ma- 
king room for them, are almost a necessity. 

In my last report, I congratulated the Board on shaving 
room for the colored insane of the State for several years 
tocome. Takiag the information from the different coun- 
ties then at my command, together with this year’s recep- 
tions, I was not far from correctin mycalculations. Since 
then I have been examining the tables of the tenth (1880) 
Census reports, and if they are to be relied on, I was prema- 
ture in my congratulations. According to the Census, we 
had in North Carolina in 1880, 450 colored insane, which 
must now reach 509, considering the great increase there is 
in this disease. From acalculation of the statistics of col- 
ored insane in the United States in 1870 and in 1880 we 
find the, per centage of increase to be 236. 

At this rate,it will be but a few. years before larger ac- 
commodations will be needed for them. Of this there is 
no present necessity, but it would be well for us to accept 
the inevitable, so as to govern ourselves with this view in 
end, wz: that this institution will have to be enlarged 
in the future. Itis not intended to recommend here that 
steps should be taken for enlarging. The State, at present, 
has a large burden in providing for the white insane, 1,100 
of whom, according to the Census reports, are without 
Asylum treatment. | 


IMPROVEMENTS OF THE YEAR. 


I have, during the year, pushed forward a few of the 
many needed improvements. The importance and utility 
of this work will be at once recognized by those acquainted 
with our necessities. Much more remains yet to be done, 
and I will continue work of this character if it meets the. 
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approval of the Board. A new milk house has been built, 
well arranged and neatly fitted up, which is a great conve- 
nience to the housekeeping department. Another improve- 
ment, much appreciated by all, is the covered passage way 
between the centre building. and the kitchen. The foun- 
dations are on eight inch brick walls, all wood work under 
the floor covered with pitch, first three feet made of ceiling 
and balance latticed, covered with tin, the whole well fin- 
ished up and painted a sombre color. 

Two open work,or latticed, summer houses have been 
built in the female court yard. The Steward has hada 
new buggy house built, a main building 18x20 with a shed 
on either side, giving us :oo6m for storing up all tools and 
farming implements out of the weather. I purchased, and 
had set out, near 75 fruit trees, most of. them peach, of 
which fruit we were in much want. I also put out some 
small fruits. These were set out during the continued dry 
weather, and though every care was taken with ‘them by 
an experienced man in such matters, and they have been 
kept watered, fears are entertained as to their living. Work 
has been continued onthe hill, by grading, hauling on 
manure, and sowing down the front in bluegrass. Several 
walks and flower beds were laid off and planted out in the 
spring, but owing to the stiff clay soil, but few have grow:. 
as well as I could wish, The old pit used last winter for 
storing our flowers, has been enlarged and covered with 
glass and is now denominated the “green-house’”’ This 
was necessary on account of the increase in our stock of 
flowers. Even now we have not. room for all and many 
are in the wards, much to the gratification of the patients 
_When I piaced them in the wards I was fearful that the 
patients would break them up, but much to my surprise, 
not a single flower has been injured, though the patients 
have had free access to them for two months. 

Work was commenced on the road leading from the new 
entrance, but has been suspended, awaiting the exact loca- 


tion of the Superintendent’s residence. 
Balance due on contract for heating house has been paid 
this year amounting to $2,132 00. | 


! 
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The sum of $3,600 has been drawn and placed to the 
credit of the building committee, for the purpose of build- 
ing the Superintendent’s residence. 

On the farm 800 yards of new fence has been built, and 
400 yards overhauled and thoroughly repaired. The tota] 
cost of these improvements including repairs and amount 
for residence is $7,115.13. Most of this work was done by 
our regular force. A gardener was employed two weeks in 
the spring, and an extra carpenter for six weeks during the 
summer. A painter, at low wages, has been employed for 
two or three months in painting milk house, passage, as- 
sistant physician’s office and bed room, glacing windows 
and other odd jobs of like character. 


EXTRA REPAIRS. 


In addition to our ordinary repairs we have had this 
year some very costly ones of an unusual or extra nature. 
Early in the year it was found that our main sewer was 
stopped up. A leak, or rather several leaks were made 
in the ravine where the sewer was not so deep under the 
ground, which soon became very offensive. A break was 
made _ at this point in order to carry off the refuse more 
rapidly, and tosee if the obstruction could be removed. 
The exact location could not be ascertained, though it was 
in the section going through the hill near the river. All 
efforts to clear it proving unsuccessful, by direction of the 
Executive committee, work was commenced on it, to take 
it up. A close calculation showed that it would be cheaper 
to change the sewer and run an entire new one to the river 
by a less direct route, than to dig out the old one through 
the hill. This was accordingly done, and at the same time 
connection was made at the tanks in the attic with pipes 
in such a manner as to carry off all rain water falling on 
the roof (except what is wanted to fill our cisterns) through 
the sewer. Connection is also made for flushing the sewer 
from our steam pump, which is done twice a week in dry 
weather. The whole cost of this work was $412,13., 


rl 
The small boiler, supplying our force pump, gave out in 
the summer and had to be repaired at a cost of $194.00. 


NEEDS. 


Under this head your attention is directed to some sug- 
gestions made in my last annual report. At that time I 
considered some protection against fire the most import- 
ant ; I still so consider it, and would urge upon the Board 
the necessity for immediate action. While we take all 
precautions against fire, still we are notsecure. This house 
is very inflamable fora brick building, and were a fire once 
Started it would be i.possible to stay its progress with 
the means athand. If we had even astand pipe, leading 
from the tank, with hose enough to reach across the wards, 
t would be some protection. 

Attention was called last year to the crowded condition 
of the centre building and arrangements are now being 
made to relieve that condition by building a Superintend- 
ent’s residence on the hill near the Asylum. While a resi- 
dence any where, and of any kind will be acceptable, as it 
will give us more room in the executive department, yet I 
see many reasons for making a change, both in the pro- 
posed location and size of the house. The location is too 
near the Asylum. It may not be for several years to come, 
but an enlargement of this institution will eventually be 
necessary, and then the dwelling may be in the way. It 
will be more disagreeable to the Superintendent’s family, 
than living in the centre building, as the noise, profanity, 
vulgarity, efc.. can be better heard. Thelady members and 
the children of, my family will be more exposed to the 
view, and to the remarks of the patients, than at present. 
A private family needs a back yard; in this case the only 
back yard available will be between the Asylum and the 
house, in full view and speaking distance (only 30 or 4o 
yards) of the windows of the male patients. With a family 
of girl children to raise, this is, in my case, a very serious 
drawback to the location. A one story house 40x75 is pro- 
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posed, which will not, in my opinion, contrast very well 
with the Asylum building, The size of the hill where the 
house will go is too small. The back end will have to be 
put on made ground, and will come out beyond the edge 
of the hill. The only advantages of the location are, first, 
its nearness, and second, ability to connect with the water 
and gas supply of the Asylum. The first is not very forci- 
ble, considering the disadvantages of being too near. The 
second are desirable, but are by no means essential, and 
can be dispensed with. I would prefer having it on the 
hill to our north, on the Dortch place. This can be pur- 
chased (20 acres) for the amount necessary to furnish the 
proposed house with gas and water 

Sec. 2, chap. 156, Laws of 1883 gives the Board the right, 
to purchase property for the use of the institution, and 
nothing is said of the distance, or indeed of where the Su- 
perintendent shall reside. If the Board cannot see its way 
clear to purchase the Dortch hill for this purpose, I would 
suggest that the house be placed facing the N.C. R.R., 
and to the south of the apple orchard. Either of these. 
places is much more desirable than the proposed location. 

A blacksmith shop is much needed. Our Engineer can 
do much of the work now sent off, if he had the tools. Out 
present carpenter shop is too small, and I think it would 
be advisable to build a larger carpenter shop and a black- 
smith shop together. The present shop can well be util- 


ized for storage of articles to be mended, lumber, etc. 

We are deficient in out houses for employees. Both Car- 
penter and Engineer are men of family, with no house on 
the premises for them to live in. Permission is asked to 
build one for the Engineer, at least, who is very anxious to 
get his family nearer him. A two roomed house, stack 
chimney, with an * L)*——tor CO ee de room, would answer | 
for the present. 


CHANGE IN STAIRWAYS. 


A matter referred to in my last report, was a change in 


\ 
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the stairways of the female wing, making an arrangemenr 
Similar to the stairways of the male wing. In this cornec- 
tion, too, I would suggest dividing the wards by a partition 
at the closets, giving us more wards and a better classifi- 
cation. It would entai! some expense in fitting up dining 
rooms, a dumb waiter, dish sinks, water supply, e¢c.. One 
or two extra attendants might too, be needed, but the ad- 
vantages of a better classification are worth all the extra 
expense. . 

Your attention is called to the insecure condition of our 
widow guards, which are often broken by the patients for 
the purpose of escaping. The exact number getting out 
that way is not now known ; most of them were retaken 
at once, a few gave us much trouble and expense, and one 
made good his escape. One bent his guards and jumped 
from a third story window, sustaining injuries from which 
he died ina few hours. Protection against breaking the 
glass is also wanted for the windows of the first wards, and 
afew on the third wards; inside wire guards, of aclose 
mesh, hung on hinges, soas to beable to get to the win- 
dows, areneeded. This will also have a tendency to keep 
noisy patients out of the windows. 


ELOPEMENTS. 


We have had more elopements this year than ever before 
in the history of the institution. Several minor matters 
contribute to cause this. First, our patients have learned 
that the guards can be broken and several have escaped in 
that way. Again, Ihave risked more this year in taking. 
patients out to work, and kept more out with less watching. 
I made an effort to reduce the amount of restraint used, 
and believing that employment was essential to this end, — 
have tried to keep as many at work as possible. Two of 
those escaped were so near well that no effort was made to 
retake them. They had already been promised a trip 
home, and they were discharged—-one as cured, and the 
other as much improved. Two others are still out, but as 
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I hear from them occasionally, and they are both at work, 
supporting themselves and families, I have made no entry 
of them on my books. The proper officers have been noti- 
fied to return them, and they will do so, should the patients 
become troublesome. 


WALKS TO CHURCH AND NEIGHBORHOOD. 


or 


Having no chapel for religious exercises, I have permit- 
ted many to go over to the city to attend church on pleas- 
ant days, from five to ten going under the care of an at- 
tendant. This they have enjoyed very much as they have 
the long neighborhood walks, and walks to the city al- 
lowed them. Our female patients have enjoyed the flower 
yard more thaneverbefore Most ot the work done on the 
flower yard and lawn was by the patients, sometimes under 
the care of an attendant but often alone. I have several 
times, with good results, trusted real violent patients out 
to walk, under proper care, of course. A source of much 
pleasure to many isakettle drum purchased in the summer. 


HEATING APPARATUS. 


The steam heating apparatus which was under way at 
the date of my last report, has been completed. As first 
finished up it did not heat the house, and we suffered with 
cold several times through the winter. Additional 1adia- 
tors have been putin andit yet remains to be seen whether 
_ it will heat the house to 70 degrees in a cold weather test. 
From indications so far, I do not think it will, as the force 
of the steam in the boiler backs water into the distant radi- 
ators and prevents a free circulation of steam. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


In my last report I alluded to the only suicide of the 
year and referred to an opinion I had expressed, in regard 
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to suicides in the negro, I still see no reason to change 
that opinion, v7z: that suicides are not as common with the 
negro as with the white. We have not had this year, even 
an attempt to commit suicide. Of 191 patients treated the 
past year, it has been necessary to force only one to eat, 
and even in this case, the necessity was not urgent. I have 
noticed this, as another, in my opinion, peculiarity of the 
colored insane, zz; that there is not as much necessity for 
forcing food as in the white race. 

I still have trouble in obtaining and keeping good at- 
tendants, especially female. In thespring, remunerative em- 
ployment can be obtained by the women on the truck 
farms, and in the fall cotton picking offers an inducement 
which they are unable to withstand. I havea fair corps 
of male attendants now, most of whom seem disposed to 
remain with us. The condition of our male department is 
better than ever before. 

The Battery asked for in my last report was bought and 
set up inthe summer. I have not yet used it much, but 
think it was of material benefit to the mental condition of 
one patient, who commenced to improve and made a good 
recovery under its use. 

We received, last spring, a donation of odd numbers of 
Magazines from Messrs. Griffin Bros., of Goldsboro. They 
were much appreciated by the patients, especially the 
pictures. 


ANNUAL EXPENSES. 


Our per capita expense for the yearis smaller than for 
two or three years past. Our daily average for the year is 
133.28; for current expenses we have used $21,142.55, giving 
an annnal per capita cost of $158.61. In addition to this 
we have expended in the permanent improvements before 
mentioned, together with the extra repairs, the sum of 
$7,115.13. 

There is every reason to believe that the number of pa- 
tients will be larger next year, and we will need all the 
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money we carry over, and the same appropriation for the 
next two years that we have used the last two. I would 


therefore suggest that the appropriation bill of two years 
ago remain as it is, SO tar as this institution is concerned: 


MATRON'S DEPARTMENT. 


In the matron’s department we continue to work our fe- 
male patients in the sewing room under Miss Kennedy's 
‘direction, Mrs. Smith reports nearly a thousand pieces of 
clothing made during the year, and 1,700 mended. Fifteen 
patch work quilts, many of them of unique design, (crazy 
quilts) made of homespun, have been made during the year. 

We now have in the clothing room over 50 bolts of differ- 
ent goods to be made into clothing, sheets, spreads, ett., 
with a good supply of articles—clothing, shoes, socks, hats, 
blankets, e¢¢.—ready to be issued as needed. We work 
from five to ten patients and run one sewing machine con- 
stantly. Another machine will be needed soon, as our pres- 
ent one is very much worn from heavy sewing. 

Mrs. Smith has made 1,800 gallons of soap during the 
year. 


FARM REPORT. 





Our farm did hardly as well as usual this year. The Steward 
reports 80 barrels corn, 6,000 pounds of fodder, 50 bushels of peas 
gathered, and 3,000 pounds of oats. We. now have 37 hogs for 
butchering and estimate their weight at 4,000 pounds. We lost 
75 hogs from the cholera in the Spring. We now have 60 hogs 


for another year, including sows, shoats and pigs. An accurate 
account of the vegetables has not been kept, and the value of our 


kitchen garden can hardly be estimated. The orchard again 
gave us apples in abundance. 

The cows bought in the winter have done well through the 
year. They, with their calves, took several premiums at the 
Fair of the ‘‘ Hastern Carolina Fair and Stock Association” in 
November. One of the cows is disposed to go dry early, and, as 
she 1s now wortu as much for beef as her original cost, I shall so 
use her and purchase another for milk. A fine bull calf I shall 
also sell, as I wish to cross with the Jersey blood, and he is not 
thorough-bred. 
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EXTRACT. FROM LAST YEAR’S REPORT. 


Nortg.-—As this report goes to the General Assembly I make the follow- 
ing exiracts from report of 1883, giving further information of the work- 
ings of the institution. 


COST OF INSTITUTION, PER CAPITA. 


With ali these extra expenses added in, the Board of Directors can then 
flatter itself on having built and equipped the cheapest institution of the 
kind in the United States, so far as I have been able toascertain. I mean, 
of course to the number of patients accommodated. We are now equipped 
for treating 160 patients—or soon will be—have one hundred and seventy 
acres of lund, barns, stables, out houses, stock, &c., sufficient for culti- 
vating the furin, an imposing building supplied with the necessary water 
and heating arrangements, furnished in a comfortable manner, all ata 
per capita cost of $437.50. In this calculation I have added an amount 
sufficient to cover the expense of contemplated improvements. I find 
thai the average cost of the construction of 80 Asylums in the United 
States (14 private) to be $1,253.50 for each patient. While we do not 
make the grand display and gigantic proportions of other Asylums, and 
do not have all the facilities and comforts of most of them, still, for re- 
sults achieved in the construction of thisinstitution, I think the Directors 
can safely challenge comparison with any in the land. 


NEW WING AND REPAIRS. 


os 


The completion of our hew wing gives us increased facilities for treating 
patients. We will soon be able to accommodate 160 patients. The new » 
wing was received from the contractor in the Spring, but could not be 
used immediately, as it was thought best to take advantage of the occa- 
sion to place the patients in the new department, and thoroughly over- 
haul and repair the water supply in the old wing. This was done under 
direction of the Executive Committee; new closets supplied with better 
traps than the old ones were putin, new pipe in many places, and all 
put in good repair. The cost of this work with a few other minor repairs, 
amounted to $516.68. Special attention was given to the better ventila- 
tion of the sewers, and in addition to the change in closets, securing a 
better trap and better connections with sinks, a ventilating pipe connected 
with the sewer, was run through the roof. All these measures tend to 
give us freedom from unpleasant emanations. The time consumed in 
these repairs brought us wellinto the summer, and the failure of the 
contractor to furnisn us with the iron bedsteads, delayed our opening un- 
til August. During the summer I had the gas machine overhauled and 
-altered some, restlting in a saving of 50 per cent. in the cost of lights. 

In this connection I would suggest that a change be made in the river 
supply pipe. As at present arranged much sand is raised which cuts the- 
valves of the engine, settles in the pipes, kc. The sediment in the pipes 

was one of the prime factors in making it necessary to put in new pipe, 
in overhauling the water-works 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 


In addition to the improvements already noticed, we have this year built 
a small carpenter’s shop, two new court yards, or exercise grounds, larger 
and better arranged than the old ones; a brick boiler house with drying . 
(laundry) room above, and run 750 yards of new plank fence. The cost 
of all these comes from our regular living expenses, and is not included 
in the $8,000 before mentioned. 

Early in the year the Executive Committee decided to make some per- 
manent improvements on the hill to prevent its washing. Much work 
was done on the hillin grading and preparing it for brick gutters and 
terra cotta drain pipes, to be placed on the edge of the hill. Two sets of 
stone steps were put up, and we have used in all the improvements made 
125,000 brick, 90 barrels of cement and 50 barrels of lime. On account 
of the funds appropriated for the purpose running low, the original plans 
were not completed. I have worked on them to some extent with what 
force I could use from among the patients, but the work is not yet com- 
pleted. In this connection it is proposed to make a change in the visitor’s 
entrance and approach to the building, so that all vehicles will go round 
the hill and stop between the flower yard and stone steps, instead of com-. 
ing on top the hill and driving so near the patient’s windows as at present. 
The advantages of this are many, while the only disadvantage is a little 
more walking (up the front steps) for visitors. By this we avoid coming 
up at the back of the premises, with all its disagreeable sights. A large 
number of visitors never see or know really which is the front, 


NEEDS. 


Under the head uf needs we can well mention the crowded condition of 
the officer’s apartments and Executive rooms. An examination is solicited, 
confidently believing that you will agree with me as to the necessity for 
better accommodations in this department. Two plans have already been 
discussed, but not, I think, in a full Board meeting. The first was the 
building of a Superintendent’s residence, on the ungraded part of the 
hill, and this was abandoned on account of the law requiring the Super- 
intendenrt to reside in the institution, and the want of a special appropri- 
ation -for the purpose. This difficulty is now obviated, as the law of 1883 
does not require it, and if the Board see fit to pursue this course, no legal 
impediments are in the way. 

The other plan was to build additional store-rooms, so that the ones in 
the main, or centre building, now used as such, might be converted into 
offices. This would partially relieve us, as it would give two more rooms, 
which could be used as a parlor and a reception room. As itis, we have 
neither parlor or reception room for any class of visitors, white or colored, 
and, whether visiting our private families or the institution, visitors must 
be entertained in the Superintendent’s or Assistant Physician’s office. 


EXPENSES. 


rd 


The question of expenditures is always an interesting one in reports of 
asylums, and it isto be feared that in the attempt to curtail the operating 
expenses of an institution, the main object, viz: the amelioration of the | 
aftlicted, is sometimes lost sight of. While a due regard for an economical 
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administration should be held, it is not just to the afflicted class that for 
the sake of a small per capita outlay, they should be denied expenditures 
for their better care and treatment. Through the kindness of Mr. Dewey, 
the auditor, | am able to give the amount expended for all purposes this 
year, building new wing excepted. The Treasurer’s report has not been 
received, but will probably be sent.in time for publication. The furni- 
ture and improvement funds did not pass through my hands, consequently 
are not in the Steward’s account. The whole amountis $22,144.38. Of 
this, the improvement fund is $2,889.54; furniture account, $1,071.68; 
boiler house, $600 (estimated); part payment on steam heating, $2,000, 
making a total of $6,561.22, which, taken from the whole amount expended 
leaves $15,583.16, as the legitimate sum of our living expenses, including 
salaries, director’s expenses, insurance, clerk and auditor’s wages, repairs, 
etc. Our daily average attendance for the year has been 93, which will 
give a per capita expense for the eleven months of $162.18. Calculating 
for a whole year, this is larger by $15.25 than it was last year. In this 
connection it will be well to notice some facts calculated to incréase our 
living expenses. First, employing an assistant physician early in the 
year, in the expectation of having the new wing opened in a short while. 
Extra attendants were also kept, in order to have them trained for the 
work when they should be needed, The reasons for the delay in opening 
has already been given. Our force has also been increased by a female 
night watch and another assistant cook (female) for afew months. 'The 
wages of the matron, seamstress and chief cook were increased the first 
of the year. The sum of $516.58, expended in repairs of water supply of 
wing, isan extra and should not beincluded in our living expenses. These 
sums. amount to something over $1,600, which would, if taken from our 
year’s account, bring our per capita cost to less than last year. 


FARM OPERATIONS AND STEWARD’S ACCOUNT. 


The farm has, as heretofore, been under the supervision of Mr. Smith. 


He has raised this year 100 barrels of corn, 5,000 pounds of fodder, 500 — 


bushels of oats, 50 bushels of peas, 800 bushels of potatoes and now has 
115 head of hogs, 35 of which we will slaughter this winter. We estimate 
the pork to be obtained at 4,500 pounds. Our orchard did well, giving us 
apples in abundance through the whole summer. Our garden furnished 
us fresh vegetables all the season. The steward’s account of our year’s 
expenses accompanies this report. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOR TWO YEARS.

Appended will be found the Treasurers report forthe two 
past years, giving us a balance to our credit of $14,688.79. 
This is subject to two deductions only one of which is given. 
The October bills paid by Mir. Dewey during November 


were not sentto the Treasurer until after the first of De-- 


cember, the close of the fiscal year. The November bills, 


amounting to $5,304.31, are still in the hands of the Au — 
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ditor. These two months expenses amount to $5,917.57, 
which, deducted from the balance as given by the Treasu- 
rer, leaves us at the beginning of the fiscal year with the 
sum of $7,771.22 to our credit. This seems a large balance 
to carry over, when we consider the prevalent idea of 
economy in the expenditure of public moneys. It looks:as 
if the last Legislature gave us more than we need. A 
partial explanation is given in another place in the fact 
that when the sum of $25,000 per annum was asked for, 
the new wing was expected to be opened in'a very short 
while, giving us sixty or seventy additional patients. 
‘There was a delay of six months in the opening of the new 
wing, with a corresponding reduction in our expected ex- 
penses.. Had the additional patients been received at the 
beginning of the first year we would not have had the 
money to spend on permanent improvements. As it is, we 
have used over six thousand dollars in the improvements 
With our present number under treatment, (increased al- 
ready by three from the 1st to the rith inst ,yand our ex 
pected increase, the sum of $25,000 per annum will be 
barely sufficient for our needs. An expenditure not often 
considered by the general reader is incurred ina rapid 
-movement of population such as should be in this Institu- 
tion. Ihold that we should receive only the acute curable 
cases, leaving the harmless and incurable ones in the care 
of counties or friends. Most of the patients received are 
but indifferently clothed, and new clothing is to be given 
them on arrival. Again, when patients are discharged we 
generally furnish them with good clothing. These look to 
be smal] matters, but the sum total in the reception and 
discharge of patients for a year is considerable. 
If further improvements of a permanent character are 
contemplated for the next two years, it might be well to 
ask aspecial appropriation for that purpose, Sane ay 
$25,000 for current expenses.

Dear Sir:—I have the honor of presenting herewith the 
Annual Report of Dr. D. J. Roberts, the Superintendent of 
the Eastern N. C. Insane Asylum, for the fiscal year ending 
December 1, 1886, which I respectfully submit for your ex- 
amination. 

Since my last report, the residence of the Superintendent 
has been completed, and the building has been occupied for 
some time. Other necessary improvements have been added, 
and are mentioned in the Superintendent’s Report. 

The suggestions made by Dr. Roberts, that increased ac- 
- commodations for the unfortunate insane of the colored race 
are neeessary, and especially his recommendation in refer- 
ence to that class known, or designated, as “criminal 
insane,” should receive careful consideration at the hands of 
the next General Assembly. 

The Report of State Treasurer, D. W. Bain, is herewith 
annexed, showing the financial condition of the institution. 
The Directors estimate that the present appropriation of 
$25,000 a year, for the support of the institution, will suffice 
for its maintainance hereafter, and until it shall be found 
necessary to increase the capacity, and I would respectfully 
ask that that amount be appropriated for each of the next 
two years.

Superintendent's Report. 


To the Board of Directors for the Kastern North Carolina 


Insane. Asylum : 


GENTLEMEN—The close of another fiscal year makes it 
necessary for me to give you a report of the operations of 
this Institution for the past year. As the last annual report was 
not published, and as this report is to be transmitted to the 
Governor and General Assembly of the State, a repetition of 
some matters referred to in the report of 1885 is necessary. 

At the beginning of the year we had in the institution 155 
patients, which number was rapidly augmented, until we had 
as many patients (165) as we ought to receive, with our pres- 
ent accommodations, by the latter part of March. But still 
the applications were far in excess of our usual discharges, 
and the pressure was so great that I crowded the institution, 
and I fear to its detriment, by converting the large airing 
rooms into associated dormitories, and still farther by 
having certain of the better class of patients to sleep in the 
halls, and at one time we had under treatment 188 pa- 
tients. Both these innovations have proven deleterious. 
While other asylums, from their reports, show a crowded 
condition, I have, during my administration, avoided it as 
much as possible. Taking our airing rooms for sleeping 
apartments, necessitated using smaller rooms for this pur- 
pose, and with no forced ventilation, with the best of care, 
the odor of soiled clothing would occasionally permeate the 
wards. The use of the halls for sleeping purposes has not 
been satisfactory, as the patients, though selected with the 
greatest care, will occasionally succumb to the importunities 
of those in the rooms and unfasten the doors. 

With all the efforts made to receive patients as applica- 
tions were presented, I have had filed for the past four 
months an average of 25 applications for admission. The 
latter part of November I sent outa circular letter,and a 
tabulated postal card, to be returned, to each county, asking 
for the number of colored insane in the county, how cared 
for, and how many required asylum care. I have up to the 
close of this report received replies from only 37 counties, 
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with an aggregate of 52 patients, 23 of whom require asylum 
care. This I know to be much less than the real number 
from these counties, as several reported no insane within 
their borders, while I have letters from these counties asking 
admission for dangerous lunatics. 

While discharges, either by death or sending home, create 
a seeming vacancy, I have not been hasty to admit new pa- 
tients in the place of such discharges, for the past few 
weeks, and our number is now reduced to the normal capacity 
for the male department, and but little crowded for the female 
department. In the matter of crowding, and the subsequent 
reduction, I have consulted the Executive Committee and 
acted with their sanction. 


DEDUCTIONS FROM, THE TABLES. 


From Table No. 1, it will be seen that we have received 
this year 70 patients, 33 male and 37 female; and have 
treated during the year (225) twohundred and twenty-five, 
Witham daily average of p71. While this extra num- 
ber has, of course, materially increased the cost of admin- 
istration we have kept within the bounds of our annual 
appropriation, as will be seen from the figures given in the 
Treasurer's report, and also under the head of current 
expenses. 

Our percentage of cures this year on the number re-’ 
ceived is 37. 14. Of the 26 discharged as cured, 18 were 
of this year’s reception, and 7 of these 18 were admitted 
within a very short period (a few days to 5 months) of the 
first) symptoms of insanity. Hnough has already been 
written on the subject of early admissions to the Asylum 
to convince any one of its importance, but sad to say, the 
majority of our applications are for old chronic cases, of 
whose cure there is barely a possibility. Of our recep- 
tion this year fully 50 per cent. were of the chronic class; 
many of these are known to be incurable when received, 
but with a vacancy in the wards, it is our duty to receive 
them, especially when cape to be at large, even 
though such cases take room that might be taken by an 
acute case in a short while. Acute cases are always given 
precedence as required by law. 

The cases discharged as improved were generally 
stationary in their condition, but had gained in mental 
health and had sufficient intelligence to be of use in their 
own homes. The unimproved were harmless and incura- 
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ble, discharged to make room for acute cases as directed 
by statute. It is to be regretted that this provision in 
our laws cannot be utilized oftener, but while I can say 
that I believe certain cases to be incurable, I do not care 
to assert the harmlessness of any patient: for a patient in 
the last stage of dementia may be aroused for a moment 
and inflict serious injury on his best friend. Both the re- 
movals were under legal process. The first, from a coun- 
ty jail, was clearly a case of feigned insanity to escape 
trial, and was returned after six weeks observation. The 
second was a criminal insane, and was returned to the 
Sheriff of her county under a habeas corpus from a Supe- 
rior Court Judge, in order to try the issue of her insanity. 

On the subject of cures, much might be said of their 
stability, and even a question as to whether they should 
be classed as cures. A cure of insanity should be a re- 
turn of the patient to a normal state of mental health, but 
not knowing what the normal mental condition of the in- 
dividual was, we cannot, of course, assert that our dis- 
charges as cured, have thus returned to their former 
mental state. Patients that have improved to such an 
extent, as to be able, in our opinion, to care for them- 
selves properly, observe the usual proprieties of their 
sphere of life, control their actions, and t:ansact the or- 
‘dinary business coming up before them, are considered 
cured. That we make mistakes occasionally ; is not ques- 
tioned, but when a patient thus discharged is returned 
after some months, we do not consider that a mistake has 
been made, as one attack predisposes to another Thus, 
of this year’s receptions, one has been entered three 
times and eight have been entered twice. Of these, 
nine patients entered more than one time, we have 
had: eight cures in former years, and four of them 
again contribute to the table of cures for this year, mak- 
ine twelve cures contributed by eight persons, since the 
o)cnme of the institution, with every prospect of the 
number being + till farther ‘augmented. The 26 cures of

The health of the household has not been good for the 
past year—much sickness among our inmates, generally of 
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a chronic character, with some acute bowel troubles. With, 
perhaps, more sickness than any year in the history of the 
institution, much of it of a serious nature, our death-rate has 
been very small until within the past month. As it is we 
have to report a death-rate of 9.19 per cent. 


DEATHS. 


An examination of Table No. 3, (cause of death), shows 
that a very small per cent. of the deaths was from acute dis- 
eases. The two cases from suffocation are to be deplored. 
Both were from epileptic attacks. The first in April, oc- 
curred just at day. The nightwatch opened the door for 
him to go to the closet, and before putting him back the bell 
rang for opening the ward. He was.seen by the day‘attend- 
ant to go to his room, and as he generally slept late, he was 
not disturbed until breakfast, when he was found dressed 
on his bed, lying on his face, dead. The supposition 
Meemtiawene had a fit and fell: on his face; or) that ‘he 
turned on his face, as epileptics often do. The second case 
was found dead in his bed, lying on his face, and had cer- 
tainly been dead some hours. ‘The nightwatch reported that 
he heard nothing unusual in his room during the night. 

- At this time we had 16 male epileptics in the institu- 
tion, and these were placed in one ward, seven sleeping 
in an associated dormitory, and the others in rooms near 
by, or on the hall. The night force was increased, by in- 
ducing convalescent patients to assist in watching. so that 
these epileptics are now never left alone, either day or 
night. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 


The first in cost, if not in importance, in the way of im- 
provements since the last published report, is the Superin- 
tendent’s residence, which was finished and occupied in the 
spring. Much work in the way of grading has been done 
around it by the patients. The cost in money of the build- 
ing, what furniture was placed in it, and of the improvements 
about it, was paid’ from funds in the hands of the Building 
Committee, and under their special direction, and did not 
come from our last appropriation. The full amount thus 
expended was near $3,800. 

The improvements for the past two years have been of a 
substantial character. A Worthington No. B steam pump 
has been put in for use on theriver. This was found almost 
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essential, as the one we had there was much worn, and liable 
to get out of order at any time. Once last winter we were 
three days without water on account of repairs being made 
on the pump, and as our boiler for heating the house is sup- 
plied with river water, we were soon without heat in very 
bitter cold weather. In order to obviate difficulties of this 
kind in the future, two pumps will be kept on the river, so 
that we will always have one in readiness. The work o: 
setting it was in charge of Messrs. Dewey Bros., who also 
thoroughly overhauled the old one. The cost of the new 
pump, including enlarging the pump house ,was $700. Re- 
pairs on the old one was about $100. 

An addition, two stories high, of brick, has been made to 
the boiler house. The lower floor has been fitted up for an 
engineer’s work room, and the upper one for a carpenter 
shop. This opens on a level with the road leading to the 
wash room and gas tank. The cost of this work amounted 
to $300. 

The female water-closets were overhauled, as before stated. 
These I had fitted with McFarland’s automatic flushing 
tanks, which I find quite a saving in the water used, as well 
as the better cleaning of the soil pipes. The total cost of 
this work amounted to $325. Some further changes are 
contemplated’ in the closets, as it is desirable to separate 
them from the bath rooms and wash bowls. This work will 
be done by the engineer with but little extra cost. 

One small 2-room house, with stack chimney, has been 
built for employees, and a cart shelter and cow stalls oe up 
on a cheap plan. 

. In the way of new furniture, the Executive Committee has 
fitted up my office, the assistant physician’s bed-room, stew- 
ard’s dining room, and one other bed-room, well and com- 
fortably, at a cost of $400. 


These were all in the year 1885, and were paid for out of 
that year’s appropriation. The sum total of all these per- 
manent improvements, extra repairs, &c., not usually counted 
in the living expenses, amounted to nearly $1,900. 


For the year 1886 we have not expended so much in this 
line. An examination of our boiler in the summer showed 
that it needed re-setting, and it was thought unsafe to try to 
go through another winter without overhauling. Under ad- 
vice of the Committee, I contracted with Messrs. Dewey - 
Bros., of Goldsboro, for re-setting, furnishing grates and 
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lengthening flues, ata cost of $222.50. Seventy-five new 
mattresses, of pine hair, a material made from our ordinary 
pine straw by the Acme Mfg. Co., near Wilmington, have 
been recently added to our furniture. The work of strength- 
ening the window guards of the male department was fin- 
ished in April, at a cost of $528. I have just given an order 
for 50 new iron bedsteads, made to order, at a cost of $6 
each. 
ADDITIONAL ROOM. 


From what has been said before, it is evident that we need 
increased accommodations for the colored insane of the 
State. It is generally conceded that the insane are wards of 
the State, and as such our State has accepted their care. 
Hess than a decade since, was ‘the frst movement to- 
ward special care of the colored insane, and having under- 
fisenit tie state can hardly now refuse to make the 
necessary provisions for them. There is something in their 
condition that appeals to our sympathies in a peculiar 
manner. While there is a vast breach between the race 
and the tax-paying portion of our citizens, socially, morally, 
politically, yet carp as the pseudo-phylanthropist may, the 
old slave-owner is the negro’s best friend, and has for him 
the most genuine pity in times of affliction. Thrown on his 
own resources, with the cares of life and the support of his 
family ; surrounded by temptations to indulge his passions, 
lusts, appetite, &c., from which he was partially, if not 
wholly exempt in his slavery, it is no wonder that his men- 
tal balance gives way. Improvident by nature, and not 
heeding the lessons of experience, he has not provided for 
such a calamity; nor are his relatives or friends prepared to 
care for him. In this affliction he appeals to our sympathies 
in a peculiar manner, and across this moral, social, and polit- » 
ical chasm, let the people of this good old North State reach 
out the hand of sympathy, through its representatives, to 
this unfortunate class. I know that our white insane, too, 
need increased accommodations. Already within the last 
year has the opening of another wing of the Western Asy- 
lum partially relieved the pressure. There is this vast dif- 
ference between the two races: a majority of the white 
insane can be cared for by their own people, while it is the 
exception for the family of the colored insane to be able to 
care for its afflicted ones. 

How best to make the increased accommodations next 
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demands our attention. Two plans present themselves. For 
economy, enlarging the present building is by far the best; 
and I think an appropriation of $25,000 will enable us to 
increase our capacity to 275 or 300 patients. Another plan, 
already alluded to, is to build a separate institution for the 
criminal insane. After the thorough examination of the 
numerous escapes last year, every one of which was a crim- 
inal insane from the penitentiary, you, gentlemen of the 
Board, know something of the trouble experienced in deal- 
ing with this class of patients. Weare not properly situated 
here for treating them. They need a different regimen ; the 
same discipline will not answer for the two classes, and it is 
unjust to confine the non-criminal insane with the thief, bur- 
glar, or murderer, and compel their daily association. A 
criminal asylum would relieve us to some extent, perhaps 
fora year; but with the present rate of increase the relief 
would be only temporary. 


Under the provision of the Code, as now in force, we have 
the criminal insane here from the penitentiary, and in one 
year received 12 patients from that source. Again: Section 
2255 of the Code makes it incumbent upon the Superior 
Court Judges to send criminal insane here under certain 
circumstances. During the past year we admitted from this 
source 10 patients and 2 from the penitentiary, and now have 
in the institution 16 criminal insane. These are charged 
with various crimes, ranging from petty larceny to murder, 
and the majority of them are vicious, crafty, not amenable 
to any discipline, always plotting to escape, or to injure some 
one, and disorganize our whole system. These patients we 
cannot give the liberties we do others, either in the wards 
or as to out-door exercise. 


On this subject of provision for the criminal insane, I 
have had some correspondence with Dr. Carlos F. Mac- 
Donald, Superintendent of the State Asylum for Insane 
Criminals at Auburn, N. Y. This institution, the first of 
its kind in the United States, has been in operation since 
1859, and Dr. MacDonald has supplied me with literature 
bearing on the subject, but I have room here for a few 
extracts only. The objects of the institution are, “the pro- 
tection of society trom the violence of dangerous lunatics,the 
relief of the inmates of ordinary asylums from association 
with criminals, and at the same time to provide kind care 
and appropriate treatment for the insane of the criminal 
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class.” Dr. MacDonald holds that ‘an insane criminal is 
just as objectionable socially to the inmates of other asy- 
lums after his sentence to penal servitude has expired as 
he would be prior to that event. Hence, the propriety of 
retaining such cases as long as they require asylum care.” 

The institution was built adjoining the penitentiary at 
Auburn, but was not under the same management. This 
Dr. M. objects to, as it is often called the prison asylum, 
and has for the past several years, (since 1879, I believe), 
urged the removal of the asylum to a more desirable lo- 
cality and on a farm. A commission appointed to inves- 
tigate the whole subject will present a bill to the next 
Legislature appropriating funds to buy a farm and build 
the asylum thereon. 

At first only men were received, but since 1869 both 
sexes are received and treated. Two classes of patients 
are admitted, viz., convicts from either of the State pris- 
ons or penitentiaries of the State, or from the State Re- 
formatory at Elmira, who have become insane, and the 
“criminal insane,’ 2. e. persons who have escaped convic- 
tion on the ground or by reason of their insanity. The 
latter may be sent to one of the ordinary asylums, at the 
discretion of the presiding Judge, and afterwards trans- 
ferred to the criminal asylum. I here make an extract 
from a report made to the Legislature of New York in 
1884, by a committee appointed “to make a thorough in- 


vestigation of the affairs and management of the Utica 
Insane Asylum :” : 


COMMITMENT OF INSANE CRIMINALS TO THE UTICA ASYLUM. 


“Tt appearis:g in evidence that insane criminals are from time to time 
committed to this institution, and that there are some of that class now 
there, the committee were led to inquire into the statutory authority in 
such commitments, and as a re-ult of such inquiry find that the laws of 
the State, as amended in 1874 and 1875, permit any person accused of the 
crime of arson, murder or attempted murder, or highway robbery, or of 
misdemeanor, may either before or after trial be committed by the court 
to any state Asylum. ‘This in the opinion of the committee is wrong and 
should be promptly corrected. 

“At Utica there are and have always been more or less criminals living 
in the closest intimacy with the other patients, dining at the same table; 
sleeping in the same room, adjoining their very beds; spending the whole 
of their days in constant association upon the ward; and generally in the 
closest intercourse nnd communication. When it is considered that the 
patients, generally in these institutions are neither crimina!s, paupers, nor 
tramps, but are mainly the unfortunate members of honest and respectable 
tax-paying families all over the State, who cheerfully contribute to the 
support of these institutions, some of whom, in addition, pay large sums 
for the board of their friends and relatives in these institutions, it seems 
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monstrous that they should be forced into such intimate contaet with mur- 
derers and other felons, from time to time confined to the institution by . 
the courts. Among the patients n»w confined to the Utica Asylum are 
professional men, merchants, farmers and mechanics, and women of the 
same walks in life; some of them are only temporarily insane, and will 
shortly recover and resume their former occupations and stations in soci- 
ety. Some of the patients are as intelligent and rational on most subjects 
as any sane person; they are thoroughly conscious of their position, and 
to such it is an indignity and an outrage to subject them to the society of 
criminals, and the State should relieve itself from such disgrace as soon 


as possible.” ‘ 

Since the opening of the institution until the close of 
the last fiscal year (1885), 776 patients have been treated. 

Should the Legislature decide to take any steps looking 
towards accommodations for this class of our insane, I 
would suggest that a commission visit the institution at 
Auburn, in order to observe its workings, and profit by 
the experience of its officers. 

Much might be here said of the manner of sending pa- 
tients by the Superior Court Judges. While I hold that the 
insane man is an irresponsible man, and should not be pun- 
ished for his deeds, still I believe that society demands pro- 
tection at the hands of the law, and more care should be 
bestowed upon the trial of those cases in which insanity is 
the plea in. the defense. I have discharged this year 3 pa- 
tients sent here as criminals, that should not have been so 
committed, and have several others whose insanity is very 
doubtful. The law is silent as to the proper way of dis- 
charging these cases, and I am often ata loss to know ex- 
actly what disposition to make of them. Take a case of 
larceny, for instance ; insanity is plead in defense; the solic- 
itor does not wish to send a crazy man to the penitentiary ; 
the Judge sympathizes with the prisoner ; the attorney works 
upon the feelings of the jury, and the prisoner is sent to the 
asylum as insane. After weeks or months of observation 
the asylum authorities see no insanity, but see that the 
thieving propensity is well developed. Of course we cannot 
keep such a person here, at a heavy expense, with but little 
chance of improving his morals, taking up room that is 
needed by the acute insane, and so he is discharged. 

Crime, in many of its aspects, simulates disease, and the 
propensity to steal is often inherited, and again is so culti- 
vated as to become a habit, so it is but a little while before 
our patient is again in trouble. Society demands protection 
at the hands of the law, and it is necessary that punishment 
be inflicted that such persons may, in a measure, be deterred 
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from the commission of crime. To sendthem to an insane 
asylum is no punishment; for, in fact, many would prefer 
life in an asylum rather than work for their own support. 
Thus it is that we occasionally have patients here who are 
not insane. 

Our law and Supreme Court decisions take any body’s 
Opinion as to insanity, medical or lay, whether the witness 
has ever seen a case of insanity or not, and it is no wonder 
that the courts are imposed upon. A provision of the Stat- 
ute, either requiring expert (medical) testimony, in such 
cases, or temporary confinement in an asylum for observa- 
tion, would obviate many of these difficulties. 


CURRENT EXPENSES. 


We have heretofore based our requests for appropria- 
tions on using $160.00 per capita, annually, for 165 pa- 
tients, the normal capacity of the house, and our general 
average (annual) for actual expenses has been below this. 
The past year is the first in which our daily average of 
patients has been above the normal capacity, and still by 
economy we have managed to keep the expenses within 
the appropriation, though we have been to less expense 
in the way of per manent improvements and extra repairs 
than usual. The full amount of expenses is $23,634.07, 
and with a daily average of 171 patients, this gives us a 
per capita cost of $138.19, decidedly the lowest in the 
history of the institution. In my administration of the 
affairs,of the institution, I am not actuated by any desire 
to run it cheaper than ee things are generally managed. 
While I have great respect for economy, and try to be 
frugal in all my management, I do not believe in being 
parsimonious; and, looking back, I am not sure but that I 
can see where better results would have been obtained had 
more money been expended. Several causes combine to 
assist us in having this low rate of maintenance, this 
year, and a rate lower than is usual for the number of 
patients treated. Where large numbers are under one 
management, as 800 to 1,500, the rate is often lower than 
this. First, it is known that the salaries and wages here 
for all classes of work are much smaller than elsewhere, 
and smaller than this class of work shouid command. 
Again: as before alluded to, our expenses for permanent 
improvements for the past fiscal year have been very 


small, and for extra repairs, only $750.50. A small bal- 
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ance in the hands of the Building Committee, rendered 
us some aid in settling bills made in the way of improve- 
ments, especially around the Superintendent’s residence, 
Provisions have been very low and competition sharp, 
and our purchases in that line have been at low figures, 
the last six months’ being bought by the Executive Com- 
mittee and myself on sealed proposals, awarding the fur- 
nishing of each month’s supplies to the lowest bidder. 
We bought our wood and coal, and also our winter supply 


of clothing, dry goods, shoes, &c., in the same way. 


APPROPRIATION. 


Of the expenses of our year’s work, no complaint can 
be made. Unless we materially reduce the number of 
patients, the margin on our present appropriation for cas- 
ualties, unforeseen accidents, improvements and extra 
repairs, will be very small indeed, By keeping the insti- 
tution crowded, we can carry an average of 175 patients. 
With our present appropriation this would be an annual 
per capita cost of $150.00, nearly. Counting the actual 
living expenses at $135 per capita, which is very low in- 
deed, would leave us but little over two thousand dollars 
for all other expenses, as insurance, improvements, extra 
repairs, Directors’ expenses, accidents, &e. Though with 
the balance carried over from last appropriation, I think 
we need not ask for more than usual, viz: $25,000 per 
annum. 

NECESSITIES FOR THE FUTURE. 


Our greatest need is protection against fire. Early in 
the year I supplied the building fee Lewis’ hand fire 
extinguishers, for use in the incipiency of a fire. The ac- 
tion is chemical, and is some protection where it can be 
used in the very beginning and I think was the 
means of preventing a fire on one occasion. The bed- 
ding, made of straw, in one of the rooms, was in a blaze, 
reaching to the ceiling, and the attendant in charge with 
considerable presence of mind used the extinguishers on 
it with success. 

IT would suggest that a line of 2-inch pipe, with suit- 
able connections, for attaching a hose pipe at intervals, 
be extended around the building and connected with both 
the tanks in the roof and the main supply-pipe from the 
river, and that hose be furnished on reels, that may be 
quickly carried to any point. As the boiler at the river gen- 
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erates steam very slowly, it would be well to make a steam 
connection between our large boiler at the hill and the 
pumps on the river. The expense of keeping up steam 
all the while, at least a sufficient pressure to start the 
pump, would be slight, and we are running too much risk 
as itis. I have in every annual report made to you since 
my connection with the institution, referred to this mat- 
ter, and refer to it again only from a sense of duty which 
I believe I owe to the State’s interest in this property 
and the protection of the lives of these unfortunate men 
and women committed to my care. 


LETTER FROM MESSRS. DEWEY BROS. AS TO COST. 


GoLDsBoro, N. C., Nov. 30, 1886.

Dear Sir—We can only give an appreximate estimate of cost of pipe 
system for fire purposes, owing to the lack of plans and specifications. 

The laying of 900 feet of 2-inch pipe underground, together with con- 
nections to tank and main from pump, and 8 gate valves for attaching 
hose, with 200 feet of 14-inch linen hose, would cost about $375.00.

Mr. Charles Dewey, of the above firm, thinks the plan 
of running a steam pipe to the river pump impracticable, 
and advises an additional tank for fire purposes to be con- 
nected with the above pipe system. This would increase 
the cost some but should be done. 

Another need is for additional accommodation in the 
work department for the female patients, As now ar- 
ranged, we have three rooms in the attic, inconvenient, 
inaccessible, and entirely too small for the purpose— 
rooms that are needed for another object. We encour- 
age our patients to work all possible, as a means of resto- 
ration in many cases, and others as a sedative; and I am 
sure we would have better results if we had better facili- 
ties for employing our patients. A two-story building 
on a line with the kitchen, combining store-room for dry 
goods, clothing, &¢.; a cutting-room, and a large work- 
room on lower floor, and sleeping apartments for female 
employees on the upper floor, is needed. 

We have no amusement hall or chapel, both of which 
are very desirable in an institution of this character. 
Our patients beg and plead for the privilege of attending 
divine worship, but I have no way of gratifying them. 
For the first two years of my service, I allowed selected 
cases of the best patients to attend church over in town, 
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and had the assurance of the pastors of the different col- 
ored churches that the deportment of our patients was 
all that could be desired. The past three years this priv- 
ilege has been denied them, under instructions from the 
Board. Our patients appreciate music and dancing, and 
Tallow them to indulge init to some extent; but as it 
excites others in the ward, I am compelled to curtail this 
mode of enjoyment. In pleasant weather, when they can 
eet out doors, they do not suffer so much, but in long 
spells of bad weather, time must hang heavily on their 
hands, with nothing to break the monotony of their lives. 
An evening’s entertainment for the better class, under such 
circumstances, would be like an oasis in the desert. The 
cost of such a building, combining work room, store-room 
and chapel which could also be used for an amusement 
hall, would be probably $2,500, and I think can be built 


without an extra appropriation for the purpose. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


Our grounds and flowers have not done as.well as usual 
this year. We had, at very small expense, collected a fine 
variety of plants, flowers, etc., but lost most of them last 
winter for want of a suitable place to keep them. It is 
almost useless to attempt to keep the grounds in good or- 
der unless we expend more money on their care. It is 
true the patients do most of the work and can continue to 
do so, if their work could be properly directed, but we 
have no one here, who can spare the time for this purpose. 
I would suggest the propriety of employing a gardener, 
to take charge of the grounds, orchard and vegetable gar- 
den. To properly care for these will take all of one man’s 
time. It is desirable that an accurate account of the veg- 
etables consumed should be kept, and we could do so by 
having a gardener, who should superintend the gathering 
of all fruits and vegetables. =~ 

The orchard was almost a failure this year, the first 
in our experience. In the latter part of July a severe 
storm injured it very much, blowing down 20 trees and 
breaking up many more, knocking off the unripe fruit to 
such an extent that we have had but little fruit since then, 

We have experienced some trouble the past year in ob- 
taining and keeping an engineer and are now without one. 
The salary allowed for this work is not sufficient to justify 
a mechanic in staying with us longer than he can find 
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another job. It requires some time to learn the minutia 
of the work, location of the pipes, ete., and it is nearly 
always necessary to employ a mechanic from the shops 
for a few days every time a change is made. By employ- 
ing a first-class mechanic and fitting up the engineers de- 
partment with the necessary tools, much of the work now 
sent to the shops could be done here, and I believe it 
would be economy to employ a higher priced man. The 
place has been vacant a week, a I have not filled it 
awaiting action on the question by the board, 

I regret to have to report that our heating apparatus 1s 
not working satisfactorily. It may be that the engineers 
in charge of the heating have never understood its work- 
ings, which is another argument in favor of a different 
policy in employing an engineer. The subject of lights 
has given us some trouble, too, but I trust this will be 
remedied in the future, 

The farm has been under Mr. Smith’s direction, as in 
former years, and he reports that it yielded this year 90 
barrels corn, 600 bushels sweet potatoes, 60 bushels peas; 
saved 1,500 pounds of hay, and 2,000 pounds of fodcer. 
Owing toa severe hail storm, the fodder turned out poor- 
ly, The garden furnished sufficient vegetables for use 
through the summer. We will slaughter 28 hogs, which 
we expect will make 3,000 pounds pork. 

Under Mrs. Smith’s direction, Miss Gurley has contin- 
ued in charge of the sewing room, and has given satisfac- 
tion, and to her management we are indebted for im- 
provement in many of the female patients. A larger 
daily average of patients have been employed this year 
than usual, and among the tables in the Appendix will be 
found the work accomplished i in this department.

To the Board of Directors for the Eastern North Carolina Insane 

Asylum: 

GENTLEMEN—The close of the fiscal year on the 30th of No- 
vember, 1887, brings with it the duty of my presenting to you 
the eighth annual repcrt of the affairs of this institution. 

In many respects it has been the most prosperous of any 
year since its opening. There has been less sickness of an 
acute nature, the death rate is smaller, the percentage of cures 
larger, the corps of attendants was never better, and the pleas- 
ures given the patients largely in excess of what is usual. We 
have utilized the patients in labors more than ever before, with 
-a corresponding decrease in the necessity for restraint as well 
as the benefits obtained directly as a curative measure. We 
have made it a point to keep them as much out doors as pos- 
sible, and our work forces for the male department, generally 
divided into three or four parties, has, on days suitable for out- 
door employment, averaged 40 per cent. of the patients, not 
including those who are simply out at large and who work if 
they see fit to do so. Most of this work has been in grading 
the north end of the hill, reclaiming and ditching the old brick- 
yard, some clearing out of undergrowth on hillocks near the 
river, farm work, cutting wood, ete. We have not been able 
to give our women as much work as we could wish or as they 
desired. Fifteen or twenty are employed in the sewing room. 
and six or eight in the laundry department. If our facilities 
were better, more patients could be employed in both these 
departments. Early in the summer I supplied the institution 
with two old-fashioned spinning wheels and cotton cards 
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These have been used more as a diversion for a class of de- 
mented patients than with any view of real work being accom- 
plished, though but little of the material has been wasted. 
Six or eight patients are placed in a room in charge of an 
attendant, who card, spin and knit. It is true but little is ac- 
complished, and but little could be expected from this class of 
patients. Yet, a gain has been made in the new train of thought 
set up, and often in presenting the destruction of clothing, sim- 
ply by placing something else in the hands of the patients. 
We hope in the near future more means of employment can 
be given, as it is the sheet-anchor in the treatment of insanity. 
RECEPTION OF PATIENTS. 


Our female department is still crowded to its full capacity, 
and I now have on file sixty-five applications, ten of whom are 
in jails. 

In the male department, by rapid changes, and then again 
because this department was not fu]l at the beginning of the 
year, I have been able to receive all worthy cases with but 
little delay. During the year there have been five criminal 
insane admitted, and eleven of this class are now under treat- 
ment. What was written in the last annual report on the two 
questions of increased accommodations, and provisions for the 
criminal insane, can be reiterated this year. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

Our facilities for giving the patients amusements of any kind 
are limited, though I have gathered a few of them in one of 
the best wards for reading twice a week. On Sunday after- 
noons I have read some simple Bible story or a short sermon 
to them, and on one-evening in the week an hour has been 
selected in reading humorous selections. On the 4th of July 
a pic-nic dinner in the grove, to be followed by games and 
dancing, was planned, but stormy weather prevented carrying 
out the programme. The dinner was served in the wards, and 
the afternoon was spent in one of the quieter wards in singing, 
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dancing and reading, by the better class of patients. Several 
extra dinners, candy stews, &c., served in the passage between 
the centre building and kitchen, were given the work patients 
during the year. An occasional dance has been allowed, but 
these have necessarily been limited on account of the want of 
a suitable hall. These have all been much appreciated by 
the patients, and have encouraged them greatly in their dif- 
ferent labors, as it is more directly to those that work that 
these advantages are given. 

We are indebted to the proprietors of the following news- 
papers for copies of their publications for the use of the 
patients, viz: Goldsboro Weekly Argus, New Berne Weekly 
Journal, Biblical Recorder, Methodist Advance, Clinton Caucas- 
sian, and Durham Tobacco Plant. Also, to Messrs. Griffin Bros. 
and to Mr. J. R. Griffin for back numbers of illustrated news- 
papers, and to Mr, John 8S. Peirso:, of New York, for a dona- 
tion of Christmas cards. These are all read with interest and 

are much appreciated. 
PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS. 


The most important of our permanent improvements of 
the year is our system of water works for protection against 
fire. First, we have a large tank with a capacity of 10,000 
gallons of water, en a tower sixty-one feet from the ground, 
and eight feet higher than the roof of the building, connected 
with a system of three-inch pipes running around the build- 
ing, supplied with nine hydrants, so arranged that two streams 
of water can be brought to bear on any point on short notice. 
In addition to this we have four inside plugs to each floor and 
two to the attic, with thirty feet of hose ready attached to each 
plug. The whole system is also connected with the two force 
pumps on the river.; An itemized account of the cost of this 
work can be seen on the steward’s books, amounting to $........... 

The next in importance is a silo and root house under one 
roof, built with special reference to protection against outside 
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air as much as possible, of four walls of plank and two of 
tarred or building paper. The whole cost of this building, 
with cutter, etc.. has been so far $410.53. The capacity of the 
building is 150 tons of ensilage, 4,000 bushels of roots (pota- 
toes, turnips, &c.), 10 tons of dry forage, with a small cutting- 
room. There is also sixty dollars worth of machinery for 
cutting and raising the ensilage to the silo, which belongs to 
the steward, and which should be bought by the institution. 
We now have stored in this buiiding 125 tons ensilage and 8 
tons of dry forage. We have not yet gathered our turnips, 
and our potatoes were a complete loss, as will be shown under 
another head. | 

A small tenant house for the use of ward attendants has 
been placed in the lower grove, and a soap room built near 
the laundry. 

Three radiators have been placed in the superintendent's 
residence and connected with the system of steam heating of 
the institution. 

Speaking tubes have been arranged, connecting the different 
floors of the centre building, the matron’s room with the 
kitchen, and the superintendent’s residence with the centre 
building. ; 

A wire tence has been commenced on the river for enclosirg 
the bottom lands as a pasture, and would haye been finished 
but for the recent freshet. 

Nearly twenty dollars has been expended in ist trees. 

In addition to the permanent improvements, we have ex- 
pended over one thousand dollars in extra repairs, drainage, 
fencing, new furniture, books and instruments not included in 
the permaneut improvements or the regular expenses. The 
usual necessary repairs are always included in the regular 


expenses. 
FINANCIAL EXHIBIT. 


In this connection I desire to copy what was written in the 
last annual report under the heading of 
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APPROPRIATIONS. 


“Of the expenses of our year’s work, no complaint can be 
made. Unless we materially reduce the number of patients, 
the margin on our present appropriation for casualties, unfor- 
seen accidents, improvements and extra repairs, will be very 
smallindeed. By keeping the institution crowded, we can carry 
an average of 175 patients. With our present appropriation this 
would be an annual per,capita cost of $150, nearly. Counting 
the actual living expenses at $185 per capita, which is very 
low indeed, would leave us but little over $2,000 for all other 
expenses, as Insurance, Improveme ts, extra repairs, Directors’ 
expenses, accidents, &c. Though with the balance carried over 
from last appropriation, I think we need not ask for more than 
usual, viz: $25,000 per annum.” 

The $25,000 asked for above was granted us by the Legisla- 
ture, ‘and we commenced the year with some balance trom the 
last appropriation. 

Instead of a daily average of 175 patients, as intimated 
above, as being able to carry, we have to report an average of 
179.25 patients; but even with this increase of patients we 
have been able to keep within the appropriation for our ordi- 
nary expenses, as will be seen from the exhibit below. The 
estimate for the cost of the water works was $2,500, which has 
been exceeded to a small amount, and was allowed on account 
of the balance from former appropriations. The total expendi- 
tures for the year have been $26,462.22, divided as follows:

Our daily average for the year has been 179.25 patients, which 
gives an annual per capita expense of $147.63, counting all 
expenses; or if we reduce it only to the legitimate running ex- 
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penses of the year, viz: $22,309.79, will give the per capita cost 
at $124.46—decidedly the lowest in the history of the institu- 
tion. In this connection it is but just to the management to 
say that there has, in no way, been a reduction in the neces- 
saries, comforts, or conveniences allowed; but on the-contrary 
there has been an increase in many things. The quality of 
the food has been improved and the amount allowed increased 
to some extent, and those patients who work regularly have 
been furnished with better clothing than ever before and the 
wages of the employes have been gradually increased. 
NEEDS FOR ANOTHER YEAR. 


I have already alluded to the necessity for increased accom- 
modations, and provision for the criminal insane, and I believe 
the necessity is acknowledged by every member of the Board. 
I can say no more on this question than was written in last 
year's report. | 

The question of heating and ventilating was discussed at the’ 
March meeting of the Board. Since then I have had a visit 
from Mr. Huyett, representing the Boston Blower Company, 
who have prepared plans for heating and ventilating the insti- 
tution by forcing air over hot pipes—indirect radiation—and 
has promised to have a representative here at this meeting. 

A laundry department, better arranged and of larger ca- 
pacity, is much needed. (A plan is here shown which can be 
built for $800.) 

Two or three years ago it was decided to build an engineer’s 
residence, but a change in engineers did away with the imme- 
diate necessity for the house. Our present engineer has a 
family and it is very desirable to have them nearer than Golds- | 
boro. Lask that this house be allowed. 

I would again urge the building of a house for an amuse- 
ment hall, chapel and work rooms. The pleasures derived from 
the few privileges of this kind, granted them this year, show 
how essential such a building is, 
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A tool house and storage room is much needed and can be 
easily built by utilizing part of the water tower for this pur- 
pose. 

To make these improvements will require six thousand dol- 
lars. We now have to our credit, as is shown in the treasurer’s 
report, $10,158.92, less the vouchers for November supplies, 
which had not reached the treasurer when the report was 
made. at. the close of the fiscal year, These amount to near 
$2,000, which will leave us a balance of over $8,000 from former 
appropriations, and the annual appropriation of $25,000, which 
is sufficient for the regular living expenses with our present 
number of, patients. 

THE TABLES, 

The usual tables are given in the appendix. The whole 
number treated during the year is 230, larger by five than the 
previous year, with an increase of nearly eight patients in the 
daily average. The percentage of cures on the reception is 
42.62, and the death rate on the whole number treated is 8.26 
per cent. The percentage of cures is above the average, while 
the death rate is on a par with institutions of this character, 
and is better than we could have hoped for, in looking over 
the patients we had to treat Three of the deaths were from 
acute diseases and the others from chronic troubles or sudden 
unexpected events without any premonitory symptoms. 

In the appendix will also be found a resume of part of the 
work accomplished in the steward’s and matron’s departments. 
It is of course almost impossible to render such an account of 
these departments as will convey an adequate idea of the work 
done. 

As will be seen from the steward’s books and the transcript 
here furnished, the farm made a fair showing this year, though 
we had many difficulties to contend with. The item of forage, 
which is charged to the farm account, was rendered necessary 
by our not having enough from last year’s crop for use. This 
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will be obviated another year, as we have an abundance for 
the year’s use, especially of long forage. Owing to the fact 
that we have no one to gather and keep an accurate account 
of the vegetables raised, the table here given is an estima- 
tion; but I know that the steward has under estimated almost 
everything. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The freshet in the fall ruined our whole potato crop—all of 
a thousand bushels remaining under water for several days, 
followed by acold snap—before the ground was dry enough to 
dig them. The same high water swept off fences, letting out 
our hogs, floated off cord wood, ruined some late hay and 
damaged us several hundred dollars. 

It should be taken into consideration that a great deal of the 
labor charged to the farm is really utilized in other work, as 
ni gardening, hauling supplies, and one hand’s time is almost 
entirely occupied in lot duties. The trial of ensilage is a new 
feature with us here, but I have but little fears of its success. 
We have much more than we can use with our present stock 
of cattle, and I would advise buying a half dozen cows at 0 ce. 
Milk is an article of diet that we have never had enough of 
and we can use to an advantage twenty-five ga lons daily, if we 
had it. By feucing in the river bottoms we will have }astur- 
age, and if we find it is not sufficient to keep the cattle through 
the summer we can dispose of them. This is, at least, worthy 
of your consideration. Our farm is in much need of thorough 
drainage and sub-soiling, which would add co: siderably to its 
productiveness, especially if we could follow with a generous 
supply of prolific guano and lime—the last being especially 
needed here. The present fences have been standi g now 
eight years, and are constantly being broken. A barbed-wire 
fence is almost essential for another year, at least on bart of 
our lands. | 

The matron has shown considerable energy in iat persecu- | 
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tion of the work of her department, as regards the executive 
management of the female wards, housekeeping and out-door 
work. Under the last division she has cared for the dairy, 
using six thousand quarts of milk, making two hundred and 
fifty pounds butter, and directed the management of the poul- 
try. The hens were kept more for fresh eggs than with a view 
to raising poultry. One hundred a:d fifty dozen eggs were 
used from this department and seventy-five chickens, also 
thirty-five turkeys, which will go towards the Christmas dinner 
for the patients. 

My acknowledgements are due to the subordinate officers for 
the uniform courtesy with which they have met many demands 
on their time and patience, and for the faithful performance of 
duties in carrying out my wishes in the Ca ee As the 
affairs of the institutution. 

To the members of the Board I am indebted for many ex- 
pressions of confidence and for many acts of kindness, and I 
trust that I properly appreciate them. 

The corps of attendants is an excellent one, the larger per- 
cent. of them having been with us for several years, and I wish 
to place on record my appreciation of their faithfulness.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE EASTERN NORTH 

CAROLINA INSANE ASYLUM: 

The close of another fiscal year has brought us together to 
consider the affairs of this Institution; and it is not only my 
duty, but my pleasure, to submit to your ‘consideration its 
operation during the year. 

At no time since the erection of the Asylum has so much 
work been done in the way of improvements, as has been done 
during the past year. The special appropriation of ten thousand 
doliars given us by the last Legislature, together with what we 
have been able to save from our regular appropriation, has 
enabled us to complete. our new addition, and also to furnish it. 
This building is thirty-six by ninety-six feet in dimensions, three 
stories high, with a basement room 34x18 feet in size, which 
is used fora laundry. The building is large enough to accom- 
modate fifty patients, furnishes a large sewing room—which is 
also used for an assemby room for the patients,— and a large 
associated dining room, where all the female patients of the 


Asylum are fed. : 
OUR LAUNDRY. 


Our laundry has a cement floor, and is also plastered on sides 
and overhead with cement. It is furnished with twelve soap- 
stone tubs and other necessary furniture. The filthy water is 
conveyed from the LHS through piping” into the low grounds 


near the river. 
NEW BEDSTEADS. 


‘One hundred and five new iron bedsteads, with woven wire 
mattresses attached, have been purchased during the year for our 
new addition, and to supply the place of some old wooden ones 
that were a nuisance and a pest to the building. These new bed- 
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steads were delivered by special contract, by Messrs. Royal & 
Borden of this city, for the remarkably low price of five dollars 
and seventy-five cents each. They are neat, durable, and very 


comfortable. ae 
DURHAM HOUSE DRAINAGE SYSTEM. 


All the closets throughout the old building have been 
thoroughly reconstructed by removing the old hoppers and 
piping, the latter being in an advanced state of decay,— making 
the closets a nuisance to the building,—and the Durham House 
Drainage System of wrought iron pipes has been introduced. 
Floors of cement have been placed in every closet and bath 
room, and these have been ceiled overhead and the sides neatly 
‘plastered. New hoppers have been placed in the closets and new 
sinks and wash basins in the bath rooms. . 

PAINTING AND PLASTERING. 


Much of the plastering of the old building had fallen off, 
necessitating a good deal of work in this line, and one coat of 
paint has been put on the entire building on the inside. The 
floors of all the rooms and corridors have also been painted with 
Senour’s floor paint. 

KITCHEN AND BAKERY, 

A. complete renovation of our culinary deparfment has been 
effected by removing some partitions, making one large room, in 
which is done all the cooking for the Institution. This room 
has been floored with slate, and about three hundred and fifty 
dollars worth of new kitchen furniture has been placed in lieu 
of the old, which was very much worn and insufficient for our 
present population. This furniture consists ot large jacketed 
kettles, a coffee roaster, and copper hot water and coffee urns, 
connected by pipe with our boiler, so that our cooking is now 
done by steam, which we find a great convenience, a saving of 
wood and. one cook. Since our last meeting our bakery has 
been built and provided with all necessary furniture for making: 
first class bread. We have been fortunate in securing the 
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services of an experienced baker, who served the Asylum at 
Raleigh as baker for eight or nine years. 


OTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 


The engineet’s dwelling has been rebuilt during the year, and 
a commodious store room has been erected at a much more 
convenient place than the old one. The partition separating the 
old store room and Jaundry has been removed and the enlarged 
room is now océupied by the engine and fan for our improved 
system of heating and ventilating the Asylum building. . The 
old drying room has been converted into two bed rooms for 
some of the employees of the Institution. A small frame 
building has also been erected as a store room for the Superin- 
tendent, and a small brick structure as a winter home for flowers, 
etc. Quitea deal of tunneling has been done during the year 
by the male patients, and much brick work at various points has _ 
been done by masons. A new nine thousand gallon tank has 
been built and placed on the roof of the female wing of the 
old building, the old tank having become useless by decay. 
Lightning rods have been placed to our new addition and also 
to the Superintendent’s dwelling, and some repairs made on those 
of the old building. | A new and larger sewer pipe has been 
placed from the male wing to the Superintendent’s dwelling, and 
a large quantity of new piping has been placed by our engineer 
over different parts of the Asylum building. | 

“NE SYSTEM OF HEATING AND VENTILATION. 

“Ata conference with the Executive Committee, it was deemed. 
| advisable to continue the work of improvement,wherever needed, 
to the extent of our appropriation, and consequently « contract 
was entered into with the Boston Blower Company of Boston, 
Mass., for their system of heating and ventilating buildings. 
This system conveys fresh air, by means ot a fan, through air 
‘ducts made of galvanized iron throughout the entire building, 
and serves the double purpose of ventilating and heating, an 


6 Pa 
arrangement which this building has long needed. Hitherto we 
have had sufficient heat, but no proper ventilation. 


The above contract is now being carried out, but I regret to 
say isnot yet completed. In setting the fan, it was found imprac- 
ticable to place it directly in front of the mouth of the tunnel, in 
consequence of the large sewer and some other piping being 
buried just at that point. The fan, therefore, was placed some- 
what to one side, and to obviate an angle being formed by the 
fan and tunnel, we found it necessary to destroy about twelve 
feet of the tunnel, which required much labor and some expense. 
In consequence of the numerous and varied improvements of the 
year, a vast amount of labor has been performed by the male 
patients of this Institution, saving the Institution, I feel safe in 
saying, more than a thousand doliars.. These improvements, as 
a matter of course, have cost time, labor, and money, but I must 
think that every intelligent observer will say that the money has 
been judiciously and economically expended. 


Our new addition, with ail necessary furniture, has cost about 
two hundred and twenty-five dollars to the patient accommo- 
dated, and gives us in addition a large laundry, an associated 
dining room sufficiently large to accommodate one hundred and 
thirty patients, and a large assembly hall, which is occupied 
during the week by our seamstress. 


I hope, gentleman, you will carefully inspect the improvements , 
of the year and observe the changed appearance of the Asylum 
for the better. For your information, I have requested the | 
steward to furnish a full account of the cost of these several 
improvements, and also the per capita cost of the maintenance of 
our population during the past fiscal year. I also present for 
your inspection the contract signed by the Boston Blower 
Company and the Executive Committee and Superintendent of 
this Asylum. As almost a matter of necessity, Iam boarding 
and . furnishing lodgings in- the Asylum two gentlemen now 
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working on the air ducts, and the amount of their board will be 
accounted for by the steward in his report. 


NEEDS ‘FOR ANOTHER YEAR. 


For the purpose of a better classification of patients, I have 
not removed the partitions between the new and the old buildings 
on the second and third floors of the female wards. We will, 
therefore, need a closet and bath room on these two floors,which 
we hope to construct out of our annual appropriation early in 
the present year. Some masonry work is yet unfinished in the 
extension of the tunnel under the male wards, after which we 
hope to enjoy the quiet of a “masterly inactivity’”’ as regards 
building and repairs. It may not be inappropriate for me to 
state that nothing has been done necessitating the expenditure of 
funds appropriated to this Institution for building and repairs, 
without the knowledge and consent of the Board of Directors 
or of the Executive Committee. 

EMPLOYEES. 

Quite a number of changes have occurred among the 
employees of the Institution during the past few months. This 
I believe to be the result, in part at least, of the exodus move- 
ment among the colored population of this State. Two of our 
best and longest employed female attendants, and two others 
more recently employed, have left the service of the Asylum. 
Four male attendants and our fireman have left; also our car- 
penter, after a service dating back to the opening of the Asylum. 
Fortunately we have been able to fill all these vacancies readily 
and satisfactorily. | 
Ley EC ES eK 

Early last summer our gas machine broke down and had to 
be sent North for reconstruction, and we were, in consequence, 
over a month in darkness in the wards except the light received 
from lard oil lanterns. The machine is rather small for our 
present requirements, is much worn, and another break down is 
anticipated in the near future. I submit to your consideration

the proposition of Mr. Plaisted, of the Electric Light Plant of 


this city, to furnish this Institution with eighty-five incandescent — 


lights of sixteen candle power each, for the sum of seven hundred 
dollars per annum. Sixteen of these lights are to burn through- 
out the night. He rqeuires of us to furnish the poles, wire, 
brackets and insulators, in position; the company is to furnish 
everything else and to keep the plant in order. This will be a 
little more costly than our present system of lighting, but will 
be less troublesome, less dar gerous from fire, and, it is believed, 
will give us more uniform and better light. 


TELEPHONE. 


Lask of vou, gentlemen, the favor of connecting this Asylum 
with the city of Goldsboro, by means of a Telephone. The 
conveniences and advantages of such a means of communication 
are too obvious to require any argument. If the proposition of 
Mr. Plaisted be accepted, the expense will be but a trifle. 

FLAG STATION: 


After some correspondence with Mr. Bridges and Maj, Turk, 
of the Richmond & Danville Railroad, I have succeeded in get- 
ting a flag station opposite this Asylum, which arrangement is a 
great convenience to us and _ to those bringing patients to the 
Asylum. ‘The name of the station is “Asylum,” and I hereby 
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publicly acknowledge our obligation to the officers of the rail-_ 


road for this tavor. 
DAIRY. 


We have been supplied throughout the year with a moderate 
quantity of milk, only enough most of the time for our feeble 
and sick patients. I have found it quite a difficult matter to 
procure and keep a good milker, and it is, in consequence, a 
debatable question whether it would or not be the best to buy 
our milk. Our near neighbor, Mr. T. B. Parker, has a large 
dairy farm, and offers to furnish us with all the milk we need at 
twenty-two and a half cents per gallon. I respectfully advise 
the acceptance of his proposition. ;

SEWING DEPARTMENT. 


We need an assistant seamstress as a regular employee of this 
Institution. For the past two years we have made all the 
garments worn by both male and female patients, but our 
patients sometimes have not been as comfortably clad as they 
might have been. This sewing is done exclusively by the female 
patients, who require more observation and assistance than the 
seamstress is able to give them. I can employ a good and 
reliable woman for her board, washing, and six dollars anda 
half per month; and from my personal knowledge she will 
discharge her duties faithfully and intelligently. 

KOE Sy) 


We have had an abundance of vegetables throughout the year, 
and have now in the field one of the finest turnip crops I have 
ever seen, many of the turnips weighing five and six .pounds 
each, samples of which are now on exhibition in the steward’s 
office. We have madea very short corn crop, though at one 
time flourishing, the numerous freshets of the year having 
destroyed much of it. Our orchard crop was not so abundant 
as it was last season, but was sufficient to supply our wants. 
We have twenty-eight pigs almost fat enough to kill, and, it is 
believed, they will give us about three thousand pounds of net 
pork. I refer you to the report of the steward for a fuller state- 
_ ment of our farming operations for the year. I also invite your 
attention to the report of our seamstress for a full and detailed 
statement of what has been done in her department during the 


year.

a fraction less than last year. We have had quite a number of 
cases Of malarial fever among our patients and employees, but 
there has been no death from any acute disease. Most of the 
deaths have resulted from consumption and from exhaustion: 
from various chronic maladies. The percentage of cures is 
unusually large, and no accident of any distressing character, 
such as suicide, homicide, or deaths from burning or drowning, 


has befallen the Institution. The unusually large number of | 3 


admissions is owing to the completion of our new addition. 
The number of female applicants continues largely in excess of 
the male, and the experience of the past year strengthens the 
opinion expressed in a former report, as to the cause of the large 
increase of insanity among the females of the colored population. 
The heavy burden of responsibility which freedom has imposed 
upon this race is often thrown off by the men by abandoni | 
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their wives and children to an unequal contest for pellsSURDOEE, 


while they seek ‘“‘ pastures new and green.” 

While it may be assumed as a fact that the negro can exist 
and be comfortable under less favorable circumstances than the 
white man, having a nervous organization less sensitive to his 
environments, yet it is true that he has less mental equipois, and 
may suffer mental alienation from causes and influences which 

-would not affect a race mentally stronger. 1 am, therefore, quite 


sure that the stringency of the times, and the increased struggles 
necessary for maintenance, are potential factors in the increased 
insanity among the colored race.

Our total ordinary expenses for the year amount to $25,140.00. 
Our general average of patients was 21514, which makes a per 
capita of $116.75. This amount embraces all expenditures for 
provisions, lights, fuel, boots and shoes, dry goods and materials 
for bedding, ordinary repairs, drugs, incidentals, and salaries and 
wages of all officers and employees of the Institution. In addi- 
tion to these ordinary expenses, we have expended during the

f MISCELLANEOUS. 

In closing this report, I desire to call the attention of my 
directory, and through you to our county authorities, to a 
subject pertaining to a certain class of the insane population of 
our State. I refer especially to the colored incurable and harm- 
less insane. The capacity of th,s. the only Asylum in the State 
for colored people, is now well taxed to accommodate all worthy 

applicants. Our male wards are full, and notwithstanding the 
new addition recently opened for the accommodation of females, 
that building is also nearly full. [respectfully submit that if more 
room will not be provided here soon, then each county in the 
State that has a large negro population should construct of brick, 
and heat with a small furnace,a suitable building for this class of 
insane. To accommodate such here will be to exclude other 
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classes that urgently demand: hospital care and treatment. A 


proper person should be employed by thé county commissioners 


to look over and care for this unfortunate and helpless class of 


our pauper population. Some counties have fair buildings for 
this purpose, but I know of none that is secure against the possi- 
bilities of fire. This I am persuaded is a very important matter, 
and I desire to emphasize its importance by making these sug- 
gestions a part of my Annual Report. The suggestion is in the 
interest of the counties and also of the State, but especially is it 
in the interest of those whose needy and _ helpless condition 
appeals to all that is noble and generous in Christian manhood. 
ANOTHER SUGGESTION. 

It is becoming a popular dodge with many bad men to plead 
insanity when arraigned for murder. The disagreement of 
opinion among medical men as to the mental status. of such 
accused is often the cause of much confusion in the minds of 
judge and jury as well as of the public, and tends to bring expert 
testimony into disrepute. To such a degree is this the case, that 
before some courts so-called medical testimony is held in great 
contempt. 3 

The opinion of inteligesat physicians is sought and respected 


concerning the various ills to which “flesh is heir,” and the > 


question naturally arises, why is their opinion so little respected | 


in a question like the one under consideration? I answer, 


because physicians who are summoned to testify in such cases, 


as a rule, do not have at the time, nor have they had, sufficient 
time nor opportunities for observation, in order to express a 
reliable opinion in a question of such great importance as that 
which involves the life or death of a fellow man. Any man of 
average intellect who is accused of murder, can feign insanity 


with sufficient success to cloud the mind of expert witnesses and> 


jury as to his mental status. Again, there is a form of insanity 
which manifests itself at long intervals and sometimes only on 
certain questions. Without the opportunity of frequent inter-

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course and prolonged observation of such cases, the insanity of 
such an one would not be suspected. 

In view of these facts, I am fully persuaded that where a party 
is arraigned for murder, and the plea of insanity is made in 
extenuation of the crime, and where there is any doubt us to his 
mental condition, legal proceedings should be arrested, and such 
party should be committed to an insane asy]um for observation. 
If such an one be insane, the asylum is the proper place for him. 
If he be feigning insanity, in my humble judgement, in an insane 
asylum is the proper place to detect his dissimulation. It may 
be contended by some that such a party, knowing that he is 
committed for observation, would continue to affect insanity and 
his condition still remain in doubt. There are cases on record 
where sharp fellows have succeeded so well that superintendent 
and assistant physicians for months have been in doubt as to 
their true mental condition, but sooner or later the ears of the ass 
will appear above the skin of the lion, and there will be no doubt 
as to what manner of creature he ts. 

CONCLUSION. 


I cannot conclude this report without expressing to the Direc- 
tory words of commendation for the officers and employees of 
this Asylum for faithful services during the year. I am indebted 
to my assistant, Dr. W. W. Faison, for the accompanying tables 
and for an intelligent assistance in the discharge of my official 
duties. There has been but little friction, and generally unity 
of purpose and effort on the part of officers and employees in 
the performance of the duties assigned to each. 

I desire to return thanks to Mr. John Pierson, of New York, 
fora handsome collection of Christmas cards for the patients ; 
also to the editors of the Wilmington Messenger, Raleigh Chris- 
tian Advocate, Biblical Recorder, and Weekly Argus, for gratu- 
itous copies of these papers for the year. 

To you, gentlemen of the Board, I am indebted for a most 
hearty support in all my efforts for the upbuilding of this Insti- 
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tution, and toa kind Providence in keeping from our doors 
during the year “the pestilence which walketh in darkness, and 
the destruction that wasteth at noonday.”’

BY-LAWS. 





The Regular Meetings of the Directors shall be held on the second 
Thursday in June and December: but all other meetings may be held 
at such stated time as the Chairman may direct. 

In the absence of the President,the Board shall elect a President pro 
tem., who shall preside at the meetings ; and when the Secretary is- 
absent, a Secretary. pro tem. shall be appointed, . 

All questions brought forward for the consideration of the Board 
shall be submitted in writing, and decided by a majority of the members 
present. 

The Executive Committee shall consist of three members, two of 
whom shall reside in Goldsboro. f 

They shall be, in the absence of the Board of. Directors, the advising 
body with whom the Superintendent of the Asylum shall confer in regard 
to the business of the Institution; and they shall be clothed with full 
powers to do all acts which may be necessary for the proper conduct 
and management of the Institution, except in such cases as the law 
requires the action of a full Board; and they shall meet monthly at the 
Asylum, or such place in Goldsboro as may be agreed upon, for the 
transaction of. business within the scope of their duties. On these 
‘occasions, it shall be their especial duty to examine the books of the 
Treasurer, and to examine and audit the accounts of the Steward for 
the expenditures of the preceding month. And they shall report in 
writing at the regular meetings of the Board upon the general condition 
of the Asylum, and recommend such modifications of existing regula- 
tions as they may deem expedient, and shall also report the amount of 
the outstanding indebtedness of the Institution. 


DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Superintendent shall reside in the Asylum buildings, and devote 
his whole time to its welfare. He is the chief executive officer under 
the Directors of the establishment, from whom all persons employed 
by him, with the approval of the Directors, shall receive their instrue- 
tions ; and it shall be his duty to see that all the officers and employees 
of the Institution are energetic, industrious, punctual, exact, and in all 
respects faithful in the performance of their several duties as prescribed | 
in these By-Laws. 

He shall visit the patients daily, if practicable, and learn their con- 
dition, and shall visit those requiring it as often as necessary, and shall 
direct such medical, moral, and physical treatment as, in his judgment, 
will be conducive to their comfort and amelioration, or best adapted to 
their relief. 

He shall keep a record of the name, age and residence of each 
patient, and the supposed cause of his insanity, and the length of time 
he has been afflicted; also the time when received and removed, 
whether cured or relieved, whether cloped or dead, and, in case of 
death, of what he died, and shall conduct the correspondence of the | 
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Institution, and make a written report of the same to the semi-annual 
meetings of the Board. 

At each monthly meeting of the Executive Committee, he shall 
exhibit all the records of the Institution, if required, its general state, 
the names of persons received or removed, with such remarks and 
suggestions as be may deem useful, and at the December meeting of 
the Board, furnish a tabular view of the condition of the Institution for 
rhe preceding year, deduced from the records. 

It shall be his duty to give all persons employed in the Asylum such 
instructions as are best adapted to carry into effect all the rules and 
regulations of this Institution, and he shall take care to see that these 
rules and regulations are strictly and faithfully observed and executed. 

Subject to the instructions of the Board of Directors, and, in their 
Besenee, Of. thie ‘Executive. Committee, he. shall determine what 
attendants and other assistants are necessary, and with them arrange 
their rate of wages. 

No money shall be spent upon the premises, except for ordinary 
repairs and current expenses, nor anything connected with the Asylum, 
unless so directed by the Board or approved by the Executive 
Committee. | 

The Superintendent is be required to defray his own household 
expenses, servant hire and in ide jtals not of benefit to the Asylum, fuel 
and gas excepted. For his services as Superintendent he shall receive 
a salary of $2,000. His term of office shall be six years, unless’ sooner 
removed for cause by a two-thirds vote of a full Beard of Directors. 

He shall receive the friends and relatives of patients and give them 
the opportunity of visiting them if, in his discretion, their condition will 
admit it. 

ASSISTANT PHYSICIAN. 


Whenever the Board of Directors shall see fit to employ an assistant 
physician, it shall be his duty to assist the Superiatendent in the 
medical, moral. and physical treatment, and perform any other duty 
connected with the medical department required by the Superintendent. 

He shall have charge of the medical office, see that all medicines are 
properly prepared and put up, and shall report the same to the Super- 
intendent. 

He shall receive company and conduct them through the Asylum, in 
the absence or by the request of the Superintendent. 

He is required to spend his time during the day, and in the night 
when necessary, in the Asylum, and in his intercourse with the inmate» 
will exert what moral influence he can, and endeavor by every proper 
and lawful means to further the views and wishes of the Superintendent. 
He shall carefully study the character and peculiarities of ‘the patients, 
direct their exercises and amusemeuts, and report to the Superintendent 
any neglect of duty or misconduct that may come under his notice. He 
shall discharge the duties of the Superintendent in his absence, and be 
clothed with his authority. 

The Superintendent and Assistant Physician shall at all hours have 
free access to every department, but no other male officer or attendant 
shall at any time enter that part of the building appropriated to the 
female patients and attendants, except on business, under instruction of 
the Superintendant or ‘Assistant Physician, and ‘accompanied by the 
matron or chief female attendant. 


STEWARD —HIS DUTIES. 
He shall keep methodical and accurate accounts of all purchases 
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and of moneys expended by him, as well on account of the patients as 
for the Institution. 

He shall exhibit his vouchers, books and accounts to the Executive 
Committee at their monthly meetings. 

He shall constantly observe the condition of all persons employed in 
subordinate positions, see that they do théir duty, and report to the 
Superintendent any instance of neglect or misconduct he may observe, 
or of which he may be informed. 

Under the direction of the Superintendent, he shall attend to the 
business of the farm, stock, garden, grounds, fences, and outbuildings, 
and see that they are always kept in order, and he shall keep an 
accurate account of all farm produce, mules, horses, cattle, hogs, milk, 
butter, poultry, and in fact of supplies raised upon the farm, and report 
the same monthly to the Executive Committee, and make an annual 
report of it at the December meeting of the Directors: paaeh 

He shall assist in maintaining the police of the establishment; shall y' 
see to the opening and closing of the house,and that the attendants and 
servants rise and commence their business at the ringing of the bell, 
and retire in proper season at night, and that the bell is rung at proper 
hours. 

He shall, when directed by the Superintendent, | receive visitors, give 
them all suitable information, and accompany them to such parts of the 
buildings as are open for examination. 

It shall be the duty of the Steward to be in the presence of the male \ 
patients as much as possible, to see that they are kindly treated. that 
their clothes are taken care of, that their food is properly served and 
distributed, and that they take the same in a proper manner; that the 
rooins, passages and other apartments under his care are kept clean 
and in good order, and properly warmed and ventilated; aud that the 
male attendants observe his orders and direction, subject to the 
authority of the Superintendent, and in all respects do their duty. : 

It shall be his duty to devote his whole time to the Institution; to 
assist the Superintendent as Secretary, when desired to do so; to pre- 
serve order in the bouse and faithfulness amongst the assistants, and to 
see that all the regulations here adopted shall be fully put in practice. 

In the absence of a Supervisor, the Steward shall be required to | : 
attend to the duties designated in these By-Laws under the clause of | 
‘7 SUDerVISOr.”” 

The Steward may select such rooms as he may need for himself and 
family and in the proper discharge of his duties, on the first and third 
floors. His term of office shall be for one year, unless sooner dismissed 
for cause, by a two-thirds vote of a full Board of Directors. He shail 
be required to enter into a bond of $500 for the safe keeping of all 
property of the Institution in his charge and for the proper disburse- 
ment of all funds that may come into his hands, and due exercise of 
economy in his purchases and the management of the Institution N 
entrusted to his care. 
ae salary of the Steward shall be $400 a year and support tor him- 
se 

tHe shall keep an inventory of all movable property, farming utensils, . 


etc., and make a monthly report of the same to the Executive 
Committee. 


Oe Spore Eas AND MATRONS. 7 
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The Matron shall also be the Housekeeper. It shall be her duty ay 
look carefully to the femole patients, to direct the nurses in their duty, 
to see that the patients are ny treated, that ata food is Proper 
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served and distributed, that their apartments are kept clean and in 
order, properly warmed and ventilated, and that the female attendants 
do their duty in all respects. She must also superintend the kitchen, 
the cooking, washing and ironing, and take care of the clothes and 
bedding, and see that they are always clean and in order, keep a record 
of the clothing of the patients when they enter and~during their 
continuance in the Asylum, 

Indeed, she must look into every department frequently and see to 
the good order of the whole house. 

The Assistant Matron,when one is employed, shall perform the duties 
of chief attendant of the female department, and be in the wards as 
much as her other duties will allow,see that the nurses treat the patients 
kindly, that their food is properly distributed, and all medicines punctu- 
ally given; always be present when medicine is administered by force, 
or restraint applied to a female patient. It shall be her duty to super- 
intend the bathing and daily hygienic surroundings of the patients, 
direct their employment and amusements, and see that the orders of the 
Superintendent and Matron are properly carried out. 

“She shall watch over the social intercourse of the attendants, and 
make frequent arrangements for the meeting of the two sexes for social 
enjoyment, under her immediate supervision. 

She may attend visitors through the female wards, but only by 
direction of the Superintendent or the officer in charge during his 
absence. 

It shall be her duty to make a daily report of such operations as may 
be desired by the Superintendent. 


SUPERVISOR. 


It shall be the duty of the Supervisor, or chief attendant, to see that 
the moral treatment of patients and the conduct of the attendants 
conform in all respects to these By-Laws and the instructions of the 
Superintendent and Assistant Physician. 

He shall always be present when food or medicine is administered 
coercively, and he shall invariably be present when restraint is applied, 
and when the patients take their baths. Heshall keep a faithful list or 
record of the patients’ clothes, and also pass through the different 
wards aiding and encouraging the attendants in their efforts to amuse 
or'‘employ the patients; and in every way, indeed, endeavor to promote 
the good order and discipline of the Asylum, by seeing that the Super- 
intendent’s or -Assistant Physician’s instructions in reference to occu- 
pation and exercise are faithfully and cautiously fulfilled, and by 
guarding against disturbances, escapes, suicides, exposures, etc. It 
shall be his duty to make a daily written report of the occurrences in the 
male wards, and verbal ones oftener, if required by the Superintendent. 
He shall also wait upon visitors, when called upon for that purpose, and 
perform any other service required of him. 


ATTENDANTS. 


The attendants shall] treat the patients with uniform attention and 
respect—greet them with friendly salutations, and exhibit such other 
marks of kindness and good will as evince interest and sympathy. 
They shall speak in a mild, persuasive tone of voice, and never address 
a patient coarsely or by nickname. 

On rising in the morning, every attendant shall see that every patient 
confided to his or her care is washed, hair combed, and that he or she 
is decently dressed for the day. Attention shall be given to the person 
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and dress of each patient during the day as often as required by dis- 
order or any want of cleanliness. 

One attendant must always be with the patients, and must not leave 
them under any circumstances, until relieved by another. 

An attendant must always be present at the meals — carve the food 
and distribute it to such as are not competent to do it for themselves, 
and see that each one has his or her proper supply, and that they take 
it In a proper manner. S 

Care shall be taken that no patient carries away a knife, fork, or 
other‘article from the table, the knives and forks shall be counted after 
each meal, to prevent any being lost. 

No attendant shall ever apply any restraining apparatus to a patient 
except by order of the Superintendent, or of a resident officer under his 
direction. 

The patients are to be soothed and calmed when irritated, encour- 
aged and cheered when melancholly and depressed. They shall never 
be pushed, collared, nor rudely handled. 

When attendants receive insulting or abusive language, they must 
keep cool, and forbear to recriminate or threat. Violent hands shall 
never be laid upon patients under any provocation; and a blow shall 
never be returned unless in the clearest case of necessary self-defence. 
Sufficient force to prevent injury to themselves or others shall always be 
applied gently. Authority must be maintained by kindness of manner 
and dignity of deportment. : f 

Attendants shall never place in the hands of patients, or leave where 
they can obtain any razor, knife, rope, cord, medicine, or any dangerous 
weapon or article. Neither shall they deliver aay letter or writing to or 
from a patient, without permission of the Superintendent —nor retain in 
their possession any writing of a patient. 

Attendants must never leave the Institution without permission from 
an officer, and always return by nine o’clock at night, unless leave be 
expressly given to stay out longer. When abroad the conduct and 
conversation of patients must not be reported. No company must be 
admitted into the apartments occupied by the patients, at any time, 
except by express permission of the Physician or Assistant. But all 
other parts of the Asylum mny be exhibited by the Steward or Matron, 
and it is expected that great respect will be shown to strangers who 
visit the Institution. . rf 

It shall be the duty of the attendants to keep the patients, rooms and 
halls perfectly clean and well ventilated; to have the “beds aired and 
sunned and made in proper season; all the doors of rooms to be kept 
closed when the patients are in bed. 

The attendants must never give up the kee of the passages, nor let 
any one into the halls without permission, and no male attendant shall 
enter a female apartment without permission of an officer. 

Every patient must be in charge of some responsible individual at all 
times, unless permitted to be at large by the Physician. 

No patient shall be permitted to go out of the ward in which his 
ayartment is situated without the consent of an officer, and no new 
patient without the order of the Physician. Se | 

No attendant shall discontinue service of the Asylum without giving 
to the Superintendent or Steward at least ten days’ notice. 

It is required that all persons who have duty to perform in the 
Asylum will rise at the ringing of the morning bell. > 

Any attendant or employee of the Institution found under the 
influence of liquor will be dismissed at once, or any one known to 
drink frequently will be discharged. Sora Oo eg

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WATCHMAN. 


The duties of the Watchman are of a most responsible and important 
character. He should be careful, therefore, to keep up the strictest 
vigilance during the night, never allowing himself to sleep while on 
duty, or to fail in any particular to discharge his trust with fidelity. 

He shall enter upon his duty at such hour .every evening as the 
Superintendent may direct, and must commence his rounds at half-past 
nine o’clock at night, having first rung the Asylum bell to announce 
the hour for closing the Institution for the night; and after that time 
no employees must be out without the express permission of the 
Superintendent. Z 

It shall be his duty to pass around the outbuildings at least every 
hour in the night, and have a particular care over the apartments 
occupied by the female patients, besides strictly observing such special 
directions for the night as may be given him by the Superintendent or 
other superior officer. 

He shall notice all unusual sounds in the patients’ rooms and give 
immediate information of the same to the proper attendant. 

He shall be required to keep.a watch book and enter therein every 
morning all occurrences coming to his notice during the night; all 
lights, unusual sounds, talking, etc., locating the same, if possible. It 
shall be his duty to note accurately the time of the return of any 
absentee, or the departure of any one from the building. All irregu- 
larities or violations of the rules of the Institution, seen by him, must 
be reported. 

Should he discover a fire in any part of the Asylum or outbuildings, 
he shall immediately give notice, first to an officer, and then to the 


attendants, but never raise a general alarm. 


At daylight of each day he shall ring the Asylum bell again, when 
his duties will cease until the next evening. 


NIGHT ATTENDANTS. 


The night attendant for each sex shall go on duty at sunset, assist in 
distributing supper and putting the patients to bed, receive instructions 
from the chief attendant in regard to the condition of any violent or 
excited patient, pass through the wards at least every hour during the 
night, noting in a book kept for that purpose all excited or restless 
patients, and any other item occurring in the wards, administer all 


medicines required through the night and report on the same the next 
morning. 


AUDITOR OR ACCOUNTANT. 


The Auditor or Accountant shall keep, in a regular set of books, 
clear and methodical accounts of all moneys received or paid out by 
him for the Institution, etc., and shall exhibit these accounts to the 
Directors or Executive Committee quarterly or oftener if required, 
made out in full, with all the items specified. He shall hold the funds 


of the Asylum at all times subject to the claims of the Institution, and 


except for contingent expenses and such other matters as the Board of 
Directors may direct, shall pay out money only on the order or draft of 
the Superintendent, which order or draft must in all cases be accom- 
panied by an itemized account, signed by the person to whom the order © 
or draft is made payable, and approved by the Executive Committee. 
He shall make an annual report of the expenditures of the Institution, 


properly classified. \ 
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OTHER EMPLOYEES. © 


All other employees about the Institution, whose duties have not 
been specifically defined in the foregoing By-Laws, shall strictly 
conform to their general spirit, and shall always be selected with 
reference to their fitness, and only for the purpose for which they have 
been specially employed, but likewise for the companionship and over- 
sight of the patients while at work out of the wards, and in their walks 
over the Asylum grounds. 


OTHER REGULATIONS. 


Neither the officers of the Asylum, nor the attendants, shall be 
allowed to entertain visitors at the expense of the Institution, nor feed 
or keep horses, cattle, hogs, dogs, or other animals, and no horse or 
cattle shall be kept on the premises, not the property of the Institution, * 
without the knowledge and special permission of the Executive. 
Committee. 

Any clause in these By-Laws may be changed or suspended at any 
meeting of the Directors by a majority vote of the full Board. 


TERM OF OFFICE. 


The term of office, which has not been prescribed by law, of the 
different officers or employees of the Asylum, shall be monthly unless 
dismissed for cause, at the option of the Superintendent.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE BOARD oF DIRECTORS OF THE EASTERN N.C. 


INSANE ASYLUM: 


As it was your pleasure to have published my annual report 


of the affairs of this Institution for the year 1880, the report I 


now have the pleasure of submitting to you (embracing as it 


does the years 1889 and 1890) will necessarily contain much that 


has heretofore been published. 
TABLE I1—MOVEMENT OF POPULATION. 
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TABLE- NO. 2—CAUSE OF DEATH. 
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At the close of the fiscal year ending November 30th, 1888, 
there were in this institution one hundred and _ ninety-four 
patients, eighty five of these were males and one hundred and 
nine were females. There were admitted during the year 1880, 
one hundred and twenty: patients, forty seven males and seventy 
-three females. Whole number treated during the year were 
three hundred and fourteen, one hundred and thirty-two males 
and one hundred and eighty-two females. There were discharged 
during the year as cured, thirty-nine, fifteen males and twenty- 
four females. There were discharged as improved eight, three 
males and five females; not improved one male and one female. 
One male eloped. Died, fifteen males and nineteen males. 
Total number discharged during the year eighty-three. General 
average of patients present during the year 21514. Percentage 
of cures on admissions 32%. Percentage of deaths 10.825. 
Number remaining November 30th, 1889,.two hundred and 
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thirty-one, ninety-eight males, and one hundred and thirty-eight 
females. 

During the fiscal year closing November 30th, 1890, there 
were received into this Institution One Hundred and four patients 
—Forty-Three males and Sixty-One females. Ofthis number there 
were discharged as cured, nineteen males and twenty-one females, 
improved seven males and nine females, not improved two males 
and 3 females, died twelve males and eigteen females. 

Percentage of cures 38.467. Percentage of deaths 8.955. 
Whole number treated during the year three hundred and thirty- 
five. General average present during the year 237.85. Number 
remaining at the beginning at the present fiscal year (December 
ist, 1890) two hundred and forty-four, one hundred and one 
males and one one hundred and forty-three females. 

Table No. 1 of this report furnishes a tabulated statement 
of the above data. Table No. 2 shows cause of deaths for the 
two years embraced by this report. From these tables it will be 
seen that most of the deaths have resulted from exhaustion 
from chronic ailments; notable chronic mania and pulmonary 
consumption, and that very few deaths have resulted from 
acute diseases, I am glad to report that the number of 
deaths the past year has been fewer than the year preceeding, 
though our population has been considerably larger. The per- 
centage of cures will compare favorably with other institutions 
of like character. In this connection I am gratified to report 
that during the two years no accident of any distressing charac- 
ter, such as suicide, homicide, or death from burning or drown- 
ing) has befallen this institution. One female patient made an 
effort to destroy her life by strangulation, but the effort was de- 
tected in time to save her life. Since that time she has been 
carefully watched night and day. You will observe from the 
tables how many more females than males have been admitted 
the past two years, and the great disparity in the numbers of 
each sex now under our charge. Our male wards have been 
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painfully crowded the entire year, and by the close of the pres 
ent fiscal year our female wards will be in a like condition ; and 
when it is considered that fully one-third of our colored insane 
population are outside of this (the only) Asylum for their care 
and treatment, the pressing and imperative need of more accom- 
modation is apparent. The late exodus of our colored popula- 
tion from this State has not materially diminished the number of 
applicants for admission into this asylum. 

It is very apparent to my mind that insanity is largely on the 
increase among the colored population, and I have no doubt that 
the responsibilities which freedom imposes, and extreme poverty 
which is the heritage of many of this class, may be considered 
as potential factors for this state of things. While it may be 
assumed as a fact that the negro can exist and be comfortable 
under less favorable circumstances than the white man, having a 
nervous organization less sensitive to his environments, yet it is 
true that he has less mental equipoise and may suffer mental 
alienation from causes and influences which would not affect a 
race mentally stronger. | 

, IMPROVEMENTS. 

Our improvements during the past two year have added largely 
to the comfort and well being of our patients, and to the value 
and improved appearance of this State charity. Our new addition 
to the female wing, consisting of a building 36 feet x 96 feet, 
three stories high with a large basement room for laundry, has 
been completed and furnished at a cost of $13,016.76. We have 
furnished 105 new iron bedsteads with woven wire mattresses to 
to supply our new addition and to put in the old building in lieu of 
some old wooden bedsteads that were a nuisance and a pest. 

All the closets throughout the old building have been replaced 
by the Durham House Drainage system of N. Y. 

Floors of cement have been placed in every closet and bath- 
rooms and these have been ceiled ‘overhead and their sides neatly 
plastered.

New sinks and wash-basin have been placed in the bath- 
rooms: * 

PAINTING, PLASTERING, &c. 

Much of the plastering ofthe old building had fallen off, neces- 
sitating a good deal of work in this line, and one coat of paint 
has been put on the entire building including much of the roof- 
ing. The floors of all the rooms and coridors havealso had two 
coats of Senour’s Floor paint. The plastering over head in the 
corridors of the second and third male wards was found to be in 
such condition that it was deemed adviseable to take it away 
entirely and put on ceiling. 


Bt Cat LeINer aN Li A IS ERY 


The complete renovation of our culinary deparments has been 
effected by removing some partitions, making one large room in 
which is done all the cooking for the Institution. This room 
has been floored with slate and about $350.00 worth of new 
kitchen furniture has been placed in lieu of the old, which was 
very much worn and insufficient for our present population. 
This furniture consists of two large jacketed kettles, a large cop- 
per urn for hot water, a smaller one for coffee and a kettle for 
cooking farina; also a coffee roaster. These cooking utensils 
are connected by pipe with our boiler so that our cooking is now 
done by steam. Our Bakery has been completed and provided 
with all necessary furniture for making first-class bread. Our 
_ Baker is an expert at the business, having served the Asylum at 
Raleigh for a number of years in this capacity. 


NEW SYSTEM OF HEATING AND VENTILATION. 


At a conference with the Executive committee it was deemed 
advisable to continue the work of improvement, wherever needed, 
to the extent of our appropriation, consequently a contract was 
made with the Boston Blower Company for their system of heat-

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ing and ventilating buildings. This system conveys fresh -air, 
by means of a fan, through air ducts made of galvanized iron, 
throughout the entire building, and serves the double purpose of 
ventilating and heating, an arrangement which this building has 
long needed. Hitherto we have had sufficient heat but no ven- 
tilation. In setting the fan it was found impossible to place it 
directly in front of the mouth of the tunnel, as the large sewer 
and some other piping were buried just at that point. The fan, 
therefore, was placed somewhat to one side, and to obviate an 
angle being formed by the fan and tunnel, we found in necessary 
to destroy about twelve feet of the tunnel and reconstruct it to 
suit the new condition of affairs. After this system of heating 
was put in operation it was ascertained that our system of venti- 
lation was still imperfect, and to correct the evil flues made of 
brick and cemented had to be placed in every room on the male 
wards. This expense was met by the Boston Blower Com- 
pany. The walls of our female wards being hollow it was neces- 
sary only to cut holes in the wall of each room-near the floor 
line and put in ventilating registers. The entire cost of this sys- 
tem of heating and ventilating our building is $4,175.00. We 
paid the company $707.00 in radiators and the balance of our 
payments have been in cash. The system was not completed 
until last spring, and as the contract guaranteed a temperature 
of not less than 70° Faranhiet through the entire building in our 
coldest weather, it was deemed proper to withold a balance of 
$607.32 until cold weather would furnish,an opportunity to test 
this matter. [I am glad to state we have funds from the year’s 
appropriation to pay this account. 

That the air purest possible might be obtained for ven- 
tilating purposes, I have built an air shoot some 20 feet high and 
removed from the kitchen and connected with our fan under the 
kitchen by means of a tunnel properly arched and cemented. 

OTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 


The engineer’s dwelling has been rebuilt and a commodious 


co me 

store room at a much more convenient place than the old one. 
The partition separating the old store room and the laundry 
room has been removed, and the room thus enlarged is now 
occupied by our. engine and fan. The old drying room has 
been converted into two bed rooms for some of the employees of 
the institution. A small frame building has been erected as a 
store room for the Superintendent, and a small brick structure 
as a winter house for flowers. 

A new nine thousand gallon tank has been built and placed 
on the roof of the female wing of the old building, the old tank 
having become useless by decay. 

Lightning rods have been placed to our new addition and also 
to Superintendent’s dwelling, and a large quantity of new piping 
has been placed by our engineer on different parts of the Asylum 
building and grounds. 

Our increased population requiring more employees, by con- 
sent of our Executive committee, I have just completed a two 
story room frame building for some of our employees. 

Our carpenter has also built two flower houses in our front 
yard and reconstructed the passage way from the centre building 
to the kitchen ; reconstructed and enlarged the fence around the 
Superintendent’s house and erected one around the dwelling of 
our engineer, besides doing the many and varied repairs nec- 
essary to buildings occupied by a population as destructive as 
ours, ; 
DEW SYSTEM OR SCIGHTING: 

Agreeable to instructions given me at the March meeting of 
our Board of Directors I made a contract with the Goldsboro 
Electric Light Company to furnish these buildings and grounds 
with 85 incandescent lights of 16 candle power each, ffor $700.00 
per annum. Sixteen of these lights continue through the night. 
This contract is for one year with the privilege of three years. 
Thus far these lights have given entire satisfaction, are free from 
trouble to us, and while some more expensive than gasoline 
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lights, they are to be greatly preferred in an institution like this. 
INFIRMARY. 


Since our last meeting I have converted our large associated 
dormitory on the third ward of the new building into an infirm- 
ary, which has a capacity to accommodate two attendants and 
fifteen patients. In this room all the female sick receive care 
and professional treatment, and also some very feeble patients. 
This room has an uninterrupted service, day and night, and I 
am much pleased with the arrangement and am sure it adds to 
the comfort and well-being of the afflicted. 


OUR GROUNDS. 


I regret to note that our forest trees are dying at the rate of 
five or six ayear. {am endeavoring to meet this loss by plant- 
ing other trees in their stead; but unfortunately it will require 
some years before these young trees will furnish much shade. 

The work of improving the grounds continues, and during 
the past years much labor has been expended in sodding the 
terraces around the buildings. I hope to complete this work the 
coming spring. Wehave cleared during the year five or six 
acres of land on an elevated plateau skirting the river. This 
we expect to cultivate the incoming year. We saved for the in- 
stitution about one hundred cords of wood from this piece of 
land. 

I will also note the fact that we have built quite a levy and put 
in a flood gate at a point on our river front where the water 
during freshets most readily drowns onr crops. This work also 
we propose to continue at other points until our growing crops 
will be safe from disaster by any ordinary freshet in Little river. 


NEEDS FOR ANOTHER YEAR. 
As previously stated in this report our male wards are too 
much crowded, and we have kept so full that applications for 


_ new patients are embarrassing. We urgently need an addition 
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to our male wing similar to the one attached to the female wing 
of the Asylum building. 


Before the clsse of another year we wil] need additional room 
for female patients. Room for twelve or fifteen more can be pro- 
vided by moving our laundry to a place near the boiler house 
and by converting the present laundry into a dining room, and 
making our present dining room an associated domitory for 
patients. These changes I believe are practicable and desirable 
and would prove convenient and beneficial. The estimated cost 
for these improvements is $17,500.00. This includes all furnish- 
ings of heat, light and water and furniture to make ready for 
occupancy. This is the lowest estimate for which the work can 
be done and is based upon the cost of a similar addition recently 
constructed to the female ward. | 


To maintain an average population of 250 will require an 
annual appropriation of $32,00c.00. This amount is asked upon 
the supposition that each patient will cost $125.co per annum, 
and that it will take $750. to pay insurance on our buildings and 
meet ordinary repairs. This amount is much less than is 
allowed other insane asylums of our State, and I might add pre- | 
supposes a less per capita cost than obtains in any other like 
institution of the same number of population. Should it please 
our law makers to grant our special appropriation, we will need 
an increased appropriation for current expenses for the year ’92, 
as we will he able to accommodate more patients. I insist 
that not one dollar be taken from the amounts asked for the pur- 
poses indicated, for the requests are based upon reliable data, 
and with an idea to a most rigid economy in expenditures, as 
may be ascertained by a comparison with other like institutions. 


I regret to state that the sills of our outside tank are showing 
signs of decay, and there is a perceptible settling of the super- 
structure, ahd I respectfully ask your inspection of the same and 
suggestions how to relieve the difficulty. 
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FLAG STATION. 


I had almost forgotten to state for the information of the pub- 
lic that for the past year or more we have enjoyed the conven- 
iences of a flag station on the N. C. Railroad, just opposite the 
Asylum. The name of the station is “Asylum,” and is proving 
to be a great convenience, especially to parties bringing patients 
to the Asylum, and for these benefits we are largely indebted to 
Mr. R. R. Bridgers and Major Turk of the Richmond & Dan- 


ville Railroad. 
EMPLOYEES, 


During the past two years quite a numbcr of changes have 
occurred among the employees of this institution. Most of those 
who have left have done so voluntarily, but for the good of the 
Asylum I have deemed it necessary to discharge a farm laborer 
and several attendants—male and female. J am persuaded that 
we have now the best corps of attendants we have had since my 
connection with the institution. A first-class attendant is a great 
desideratum in an Insane Asylum—possibly its most useful 
attache—and he or she who deserves this distinction is worthy 
of a good pecuniary compensation, and the plaudit of “well done 
good and faithful servant !” | 

SEWING DEPARTMENT: 

With the permission granted at our March meeting I employed 
Miss Lizzie Howell as assistant to our seamstress, Mrs. Victoria 
D. Bryan. As itis our cdstom here, our sewing department not 
only does all the mending for our patients, byt make all the 
clothing for the female and nearly all for the males, including 
bedding—blankets excepted. The employees in this department 
of hospital work have been very faithful in the discharge of their 
duties, and with the aid of our better class of female patients 
have largely contributed to the economy.of our administration, 
and been of great mental benefit to the patients employed.* : 


*I refer you to the report of. our matron, Mrs. V. B. Smith, for a de- 
tailed statement of work in this department. 
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OUR FARMING OPERATIONS. 


Our farmer, Mr. B. V. Smith, has been diligent in his voca- 
tion, and, as you may see from his report, our crops have been 
good. The patients have had an abundance of vegetables in 
their season, the entire year; and if we succeed in saving from rot, 
our crop of sweet potatoes, these with our turnips, collards and 
peas will be sufficient to furnish us throughout the winter and far 
into the coming spring, all that will be needed in this line. 

The estimated amount of pork is about the same as was raised 
last year—possibly a little more and it has been made with very 
little corn feeding’ Our policy in this matter is to raise only 
sufficient hogs to consume our slops and refuse vegetables. 

This is our first year’s experience in raising sugar cane for the 
manufacture of Syrup, and our success has been so gratifying 
that we will try it again. We have a good quality of syrup and 


I think have made enough to do us until the close of another 


fiscal year—700 gallons.” 





Agreeable to your instructions at our last December meeting, 
I made sale of our cows at fair pricesto Mr. S. B. Parker, and 
have been getting our milk from him at the stipulated price 22% 
cts per gallon. Weare thus releived of a great annoyance conse- 
quent upon the great difficulty in procuring and keeping a good 
milker. and under all the circumstances our keeping of cows is a 
question of doubtful economy. 

| OUR FINANCIAL EXHIBIT. 

For the fiscal year ending November 30th, 1899, our total or- 
dinary expenses were $25,140. Our general average of patients 
was 215%, which made a per capita cost of $116.75. In addition 
to these ordinary expenses we expended during the year for 
building and extraordinary repairs, the sum of $13,016.76, which 
makes a sum total of $38.156.76. This amount gives a per cap- 











*The hired labor for our farming operations, are one man and two 
boys, our male patients having performed most of the work under the 
immediate supervision of attendants. 
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ita of $177.19, and embraces every dollar paid out during the 
fiscal yeer of 1889 for ordinary expenses, repairs and improve- 
ments. The fiscal year 1889 closed with a debt on hand 
amounting to $4,326.00, mostly due the Boston Blower Company 
for work then incomplete. But we had to our credit the sum of 
$4,391.18, which left us at the beginning of the fiscal year 1890 a 
balance to our credit of $65.18. This amount added to our 
annual appropriation of $30,000.00, gave us $30,065.18 to carry 
us through the fiscal year 1890. Our total ordinary expenses 
the past year amounted to $27,625.35. Our general average of 
patients was 237.89, which makes a per capita of cost of $116.13. 
Under the head of ordinary expenses is embraced. all expendi- 
tures for provisions, lights, fuei, boots and shoes, dry goods and 
material for bedding, ordinary repairs, drugs, and salaries and 
wages of all officers and employees of the institution. This finan- 
cial exhibit, I am persuaded, will meet every reasonable demand of 
economy on the part of your honorable body, and the tax payers of 
the State. But, with our present system of heating and ventilat- 
ing the Asylum building, requiring about 50 per cent. more fuel; 
with our bakery, requiring 10 to 15 per cent. more flour than was 
used under former system of cooking, and with increased cost of 
electric lights, our ordinary expenses must necessarily be in- 
creased. The changes and improvements made the past two 
yours were absolutely necessary to the decent management of 
this institution and for the well being of the patients. I neglected 
to state that the money spent for improvements was mostly fur- 
nished by a special appropriation made by the legislature of 
1889, amounting to $10,000. Fora detailed and more satisfac- 
tory statement of all expenditures the past two years for mainte- 
nance and improvements, I respectfully refer you to the accom- 
panying tables prepared by our Steward. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 

At our meeting last March, I requested the appointment of 

two of the members of my Directory to meet a Committee on 
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Asylums at Raleigh. I regret to state no member of this Direc- 
tory was present, though two of its members were appointed. 
This meeting was an important one and I believe good was accom- 


plished. I append to this Report for your information a news- 
paper notice of that meeting.

Severe Or THE ASYLUMS, PH” STATE: MEDICAL 
BOA DOAN D BOARD’ OF HEALTH. 


The State Medical Society at its meeting at Oxford in May 
last adopted a resolution looking to the better care of the insane 
of the State and also to the treatment of the inebriate class, and 
in furtherance of the action taken by this body, a conference 
committee composed of representatives of the three insane asy- 
lums and of the State Medical Society and the Board of Health 

was held at the Yarboro House in this city yesterday. © 

__ There were present Dr. W. R. Wood, Superintendent, and R. 
N. Smith. Esq., and Capt. Octavius Coke, directors of the North 
Carolina Insane Asylum; Dr. P. L. Murphy, Superintendent, and 
Director J. P. Caldwell, of the Western North Carolina Insane 
Asylum; Dr J. F Miller, Superintendent of the Easter Insane 
Asylum; Drs, J. A. Hodges, of Fayetteville, and J. M. Hays, of 
Oxford, representing the State Medical Society. Dr. Frank 
Duffy, of New Berne, sat with committee and Dr. E. Burke Hay- 
wood was present for a short time. 

Dr. Hodges was invited to perside over the conference and Dr. 
Hays was requested to act as secretary. 

There was a full and very interesting discussion of the whole 
matter in hand and it was brought out that all of the Asylums of 
the State are full, and some of them overcrowded, and it was 
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resolved that the Legislature, at its session to begin in January, 
be asked to make appropriations for the elargement of these 
institutions so that the many unfortunates now confined in jails 
and poor. houses of the State may have the benefit of Asylum 
care and treatment. ; 

It was proposed on the part of the Western North Carolina 
Insane Asylum, that its name be changed to “The State Hospital 
at Morganton,” and that it be permitted to utilize certain wards 
in which it is not practicable to care for insane person, for the 
treatment of inebriates under proper restriction—the number not 
to exceed twelve of each sex—and these to pay such charges as 
may be fixed by the board of directors, except inthe case of in- 
digent persons. The provision as to charge is not with a view 
to profit but in order that the class referred to may not become a 
burden upon the State. 

Dr. J. M. Baker for the Eastern district, and Mr. J. P. Cald- 
well for the Western, were appointed a committee to collect sta- 
tistics of inebriety, idiocy and imbecilty and also of the number 
of insane in the State outside of the Asylums. 

It was further resclved to ask the legislature to amend section 
2255 of the Cade so that criminals, ordered committed by crimi- 
nal judges, may not have precedence of the innocent insane, but 
be admitted under the same regulations that govern all other 
cases. ? i 

A committee, to be composed of Capt. Octavius Coke, of the 
North Carolina Insane Asylum as chairman; the chairman of the 
board of directors of the other two Asylums; a representave 
besides of each of the three asylums; D. J. A. Hodges of the 
State Board of Health; Dr. J. M. Hays of the State Medical 
Society, and Dr. E. Burk Haywood, chairman of the State Board 
of Charities, was appointed by the conference to go before the 
legislative committees and ask for the special appropriation for 
enlargement, for the changes in existing and for the new ies 
ions of law outlined above. 


LP: 


There can be no question as to the necessity of increased accom- 
modations for the insane of our State, and I am decided in the 
opinion that at our State Asylums is the place for all classes of our 
insane population. The buildings are constructed specially for this 
class of people. The attendants are trained in their management, 
the doctors are supposed to be skilled in their treatment. Many of 
such insane could be made self-supporting if sufficient lands were 
purchased for their employment under charge of a discreet farmer. 
But if the State will not thus provide, then I insist that the next. 
best thing to be done is for the counties to act upon the suggestion 
contained in my annual report for 1898, viz.: Construct of brick and 
heat with a small furnace, a suitable building for our incurable, 
harmless insane, and (I will now add) imbeciles and idiots whose fam- 
ilies are not able to cure for them. The Board of County Commis- 
sioners. should appoint a discreet, christian-hearted person to look 
specially over and care for these wards of the county. 

CON GIEUSI ONS 

In closing this report of the affairs of the Eastern N. C. Insane 
Asylum .for the past two years it gives me* pleasure to again bear 
testimony to the faithful discharge of duty on the part of my assis- 
tant, Dr. W. W. Faison, and other officers and employees of this in_ 
stitution. 

Our thanks are due and are hereby expressed to the editors of the 
Wilmington Daily Messenger, Raleigh Christian Advocate and Bibli- 
cal Recorder for gratuitous copies of their valuable papers to this 
Asylum. 

Whatever of good has been accomplished by the administration of 
this Institution is largely due to the liberal support given me by its 
Board of Directors; and especially fire we indebted to Him “from 
whom all our blessings flow.”

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The Regular Meetings of the Directors shall be held on the second 
Thursday in June and December; but all other meetings may be held 
at such stated times as the Chairman may direct. 

In the absence of the President, the Board shall elect a President pro 
tem., who shall preside at the meetings; and when the Secretary is ab- 
_ sent, a Secretary pro tem., shall be appointed. 

All questions brought forward for the consideration of the Board shall 
be submitted in writing, and decided by a majority of the members 
present. 

The Executive Committee shall consist of three members, two of 
whom shall reside in Goldsboro. 

They shall be, in the absence of the Board of Directors, the advising 
body with whom the Superintendant of the Asylum shall confer in re- 
gard to the business of the Institution; and they shall be clothed with 
‘full powers to do all acts which may be necessary for the proper con- 
duct andemanagement of the Institution, except in such cases as the law 
requires the action of a full Board; and they shall meet monthly at the 
Asylum, or such place in Goldsboro as may be agreed upon, for the 
transaction of business within the scope of their duties. On these oc- 
casions, it shall be their special duty to examine the books of the 
Treasurer, and to examine and audit the accounts of the Steward for 
the expenditures of the preceeding month. And they shall report in 
writing at the regular meetings of the Board upon the general condition 
of the Asylum, and recommend such modifications of existing regula- 
tions as they may deem expedient, and shall also report the amount of 
the outstanding indebtedness of the Institution, 


DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Superintendent shall reside in the Asylum buildings, and devote 
his whole time to its welfare. He is the chief executive officer under 
the Directors of the establishment, from whom all persons employed by 
him, with the approval of the Directors, shal! receive their instructions; 
and it shall be his duty to see that all the officers and employees of the 
Institution are energetic, industrious, punctual, exact, and in all respects 
he in the performance of their several duties as prescribed in these 

y- Laws. 

He shall visit the patients daily, if practicable, andlearn their con- 
dition, and shall visit those requiring it as often as necessary, and shail 
direct such medical, moral, and physical treatment as, in his judgment, 
will be conductive to their comfort and ameliaration, or best adapted to 
their relief. 

He shall keep a record of the name, age and residence of each patient, 
and the supposed cause of his insanity, and the length of time he has 
been afflicted; also the time when received and removed, whether cured — 
or relieved, whether eloped or dead, and, in case of death, of what he 
died, and shall conduct the correspondence of the Institution, and 
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make a written report pethe same to the semi-annual meetings of the 
Board. 

At each monthly meeting of the Executive Committee, he shall ex- 
hibit all the records of the Institution, if required, its general state, the: 
names of persons received or removed, with such remarks and sugges- 
gestions as he may deem useful, and at the December meeting of the 
Board, furnish a tabular view of the condition of the institution for the 
preceding year, deduced from the records. 

It shall be his duty to give all persons employed in the Asvlum such 
instructions as are best adapted to carry into effect all the rules and 
regulations of this Institution, and he shall take care to see that these 
rules and regulations are strictly and faithfully observed and executed. 

Subject to the instructions of the Board of Directors, and, in their 
absence, of the Executive Committee, he shall determine what atten- 
dants and other assistants are necessary, and with them arrange their 
sate of wages. 

No money shall be spent upon the premises, except for ordinary re- 
pairs and current expenses, nor anything connected with the Asylum, 
unless so directed by the Board or approved by the Executive 
Committee. 

The Superintendent is to be required to defray his own household 
expenses, servant hire and incidentals not of benefit to the Asylum, fuel 
and gas excepted. For his service as Superintendent he shall receive 
a salary of $2,000. His term of office shall be six years, unless sooner 
removed for cause by a two-thirds vote of a full Board of Directors. 

He shall receive the friends and relatives of patients and give them 
ae opportunity of visiting them if, in his discretion, their cofidition will 
admit it. é 


ASSISTANT PHYSICIAN. 


Whenever the Board of Directors shall see fit to employ an assistant 
physician, it shall be his duty to assist the Superintendent in the medi- © 
cal, moral and physical treatment, and perform any other duty connec- 
ted with the medical department required by the Superintendent. 
He shall have charge of the medical office, see that all medicines are 
properly prepared and put up, and shall report the same to the Super- 
intendent. 
He shall receive company and conduct them through the Asylum, in 
the absence or by the request of the Superintendent. 
He is required to spend his time during the day, and in the night, 
when necessary, in the Asylum, and in his intercourse with the inmates 
will exert what moral influence he can, and endeavor by every proper 
and lawful means to further the views and wishes of the Superintendent. 
He shall carefully study the character and peculiarities of the patients, 
direct their exercises and amusements, and report to the Superinten- 
dent any neglect of duty or misconduct that may come under his notice. 
He shalt discharge the duties of the Superintendent in his absence, and 
be clothed with his authority. 
__ The Superintendent and Assistant Physician shall at all hours have 

free access to every department, but no other male officer or attendant 
shall at any time enter that part of the building appropriated to the 
female patients and attendants, except on business, under instructions . 
of the Superintendent or Assistant Physician, and accompanied by the 
matron or chief female attendant. 


STEWARD-—HIS DUTIES. 
He shall keep methodical and accurate accounts of all purchases and 
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of moneys expended by him, as well on account of the patients as for 
the Institution. 

He shall exhibit his vouchers, books and accounts to the Executive 
Committee at their mouthly meetings. 

He shall constantly observe the condition of all persons employed in 
subordinate positions, see that they do their duty, and report to the 
Superintendent any instance of neglect or misconduct he may observe, 
or of which te may be informed. 

Under the direction of the Superintendent, he shall attend to the busi- 
ness of the farm, stock, garden, grounds, fences, and outbui dings, 
and see that they are always kept in order, and he shall keep an accu- 
rate account of all farm produce, mules, horses, cattle, hogs, milk, but- 
ter, poultry, and in fact of supplies rai-ed upon the farm, and report the 
Same monthly to the Exe-utive Committee, and make an anual report 
of it at the December meeting of the Directors. 

He shall assist in maintaining the police of the establishment; shall 
see to the opening and closing of the house, and that the attendants and 
servants rise and commence their business at the ringing of the bell, 
a retire in proper season at night, and that the bell is rung at proper 
1ours. . 

He shall, when directed by the Superintendent, receive visitors, give 
them all suitable information, and accompany them to such parts of the 
buildings as are open for examination. 

It shall be the duty of the Steward to be in the presence of the male 

patients as mu¢h as possible, to see that they are kindly treated, that 
their clothes are taken care of, that their food is properly served and 
distributed, and that they take the same in a proper manner; that the 
rooms, passages and other apartments under his care are kept clean 
and in good order, and properly warmed and ventilated; and that the 
male attendants observe his orders and directions, subject to the au- 
thority. of the Superintendent, and in all respects do their duty. 
_ It shall be his duty to devote his whole time to the Institution; to as- 
sist the Superintendent as Secretary. when desired todo so; to preserve 
order in the house and faithfulness amongst the assistants, and to see 
that all the regulations here adopted shall be fully put in practice. 

In the absence of a Supervisor, the Steward shall be required to at- 
tend to the duties designated in these By-Lays under the clause of 
“Supervisor.’’ 

The Steward may select such rooms as he may need for himself and 
family and in the proper discharge of his duties, on the first and third 
floo s. His term of office shall be for one year, unless sooner dismissed 
for cause, by a two-thirds vote of a full Board of Directors. He shall 
be required to enter into a bond of $500 for the safe keeping of all prop- 
erty of the Institution in his charge and for the proper disbursement of 
all funds that may come into his hands, and due exercise of economy 
in his purchases and the management of the Institution entrusted to his 
care. 

a salary of the Steward shall be $400 a year and support for him- 
self. 

He shall keep an inventory of all movable property, farming uten:ils, 
etc, and make a menthly report of the same to the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


HOUSEKEEPER aND MATRONS. 


The Matron shall also be the Housekeeper. It shall be her duty to 
look carefully to the female patients, to direct the nurses in their duty, 
fo see that the patient are kindly treated, that their food is properly 
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served and distributed, that their apartments are kept: clean and in 
order, properly warmed and ventilated, and that the female attendants 
do their duty in all respects. She must also superintend the kitchen, 
the cooking, washing and ironing. and take care of the clothes and bed- 
ding, and see that they are always clean and in order, keep a record of 
the clothing of the patients when they enter and during their continu- 
ance in the Asylum. 

Indeed, she must look into every department frequently and see to 
the good order of the whole house. 

The Assistant Matron, when one is employed, shall perform the.duties 
of chief attendant of the female department, and bein the wards as 
mnch as her other duties will allow, see that the nurses treat the pa- 
tients kindly, that their food is properly distributed, and all medicines 
punctually given; always ne present when medicine is administered by 
force. or restraint, applied to a female patient. It shall be her duty to 
superintend the bathing and daily hygienic surroundings of the patients, 
direct their employment and amusements, and see that the orders of the 
Superintendent and Matron are promptly carried out. 

She shall watch over the social intercourse of the attendants, and 
make frequent arrangements for the meeting of the two sexes for social 
enjoyment, under the immediate supervison. Bit: 

_She may attend visitors through the female wards, but only by direc- 
tion of the Superintendent or the officer in charge during his absence. 

It shall be her duty to make a daily report of such operations as may 
be desired by the Superintendent. 


SUPERVISOR. 


It shall be the duty of the Supervisor, or chief attendant, to see that 
the moral treatment of patients and the conduct of the attendants con- 


form in all respects to these By-Laws and the instructions of the Super- 


intendent and Assistant Physician. 

He shall always be present when food or medicine is administered 
coercively, and he shall invariably be present when restraint is applied, 
and when the patients take their baths. He shall keep a faithful list or 
record of patients’ clothes, and also pass through the different wards 
aiding and encouraging the attendants in their efforts to amuse or em- 
ploy the patients; and in every way, indeed, endeavor to promote the 
good order and discipline of the Asylum, by seeing that the Superinten 
dent’s or Assistant Physician’s instructions in reference to occupation 
and exercise are faithfully and cautiously fulfilled, and by guarding 
against disturbances, escapes, suicides. exposures, etc. It shall be his 
duty to make a daily written report of the occurrences in the male 
wards, and verbal onés oftener, if required by the Superintendent. He 
shall also wait upon visitors, when called upon for that purpose, and 
perform any other service required of him. 


ATTENDANTS. 


The attendants shall treat the patients with uniform attention and 
respect—greet them with friendly salutations, and exhibit such other 
marks of kindness™aud good will as evince interest andsympathy. They 


shall speak in a mild, persuasive tone of voice, and never addressa_ ~ 


patient coarsely or by nick-name. 

On rising in the morning, every attendant shall see that every patient 
confided to his or her care is washed, hair combed, and that he or she is 
decently dressed for the day. Attention shall be given to the persons 
and dress of each patient during the day as often as required by dis- 
order or any want of cleanliness. 


One attendant must always be with the patients, and must not leave 
them under any circumstances, unless relieved by another. 

An attendant must always be present at the meals—carve the food 
and distribute it to such as are not competent to do it for themselves, 
and see that each one has his or her proper supply, and that they take 
it in a proper manner. 

Care shali be taken that no patient carries away aknife, fork, or other 
article from the table; the knives and forks shall be counted after each 
meal, to prevent any being lost. 

No attendant shall ever apply any restraining apparatus to a patient 
except by order of the Superintendent, or of a residing officer under his 
direction. 

The patients are to be soothed and calmed when irritated, encour- 
aged and cheered when melancholly and depressed. They shall never 
be pushed, collared nor rudely handled. 

When attendants receive insulting or abusive language, they must 
keep cool, and forbear to recriminate or threat. Violent hands shall 
never be faid upon petients under any provocation; and a blow shall 
never be returned unless in.the clearest case of necessary self-defence. 
Sufficient force to prevent injury to themselves or others shall always 
be applied gently. Authority must be maintained by kindness of man- . 
ner and dignity of deportment. 


Attendants shall never place in the hands of patients, or leave where 
they can obtain any razor, knife, rope, cord, medicine, or any dangerous 
weapon or article. Neither shall they deliver any letter or writing to or 
from a patient, without permission of the Superintendent—nor retain in 
their possession any writing of a patient. 


Attendants must never leave the Institution without permission from 
an officer, and always return by nine o’clock at night, unless leave be 
expressly given to stay out longer. When abroad the conduct and 
conversation of patients must not be reported. No company must be 
admitted into the apartments occupied by the patients, at any time, 
except by express permission of the Physician or Assitant. But all 
other parts of the Asylum may be exhibited by the Steward or Matron, 
and it is expected that great respect will be shown to strangers who 
visit the Institution. 


It shall be the duty of the attendants to keep the patients, rooms and 
halls perfectly clean and well ventilated; to have the beds aired and 
sunned and made in prvper season; all the doors of the rooms to be kept 
closed when the patients are in bed. 

The attendants must never give up the key of the passages, nor let 
any one into the halls without permission, and no male attendant shall 
enter a female apartment without permission of an officer. 

Every patient must be in charge ot some responsible individual at all 
times, unless permitted to be at large by the physician. 

No patient shall be permitted to go out of the ward in which his 
apartment is situated without the consent of an officer, and no new 
patient without the order of the Physician. 


No attendant shall discontinue service of the asylum without giving 
to the Superintendent or Steward at least ten days’ notice, 

It is required that all persons who have duty to perform in the Asy- 
lum will rise at the ringing of the morning bell. 

Any attendant or empoyee of the Institution found under the influ- 
ence of liquor will be dismissed at once, or any one known to drink 
regently will be discharged. 
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WATCHMAN, 


The duties of the Watchman are of a most responsible and important 
character. He should be careful, therefore, to keep up the strictest 
vigilance during the night, never allowing himself to sleep while ou 
duty, or to fail in any particular to discharge his trust with fidelity. 

He shall enter upon his duty at such hour every evening as the 
Superintendent may direct, and must commence his rounds at half-past 
nine o'clock at night, having first rung the Asylum bell to announce 
the hoar for closing the Institution for the night; and after that time no 
employees must be out without the express permission of the Superin- 
tendent. . 

It shall be his duty to pass around the ontbuildings at least every 
hour in the nigbt, and have a particular care over the apartments occu- 
pied by the female patients, besides strictly observing such special 
directions for the night as may be given him by the Superintendent or 
other superior officer. 

He shall notice all unusual sounds in the patients’ rooms and give 
immediate information of the same to the proper attendant. 

He shall be required to keep a watch book and enter therein every 
morning all occurances coming to his notice during the .night; ail 
lights unusual sounds, talking, etc., locating the same, if possible. It 
shall be his duty to note accurately the time of the return of any 
absentee, or the departure of any one from the building. All irregulari- 
ties or violations of the rules of the Institution, seen by him, must be 
reported. 

Should he discover a fire in any part of the Asylum or outbuildings, 
he shall immediately give notice, first to an officer, and then to the 
attendants, but never raise a general alarm. 

At daylight of each day he shall ring the Asylum bell again, when his 
duties will cease until the next evening. 


NIGHT ATTENDANTS. : 

The night attendant for each sex shail go on duty at sunset, assist in 
distributing supper and putting the patients to bed, receive instructions 
frem the chief attendant in regard to the condition of any violent or 
excited patient, pass through the wards at least every hour during the 
night, noting in a book kept for that purpose all excited or restless 
patients, and any other item occurring in the wards, administer all 
medicines required through the night and report on the same the next 
morning. 


AUDITOR OR ACCOUNTANT, 


The Auditor or Accountant shall keep, in a regular set of books, 
clear and methodical accounts of all moneys received or paid out by, 
him for the institution, etc., and shall exhibit these accounts to the 
Directors or Executive Committee quarterly or oftener if required, 
made out in full, with all the items specified. He shall hold the funds 
of the Asylum at alltimes subject to the claims of the Institution, and 
except for contingent expenses and such other matters as the Board of 
Directors may direct, shall pay out money only on the order or draft of 
the Superintendent, which order or draft must, in all cases, be accom- 
panied by an itemized account, signed by the person to whom the order 
or draft is made payable, and approved by the Executive Committee 
He shall make an annual report of the expeditures.of the Institution. 
properly classified. 


OTHER EMPLOYEES. 


All other employees aout the Institution, whose duties have not 
been specifically defined in the forgoing By-Laws, shall strictly con- 
form to their general spirit, and shall always be selected with reference 
to their fitness, and only for the purpose for which they have been 
specially employed, but likewise for the companionship and oversight 
of the patients while at work out of the wards, and in their walks over 
the Asylum grounds. 


OTHER REGULATIONS. 


Neither the officers of the Asylum, nor the attendants, shall be 
allowed to entertain visitors, at the expense of the Institution, nor feed 
or keep horses, cattle, hogs, dogs, or other animals, and no horse or 
cattle shall be kept on the premises, not the property of the Institution, 
without the knowledge and special permission of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Any clause in these By-Laws may be changed or suspended at:any 
meeting of the Directors by a majority vote of the full Board 


TERM OF OFFICE : 


The term of office, which has not been préscribed by law, of the differ- 
ent officers or employees of the Asylum, shall be monthly unless dis- 
missed for cause, at the option the Superintendent,

Tv the Board of Directors of the Eastern Hospital: 


GENTLEMEN:—It gives me pleasure to meet you here at the 
close of another fiscal year, to report to you the affairs of this Hos- 
pital. At the close of the last fiscal year there were in this Hospital 
272 patients; 158 women and 114 men. We have received during 
the year 81 men and 35 women. ‘Total number during the year 145 
men and 193 women—338. During the two years ending Nevember 
30, 1892, there were admitted 79 males and 88 females, making a 
total of 411 under treatment for the period embraced by this report. 

The daily average for the year 1891 was 255 416-1,000. There 
were discharged from the Hospital in 1891, 73 patients, 35 males 
and 38 females. Of these, 17 males and 23 females were discharged 
as restored; 4 males and 1 female as improved; 4 males as unim 
proyed; 1 male as not insane; 6 males and 12 females died. 





For the fiscal year 1892 the general average under treatment 
was 266 44-100. There were discharged from the Hospital during 
this period 66 patients; 38 males and 28 females. Of these 15 males 
and 12 females were discharged as restored; 3 males and 2 females as 
improved; 3 males and 3 females as much improved; 1 female as un- 
improved; 4 males eloped; 12 males and 10 females died. By refer- 
ring totable No. 1 of this report you will find a tabular statement 
of the movement of our population for the years 1891-92. ‘Table 
No, 2 will inform you of the causes of deaths. The percentage of 
recoveries cn the number admitted for the year 791 was 89 693-1,000; 
and the percentage of deaths on the number under treatment was 
5 217-1,000. The percentage of recoveries on the number admitted 
for the year 792 was 40 90-100; and the percentage of deaths on the 
number under treatment was 6 56-100. ‘The average percentage of 
recoveries for the two years is 40 29-100; the average percentage of 
deaths for the same period is 5 88-100. It will be interesting to note 
the fact that the number of admissions for the year just closed is 
smaller than during any year of my administration. The demands 
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for admission have been as great andas urgent as during any pre- 
vious year, and your Superintendent has endeavored to have ‘“com- 
passion upon the multitude”; but for the want of room many worthy 
cases have been denied admission. Indeed, for more than a year, we 
have been able to receive applicants only when a vacancy was made 
by discharge or death. This state of things ought not to exist in 
any Hospital; but neither you nor I are to be censured therefor, and 
I sincerely trust our next Legislature will remedy this state of 
things by giving us an appropriativn for largely increased accom- 
modations. 

I am glad to be able to state that generally the health of our 
population for the past two years has been good. The past two 
Falls we had a good deal of malarial fever of a mild form, but no 
deaths resulting therefrom. Last Spring La Grippe swept through 
our wards like a tornado and hastened the death of a number of 
very feeble patients, suffering from pulmonary consumption. 


I regret the necessity of reporting a sad occurrence during the 
past year, in our first male ward—the violent death of one of our at- 
tendants, George Pugh, by the hands of a patient who had not been 
considered dangerous. ‘l'his patient had often attempted to escape, 
but had never offered violence to any employee. The attendant in 
question, unfortunately, was either sleeping, or lying on his back on 
a bench with his eyes closed, when ¢his patient made an assault 
upon him with a piece of iron piping about two feet long, and with 
the first blow so disabled the attendant that no resistance was offered 
by him; several other blows were given in quick succession, result- 
ing in the death of the unfortunate man in about 24 hours. How 
this piping got into the ward is as yet an unsolved mystery. It is 
believed it was picked up somewhere on the grounds and carried 
into the ward by some patient who does outside work, or it was 
handed him at the window. The patient in question is a very 
crazy man and has very little mind and I believe the act was with- 
out motive, but was a sudden impulse, probably excited by the un- 
fortunate position of the attendant. ‘The construction of this build- 
ing is such that the windows on the first wards offer ample means 
for the stealthy introduction of deadly weapons. ‘To preyent the 
possibility of outside communication with the patients through the 
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windows, your Superintendent has taken the responsibility of 
purchasing some heavy galvanized wire netting, six feet wide. It 
is proposed to stretch this netting on a skeletom fence some twelve 
feet from the windows, front and rear. The intervening grounds 
can be cultivated in flowers and shrubbery. This means of protec- 
tion will thus be made ornamental, and will tend to destroy the 
prison-like appearance, which might otherwise be made upon the 
minds of the patients. 


IMPROVEMENTS FOR 791, 


During the year *91 the calcimine which had been placed on 
the walls throughout the centre building was washed off with much 
labor and the same were painted, which has added much to the ap- 
pearance of the building —tke wood work of the same had three coats 
of paint. The irons to the windows of this entire building, 240 in 
number, were also painted and all the sashes were traced. A large 
number of framed pictures were nung in the halls of the different 
wards, ata small cost to the Hospital, a: most of the pictures, together 
with several games and some dozen or more volumes of valuable books 
were presented to us by Mr. John R. Pierson, No. 50 Nassau street, 
New York City. This noble philanthropist and dear friend of the 
unfortunate insane throughout our entire country, brings all the 
Asylums under obligations to him for many benefactions. 

Our male court yard was made anew, and a large shed was 
erected in our female court yard to protect the patients from Sum- 
mer heat, the trees there being too young to furnish the needed 
shade. 

The 80-horse boiler and stack ordered by the Board was pur- 
chased and put in position and properly bricked in. This boiler 
gives entire satisfaction, and upon fair trial does the work of the two 
40-horse boilers with less consumption of fuel. Our three boilers 
occupying all the vacant space in the boiler house, necessitated the 
removal of our pump, for which a shelter was built in rear of the 
boiler house and covered with tin. 

A shed also was built to the rear of our baker’s residence and 
covered with tin. A room with shed attachment was built to the 
house near our private entrance for the use of one of our cooks and 
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his family. A single story frame house, 16x32 feet, with shed at- 
tached, was erected’on our grounds, south of the Hospital, for the 
use of two of our employees and their families. A chimney was 
built to the engineer’s house, and our two 40-”orse boilers were re- 
lined with fire proof brick. 


IMPROVEMENTS FOR ’22. 


At your meeting of last December 1t was determined to have a 
deep well bored until a sufficient supply of water was obtained for 
our tanks and for drinking purposes. This work was finished early 
last Spring, the well being 6 inches in diama‘er and 305 feet deep. 
Iron casing was drivenin the well to the depth of 85 feet, from 
which point downward casing was not deemed necessary, owing to 
the peculiar conformatioy of the earth. This well, ineluding its 
pump and the house over it, cost us something less than was ex- 
pected. It furnishes an abundant supply of water for all our _pur- 
poses and is one of the best improvements on the place. The water 
is clear and pleasant to the taste. Isent some of the water to Dr. 
Battle of the Experiment Station at Raleiga for analysis. I here- 
with present you the analysis:

You will observe from the analysis that the water is rather 
strongly impregnated with calcareous matter, but thus far it has 
agreed well with those who drinkit. Dr. R. F. Lewis, Secretary of 
our State Board of Health, has requested in a recent letter other 
samples of this water for another analysis, the result of which I will 
furnish you in asubsequent report. 

The tank, formerly on top of the tower in our rear yard, has 
been taken down :ind its capacity increased to something over 1,500 
gallons, and placed on brick and cement foundation near the deep 
well. Our deep well pump keeps this tank filled with water, and 
one of our force pumps, removed from its former position on the 
river and placed also near the deep well, lifts the water from this 
large tank to the tanks on our [Hospital building. ‘This arrange- 
ment is very convenient, economic and satisfactory. The old tower 
having been removed in consequence of its decaying condition, by 
consent of the Executive Committee, a brick building, two stories 
high, has been erected on its foundation. This building is of the 
same dimensions as the foundation of the tower—24 feet square, and 
its first floor is divided by a latticed partition, one room of which is 
for a dining room for the outside employees, and the other for their 
waiting and washroom. Theupper floor is used as an associated 
dormitory for an attendant and eight female patients. The building 
issupplied with electric hghts, cold and hot water, both room and 
closets, and is warmed by aheater placed on the first floor. This build- 
ing supplies a much needed and long-felt want, by giving the outside 
employees a dining room and relieving the kitchen of their presence, 
which has always been a nuisance, and relieves the over-crowded 


condition of our female wards. 
Agreeable to instructions of your honorable body at our last 
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March meeting, a three story brick building has been erected near 
our boiler house and in rear of the kitchen. This building is 48x28 
feet in dimensions. The first or ground floor is occupied by our 
engineer as a work shopand general storage room for his supplies. 
The second floor is for laundry purposes, and the third floor is fitted 
pas an associated dormitory and its capacity is sufficient to accommo- 
date two attendants and eighteen of our better class of male patients, 
who are usually employed in out-door work. '‘T’hese rooms are all 
well ventilated, furnished with electric lights, hot and cold water, 
and necessary bath rooms and closets. The associated dormitory 
for the patients is heated by two large circular radiators and sup— 
plied with new woven wire bedsteads and all necessary bedding. 
These buildings have been erected without the expense of a contrac- 
tor. ‘l'wo masons anda mortar maker only have been hired. Our 
carpenter and patients have done the work, tinning and part of the 
painting excepted. By this means I am sure seyeral hundred dollars 
have been saved to our Hospital funds. 

T'wo of our tenement houses have been ceiled eaeanont & 
suitable wooden structure has been erected over our deep well, and 
the usual amount of repairs to our buildings has been done by our 
carpenter during the vear. 

It is contemplated in the near future, to move into our new 
laundry and utilize our present laundry as an associated dining 
room for our female patients, and use our present dining room for 
an assenibly and sewing room and adjust our present sewing room 
to the accommodation of ten female patients. Anticipating these 
several changes, a neat and substantial pair of steps, constructed of 
brick, cement and iron, have been placed at a point convenient, both 
to the kitchen and dining room. Our brick and stone steps in rear 
of the Hospital building had long been a cause of much complaint, 
in consequence of the difficulty of their ascent to the average pedes- 
trian. 'Lhese steps have been quite recently reconstructed, a change 
that is appreciated by patients and employees. With the consent 
of the Executive Committee three car loads of crushed phosphate 
rock have been placed over a portion of our drive ways, and it is 
hoped we may be able to complete this work the coming year. In 
concluding this part of my report, it is gratifying to me to be able to 
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state that all these improvements have been made within our appro- 
priation. 


OUR FINANCIAL EXHIBIT. 


The question of finance is always an interesting one, whether 
pertaining to individual effort or Eleesmosynary institutions. The 
people of the State have a right to demand not only kind and effic- 
ient service in the care of the insane, but economy in the expendi- 
ture of money appropriateed for their maintenance. It is believed 
our financial exhibit, so carefully and accurately prepared by our 
faithful and venerable Steward, will meet all reasonable demands 
for economy on the part of our tax payers. By referring to his table 
of expenditures it will be seen that the per capita cost of maintain- 
ing a patient in this Institution is $117 85100. When the destruc- 
tive tendencies of so many of our patients is considered, the wonder 
is, how can proper provision be made for these people at so low a 
per capita cost. A larger expenditure of money would have contrib- 
uted to increased comforts and might have produced better results. 
But we have done the best we could, with the means at command; 
and it will doubtless be gratifying to you for me to be ableto state 
that our recoveries compare favorably with many Institutions of 
much larger financial resources, and our mortality the past two years 
by is a large per cent. the smallest in the history of this Institution. 
It will be observed that we have expended the past two years for im- 
provements, a little more than $7,000. This amount has been saved 
ty rigid economy from our annual appropriation for ordinary ex- 
penses. pxSee 

At the beginning of the fiscal year °90, there was to our credit 
$785.61. The Legislative appropriation the past two years was $33,- 
000 each year, or a total of $66,000. We have expended to the close 
of our last fiscal year, November 30 ’92, of this amount $65,961. There 
remains to our credit therefore, at the close of the fiscal year ’92, 
$806.00. By ourrecent improvements the capacity of this Hospital 
has been increased to 280 patients. We will therefore need an ap- 
propriation of $35,000. This is for all purposes necessary to the 
maintenance of our population; and when the amount asked for is

compared with wiat is allowed wur other Hospitals for the insane, 
the reasonableness and modesty of this request wiil be appreciated. 
Our Steward’s report furnishes a fuller and more satisfactory 
statement of cost of our improvements. 


OTHER NEEDs. 


There are in this office applications sufficiently numerous to 
occupy nearly every vacant rouin of this Hospital. We urgently 
need accommodation for 50 males and 75 females. To erect these 
two buildings and furnish them w th water, heat, lights, sewerage 
and necessary bedding furniture will require $30,000. Our stables 
and barns, built any years ago, are decaying and not suited for our 
purposes. We need new, more convenient and far more capacious 
barnsand stables. We will nee: for our new laundry suitable ma- 
chinery to assist us in doing our laundry work, which is increasing as 
the years go by. We have of arable land belonging to this Institu- 
tion not more than 4 of an acre to the patient. Our patients are 
almost exclusively of the agricultura: class, and we absolutely need 
more land. Land convenient to the Hospital can be bought ata 
reasonable price, and such an acquisition would be advantageous to 
the patients, and economy for the Hospital. 


OUR GROUNDS. 


The work of improving our grounds continues, and during the 
past two years much labor has been expended by our Hospital force, 
in planting trees and sodding ‘he terraces. During the past season 
our front lawn was entirely reconstructed, tertilized and re-sown 
with lawn grass seed. I regret to note again, the decay of some 
more of our oaks around the building last season. 


EMPLOYEES. 


In consequence of our ever increasing population it has been 
necessary to increase the number of our attendants, male and female. 
Most of our attendants have been faithful in the discharge of their 
responsible and oft-times trying and perplexing duties. Some have 
been discharged for causes deemed sufficient; three have resigned, 
and during the past two years, one died of catarrhal consumption, 
and the other (as previously noticed) by the hands of a patient. 
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OUR FARMING OPERATIONS. 


We have had throughout the vear an abundance ot tresh 
vegetables for all connected with this Hospital, Our sweet po- 
tato crop was exceptionably good in quality and qaartity, and 
is thus tar keepng weil. We havea fair crop of turnips and © 
a good prospect for an abundant -aopiy of sa‘ad turnips for the 
early Spripg. Our corn crop was very disappointing. The 
prospect tor a good yield was never better, antil the middie of 
July, when a continued drouth ent it snort at least on+—half, 
aud as a consequence we will hayeto buy somecorn. Onur crop 
of long torage was better than usual and wit! be snfficient, I 
th'nk, to meet our wants. I have tu report that cholera de- 
stroyed a large nutnber of our hogs in the early Spring, so that 
our supply of fresh pork wil! fall tar short of what we have use 
ually raised. I regret to announce the protracted and serious 
illness of our farmer Mr, B. V. Smith, who has been too un 
well to discharge his duties sincn the latter part of August. Up 
tothe time of his disabling sickness he prosecuted his duties 
with commendable zeal. Mr. John Pate, our former male 
Supervisor, is now discharging the duties of farmer satisfac 
torily, and Mr. W. T. Marable, of Sampson county, has been em- 
ployed for the time being as male Supervisor, and is demonrstrat- 
ing his efficiency in this important position of Hospital service, 


POLICE, 


The last Legis'ature authorized the Board of Directors of 
this Hospital to appoint policemen who may arrest persons, for 
violating rules, for the conduct and deportment of persons on 
the grounds and building, and to pass ordinances to suppress 
disorderly conduct, etc. No poiicemen in pursuance of this law, 
have teen appointed tor this Hospital, and I respectfully request 
that such be done at this meeting, 


MATRON’S DEPARTMENT. 


It has been for years the endeavor of your Superintendent 
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to furnish employment for every patient capable of werk. In 
our sewing room, under the immediate management of Mrs. 
Victoria Bryan, our seamstress, we employ every woman with 
sufficient intelligence to work in this department. I herewith 
submit an itemized report of what hae been done the last two 


years. (See report.) 
IN MEMORIAM. 


Since my last published report, two members of your hone 
orable body bave been removed by death trom their fellowship 
with us “to that bourne whence no traveller returna”—Dr, R. 
W. King, of Wilson, and Mr, Jalins A. Bonitz, of Wilmington. 


Dr. King had not long been. appointed and had met with ue 
bat ounce: but had life been spared I have no doubt but that his 
intelligence and patriotism wouid bave made him a wise and 
useful member of your body. Mr. Bonitz had long been asso- 
ciated with you in the management of this Institution—was, I 
believe, among the first appointees of its Directory. He was 
for more than 10 years an active, zealous and punctual member 
of your Board, and his absence from your meeting toxday is 
conspicuous, as it is also from the editorial tripod, the bneiness 
circle and from the family hearthstone. Cut down bv the 
Reaper Death in the midst of of his usefulness, in the full vigor 
of a matured manhood, while the pulsations of his lite-blood 
were strong in their courses, and with his eye undimned bv age, 
his death most solemnly emphasizes the teachings of H ly 
Writ: “In the midst of life we are in death.” These gentle- 
men were our friends, and they were the friends of humanity 
at large. They had their weaknesses and frailties cymmon_ to 
mankind, but they had also toa large degree, that broad ca- 
tholicity of feeling that recognizes the great brotherhood of hue 
manity. Let ua who abide yet, awhile in these earthly tabere 
nacles, cherish with a loving remembrance all that was noble, 
generous and good in the life and character of these friends. 
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CONCLUSION. 


[ feel that I should not eonelade this report without express- 
ing my thankfulness to those officers and employees who have 
by an intelligent and conscientious performance of their duties 
assisted in the management of this [nstitution. To the assistant 
physician Dr. W. W. Faison, I am under special obligations, as 
I am also to your honorable body, from each member of which, I 
have received nothing but kindness and a most hearty co-opera~ 
tion in the discharge of my official duties, Relying upon your 
continned sympathy and co-operation and upon the blessings of 
God, withont whose aid we can do nothing, I enter hopefully 
upon the duties of another year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


Gentlemen of the Board of Directors 
of the Eastern Hospital - 


You have met in your seventh biennial meeting to inquire 
into the affairs of this Hospital, embracing a period of two 
years, from the 30th of November, 1892, to the 30th of 
November, 1894. 

This period, especially during the autumnal months, has 
been marked by an unusual amount of sickness, mostly of 
amalarial character. A large proportion of the cases have 
been of a mild type, mostly intermittent in form, but we 
have had a number of serious cases, which has largely 
increased our mortality, especially for the year just passed. 
According to published reports of the Secretary of State 
Board of Health malarial fevers have prevailed to an unus- 
ual extent in most sections of our State at all affected by 
malarial influences. During the past year we have had 
miitee Jatoe iteshets in Little and Neuse Rivers, one of 
which was unprecedented, according to the testimony of 
the ‘‘oldest inhabitant.’’ The inundations of our low- 
jands have not only affected the health of our population, 
but during the past year they were destructive to a portion 
of ourcrops. ‘There seems to be no diminution of insanity 
among the colored population of the State, and owing to 
the excessively crowded condition of our wards most of 
the period embraced by this report your Superintendent 
has been compelled to reject many applicants who other- 
‘wise would have been received. A large number of those 
received have been taken in exchange for patients only 
partially restored, but who it was thought could be cared 
for either by their friends or by their county. About the 
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middle of last June our new addition for male patients 
was made ready for occupancy, the building having been 
accepted by the Building Committee at their meeting held 
here on June 4, 1894. The building will enable us to 
accommodate all worthy male applicants for several vears 
to come. 

It will be remembered that the Legislature of 1893 gave 
us a special appropriation of $13,000 for the erection of 
this building, and for its necessary furniture and bedding. 
After due advertisement for bids the contract was awarded 
by the Building Committee to Messrs. Porter & Godwin, 
of Goldsboro, they being the lowest bidders. This Hos- 
pital furnished all the sand, and also the common labor 
from its own force among the patients, and the building 
was completed and furnished for an ainount considerably 
less than the appropriation. I refer you to our Steward’s 
report for a clear and accurate statement of expenditures 
for this building as well as all other improvements embraced 
by this report. I may as well state in this connection 
what I stated in my report of two years ago, that we 
urgently need another building for the accommodation of 
a large number of insane among the females, who are 
languishing in jails and other places of confinement 
throughout the State. 

The State has long since undertaken the humane care of 
her insane population, regardless of race, politics or relig- 
ion, and she should discharge this responsibility to an 
extent that will meet the exigencies of this duty. She 
has purchased these grounds, erected these buildings, and 
placed us here in pursuance of her laudable and benevolent 
purpose, and it should be an abiding question with us how 
shall we best discharge our duty to the State and to these 
people who are committed to our charge. I respectfully 
submit to this honorable Board that it should be our aim 


=

to make this not only a home to the colored insane, but in 
a high sense it should be our endeavor to make it an hos- 
pital, so that as many as possible may be restored to nor- 
mal mentality and cease to be burdens upon the State, and 
become wage-earners and self-supporting citizens. In this 
connection we may well ask, How shall these noble and 
benevolent ends be best accomplished? Would it be wise 
to lower our standard of efficiency in the service of officers 
and employees, or by withholding the necessary comforts 
degrade this large State charity to the level of a county poor- 
Pegcers ourely no. “To cure the class of patients wé 
receive here, or to restore to comparative norinal mentality 
those who seek the shelter and aid our State has provided, 
we must take them from their surroundings of filth, of 
poverty and want, and place them in rooms more coinfort- 
able than they have known, in beds cleaner than they 
have seen at their homes, and their dirty rags must be 
exchanged for cleaner garinents. Three square meals must 
be given a day, the hand of a genuine friendship must soothe 
and a kind heart must demonstrate its watchful care and 
sympathy. Without these in vain will the ‘‘medicine 
man’? ply his vocation and administer his drugs. Because 
those who are committed to us are negroes shall we deny 
the needed comforts or withhold the kindly hand that 
administers to their wants? Earth’s wisest and best teacher, 
in the parable of the Jew and Sainaritan, has left on 
immortal record a lesson for us tolearn. The chasm that 
divided the Jew from the Samaritan socially was as wide 
as that which divides the Southern white man from the 
negro, and yet we are taught that they were neighbors and 
each was entitled from the other to kindly sympathy and 
generous aid in the hour of distress and affliction. 

Our female wards are much crowded, and to relieve this 
condition of things as much as possible we are accommo- 
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dating about twenty females over our laundry building, 
and over the dining-rooin of outside employees. We abso- 
lutely require an appropriation of $20,000 for the erection 
of a suitable building and to furnish it with bedding, heat, 
light and water. Owing to the conformation of our 
grounds on which this Hospital was erected this new 
building will necessarily be detached and will require a 
separate plant for heating and ventilation. This question 
was presented before the last Legislature, but for a want 
of funds they granted an appropriation only for the male 
ward. © While under the head of wants I will state that 
this Hospital is very much in need of a new set of stables 
and a barn attached, sufficiently capacious to hold all the 
long forage necessary for our horses and mules—one a little 
smaller than the one recently built for our milch cows. 
Such a building as we need will cost about $400, as we 
can do nearly all the work within ourselves. We have 
had recently to prize up the old barn, before housing our 
supply of corn. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


An Hospital for the accommodation of the insane, with 
ever-increasing demands upon it, is ike woman’s work, 
never finished... Beginning with a plant with accommoda- 
tions for seventy patients, its doors were opened August 
1, 1880... We have now over threegnundredm patient. 
which fact speaks of enlargement of our Hospital build- 
ings and the many and varied other improvements which 
have been necessary. The past two years have witnessed 
as many and as great additions to our plant as during any 
two years of its existence. As previously stated there was 
finished the past year the addition to the male wards, a 
building three stories high, thirty-seven feet wide and one 
hundred and two feet long; besides furnishing an accom- 
modation for fifty-six male patients we have a large asso- 
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ciate dining-room sufficient to accommodate our entire 
inale population. Early in the summer of 1893 the cottage 
for our Farmer was completed, which is a one-story frame 
building with four rooms, and cost $459.88. Our new 
laundry building has been completed and machinery intro- 
duced and put in operation to facilitate work in this depart- 
ment. This machinery consists of a ten-horse-power engine, 
a No. 26 Centrifugal Extractor, one No. 4 Mangle of 
improved pattern from the Hospital Supply Company, of 
New York, costing in the aggregate $899.46. A room about 
sixteen feet square has been added to the Baker’s dwelling. 
The engine for running our heating and ventilating fan 
has been moved from under the kitchen to a position out- 
side and just in rear of the kitchen, and a small house 
built over it. This was deemed necessary by our Engineer. 
Our kitchen has been refloored with one and a half inch 
hard pine lumber. We have dispensed with the large iron 
pot used in the old laundry for boiling soiled clothes, and 
this work is done by the use of steain in our soapstone 
tubs. ‘The ventilators and center roof of the Hospital 
building have been painted, and also the roofs of many of 
the outside buildings. Quite recently the entire building 
for use of patients has been painted inside and outside. 
The usual amount of repairs on the buildings and fences 
have been made as necessity required. In pursuance of an 
act of the last General Assembly appropriating $2,000 for 
the purchase of land for this institution a committee was 
appointed by your honorable body for the selection of suita- 
Picelatd) sl tespectiully report that a tract of land of 
about 160 acres was purchased by said committee from 
the estate of the late Hon. William T. Dortch, said tract 
situate southwest of this Hospital building and separated 
from the original tract by the North Carolina Railroad. 
Also a piece of land of nine or ten acres lying northeast of 
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this Hospital building and separated from the original tract 
by the public dirt road that runs by the asylum. Total 
cost, $1,900. At our last March meeting the purchase of 
milch cows for this institution was determined upon to 
establish a dairy, and Mr. Southerland, of the Executive 
Committee, and myself were requested to make the pur- 
chases. At a subsequent meeting of the Executive Com-_ 
mittee it was ordered that Mr. Southerland should buy 
lumber sufficient to enclose by a pastorage fence about 
forty acres of our recent purchase; also lumber sufficient 
to build stalls for our cows in connection with a barn large 
enough to hold all necessary forage for the cattle. I 
respectfully report said fence has been built at a cost of 
about $120. ‘The stables! etenmormetnameatticmnavcupe 
erected ata cost of about $500. This building is well adapted 
to its uses, being convenient and commodious, and I hope 
you gentlemen will inspect it. Twelve milch cows have 
been purchased at an aggregate cost of $370.50. A young 
white man of some experience as a milker has been hired 
at $10 per month to milk and attend to the cows. Lastly 
a large shed one hundred feet long and twenty-six feet 
wide has recently been purchased for $50 from Mr. Hardi- 
son, taken down froin the banks of Neuse River and hauled 
here. Out of this shed we have made two sheds, each fifty 
feet long; one for use of our wood sawyers, to be used 
in bad weather, and the other for sheltering wagons, carts 
and farming utensils. All this expenditure of labor and 
money has been made by your order or the order of the 
Executive Committee, except in case of repairs; and for a 
more accurate and detailed statement of their cost, I 
respectfully refer you to the report of the Steward of this 
Hospital.

Table No. 1 shows that for the past two years the whole 
number treated was 459; 206 males and 253 females; and 
the general average was 290727. There are now in the 
Hospital (November 30, 1894) 307 patients; 129 males and 
178 females. We have now as many female patients as we 
had patients when I took charge seven years ago. ‘The 
percentage the past two years of those restored on the num- 
ber received was 32/3, and the percentage of deaths 
on the number treated was 8,57,. Owing to the unusual 
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ainount of sickness in our wards the past two years our 
mortality has been greater than it was the previous two 
years. ‘Table No. 2 shows that during the period embraced 
by this report twenty-five of our patients died of lung 
trouble, four of epilepsy, eighteen of exhaustion chronic 
mania and other chronic diseases, and only eleven of acute 
forms of disease. The number of cases of lung degenera- 
tion has given your Superintendent serious concern, a little 
more than one-third of the deaths the past two years hav- 
ing been from disease of the lung. It is true that a num- 
ber of our patients were afflicted with this disease on their 
reception, and it is also true that the insane are peculiarly 
liable to this disease. I aim nevertheless persuaded we 
need a separate building or apartment for the accommoda- 
tion and treatment of this class of patients. 


ADMISSIONS. 


During the past two years we have received into this 
Hospital 188 patients, 98 males and go females, and have 
rejected a large number of female applicants for want of 
room. If the earnest and importunate entreaties of friends, 
physicians and county officials that conie to this office could 
be heard by the people of the State at large, and by our 
representatives in the Legislature in particular, I believe 
more room would be provided here for the commitment of 
the insane among the colored females. Since the comple- 
tion of our addition to the male wards we have been able 
to receive all worthy applicants of this sex, but we urgently 
need, as heretofore stated, additional room for females. I 
believe to-day there are as many insane negro women in 
the State as there are among the whites, their relative nuin- 
bers considered. We now have accommodation for 325, 
but for the past two years no female could be admitted 
except when a vacancy occurred by death or discharge. 
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The State of Virginia has about one-third more colored 
population than North Carolina and yet she has at Peters- 
burg accommodations for over 800 of her colored insane. 


EMPLOYEES. 


During the year 1893 two male and two female 
employees were discharged for cause, and one inale and 
two females voluntarily resigned their positions. During 
the year 1894 there were no discharges, but owing to 
an increase of our farming operations, and also to an 
increased number of patients, one additional farm hand was 
employed and one male and one female attendant. Last 
October our Baker left the institution, also our Female 
Supervisor. Their places were promptly and satisfactorily 
filled. By the permission of the Executive Committee a 
young white lady has been employed to take charge of our 
laundry. She has had experience in laundry work at the 
Orphanage at Oxford, N. C. With few exceptions the 
employees of the several departments have rendered faith- 
ful and satisfactory service. 


MATRON’S DEPARTMENT. 


Our Matron reports that there were made during the year 
1893, 3,000 pounds of soap. ‘There were canned of toma- 
toes 606 three-quart cans, and 700 two-quart cans of corn. 
There were preserved three gallons of peaches, three gal- 
lons of pears and five gallons of cherries. She also made 
three gallons of sweet and four gallons of sour pickles.. 
The canned goods are used exclusively for making soups. 
There being a sufficient quantity on hand for 1894, there 
was none put up the past year. She reports for the year 
1894, 4,000 pounds of soap. As is our custom we | 
endeavor to find employment for our females as well as 
males, and I respectfully call your attention to the accom- 
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panying report of work done by them under the supervis- 
ion of our Seamstress. 


OUR FARMER’S OPERATIONS. 


During the past two years a vast amount of labor has 
been expended on our farm in the way of composting with 
dirt hauled from the lowlands. On our recent purchase 
of land we found the aitches filled up and the land impov- 
etished;. These ditches have been cleaned out, the ditch 
banks cleaned off and the dirt hauled away for composting. 
It has been our constant aim to improve these lands, and 
year by year there has been an increase in farm products. 
We give a pea-fallow each year after the small grain crops 
have been removed, which furnishes an excellent quality 
of forage and adds to the fertility of the soil. It is also 
our custom at the last ploughing of our corn to broadcast 
the land with the common cornfield pea. This I also 
consider a cheap method of improving lands besides fur- 
nishing us an abundant crop of peas. As heretofore 
intimated we suffered by freshets which seriously damaged 
our crops of sorghuin, sweet potatoes and pea-vines. The 
season was most abundant with vegetables of all kinds 
needed by our population. Our corn crop also was a good 
one. Our apple orchard yielded the past year about one- 
third of a crop. Disease among our hogs during the 
summer and fall of 1893 cut short our supply of pork 
the past two years. For amore minute and detailed state- 
ment of our farming operations I respectfully refer you to 
the report of our Farmer.

There was a balance of $806.39 brought from 1892 to 
our credit, which amount added to our annual appropri- 
ation of $33,000 gave us $33,806.39. We expended for 
maintenance during the year 1893, $32,806.15, which left 
mmepalancesin the treasury December 1, 1863, $956.24. 
Our average nuinber of patients was 286,58, which gave 
usa per capita cost for ordinary expenses, $116.62. We 
also expended the amount of $6,500 of the special appro- 
priation for our new building. For the year 1894 there 
was to our credit $956.24, which added to the legislative 

9 | 
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appropriation of $33,000 gave us $33,956.24. Our ordi- 
nary expenses for 1894 were $34,011.84, which makes a 
deficiency of one thousand and eleven dollars and eighty- 
four cents. ‘There was an appropriation by the Legisla- 
ture of five hundred dollars for repairs on boiler which 
was not used for that purpose. There was also an appro- 
priation of $2,000 for the purchase of land. We bought 
the land for $1,900. We have saved $2,172.29 from the 
special appropriation of $13,000 for an annex to the male 
wards. ‘These several amounts left from the several appro- 
priations have been used by us under the authority of the 
Legislature to supplement the deficiency in the annual 
appropriation, and there remains to our credit November 
30, 1894, a balance from this general fund of $883.70. 
For the year 1894 our general average of patients was 
20375, Lhe per capita cost for the year for maintenauce 
was $115.94. Our Steward has made an elaborate and 
classified account of expenditures for all purposes, to which 
I invite your careful inspection. These reports of our 
Steward demonstrate the fact that no similar institution is 
managed with more economy than this one. Owing to 
our enlargement of male wards we will need for the next 
two years for support an annual appropriation of not less 
than $37,500. 

In concluding this report of the affairs of this insti- 
tution I desire to acknowledge again the efficient aid 
given me by my Assistant and all the subordinate officers 
and employees, and also to the Board of Directors, who 
have heartily co-operated with me in my efforts to make 
comfortable: and to restore to soundness of mind the 
unfortunate people committed to our charge. Relying 
upon your continued help and the blessings of the 
Almighty Father, I enter upon the duties of another year.

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BY-LAWS. 


The regular meetings of the Directors shall be held on the second Thurs- 
day in June and December; but all the other meetings may be held at 
such stated times as the Chairman may direct. 

In the absence of the President the Board shall elect a President pro 
tem., who shall preside at the meetings ; and when the Secretary is absent 
a Secretary pro tem. shall be appointed. 

All questions brought forward for the consideration of the Board shall 
be submitted in writing and decided by a majority of the members 
present. 

The Executive Committee shall consist of three members, two of whom 
shall reside in Goldsboro. 

They shall be, in the absence of the Board of Directors, the advising body 
with whom the Superintendent of the Hospital shall confer in regard to 
the business of the institution; and they shall be clothed with full powers 
to do all acts which may be necessary for the proper conduct and manage- 
ment of the institution, except in such cases as the law requires the action 
of a full Board ; and they shall meet monthly at the Hospital, or such 
place in Goldsboro as may be agreed upon, for the transaction of busi- 
ness within the scope of their duties. On these occasions it shall be their 
special duty to examine the books of the Treasurer and to examine and 
audit the accounts of the Steward for the expenditures of the preceding 
month. And they shall report in writing at the regular meetings of the 
Board upon the general condition of the Hospital, and recommend such 
modifications of existing regulations as they may deem expedient, and 
shall also report the amount of the outstanding indebtedness of the 
institution. 

DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Superintendent shall reside in the Hospital buildings, and devote 
his whole time to its welfare. He is the chief executive officer under 
the Directors of the establishment, from whom all persons employed by 
him, with the approval of the Directors, shall receive their instructions ; 
and it shall be his duty to see that all the officers and employees of the 
institution are energetic, industrious, punctual, exact, and in all respects 
faithful in the performance of their several duties as prescribed in these 
By-Laws. 

He shall visit the patients daily, if practicable, and learn their condi- 
tion, and shall visit those requiring it as often as necessary, and shall 
direct such medical, moral and physical treatment as, in his judgment, 
will be conducive to their comfort and amelioration, or best adapted to 
their relief. 
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He shall keep a record of the name, age and residence of each patient, 
and the supposed cause of his insanity, and the length of time he has 
been afflicted ; also the time when received and removed, whether cured 
or relieved, whether eloped or dead, and, in case of death, of what he 
died, and shall conduct the correspondence of the institution and make 
a written report of the same to the semi-annual meetings of the Board. 

At each monthly meeting of the Executive Committee he shall exhibit 
all the records of the institution, if required, its general state, the names 
of persons received or removed, with such remarks and suggestions as 
he may deem useful, and at the December meeting of the Board furnish 
a tabular view of the condition of the institution for the preceding year, 
deduced from the records. 

It shall be his duty to give all persons employed in the Hospital such 
instructions as are best adapted to carry into effect all the rules and regu- 
lations of this institution, and he shall take care to see that these rules 
and regulations are strictly and faithfully observed and executed. 

Subject to the instructions of the Board of Directors, and, in their 
absence, of the Executive Committee, he shall determine what attend- 
ants and other assistants are necessary, and with them arrange their rate 
of wages. 

No money shall be spent. upon the premises except for ordinary repairs 
and current expenses, nor anything connected with the Hospital, unless 
so directed by the Board or approved by the Executive Committee. 

The Superintendent is to be required to defray his own household 
expenses, servant hire and incidentals not of benefit to the Hospital, fuel 
and gas excepted. For his services as Superintendent he shall receive a 
salary of $1,800. His term of office shall be six years, unless sooner 
removed for cause by a two-thirds vote of a full Board of Directors. 

He shall receive the friends and relatives of patients and give them 
the opportunity of visiting them if, in his discretion, their condition will 
admit it. ; 
ASSISTANT PHYSICIAN. 


Whenever the Board of Directors shall see fit to emply an Assistant 
Physician it shall be his duty to assist the Superintendent in the medi- 
eal, moral and physical treatment, and perform any other duty connected 
with the medical department required by the Superintendent. 

He shall have charge of the medical office, see that all medicines are 
properly prepared and put up, and shall report the same to the Super- 
intendent. 

He shall receive company and conduct them through the Hospital, in 
the absence or by the request of the Superintendent. 

He is required to spend his time during the day, and in the night, 
when necessary, in the Hospital, and in his intercourse with the inmates 
will exercise what moral influence he can and endeavor by every proper 
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and lawful means to further the views and wishes of the Superintendent. 
He shall carefully study the character and peculiarities of the patients, 
direct their exercises and amusements, and report to the Superintendent 
any neglect of duty or misconduct that may come under his notice. He 
shall discharge the duties of the Superintendent in his absence, and be 
clothed with his authority. 

The Superintendent and Assistant Physician shall at all hours have 
free excess to every department, but no other male officer or attendant 
shall at any time enter that part of the building appropriated to the 
female patients and attendants, except on business, under instructions 
of the Superintendent or Assistant Physician, and accompanied by the 
Matron or Chief Female Attendant. 


STEWARD—HIS DUTIES. 


He shall keep methodical and accurate accounts of all purchases and 
of moneys expended by him, as well on account of the patients as for 
the institution. 

He shall exhibit his vouchers, books and accounts to the Executive 
Committee at their monthly meetings. 

He shall constantly observe the condition of all persons employed in 
subordinate positions, see that they do their duty, and report to the Super- 
intendent any instance of neglect or misconduct he may observe, or of 
which he may be informed. 

Under the direction of the Superintendent he shall attend to the busi- 
ness of the farm, stock, garden, grounds, fences and outbuildings, and 
see that they are always kept in order, and he shall keep an accurate | 
account of all farm produce, mules, horses, cattle, hogs, milk, butter, 
poultry, and in fact of all supplies raised upon the farm, and report the 
same monthly to the Executive Committee, and make an annual report 
of it at the December meeting of the Directors. 

He shall assist in maintaining the police of the establishment; shall 
see to the opening and closing of the house, and that the attendants and 
servants rise and commence their business at the ringing of the bell, 
and retire in proper season at night, and that the bell is rung at proper 
hours. 

He shall, when directed by the Superintendent, receive visitors, give 
them all suitable information and accompany them to such parts of the 
buildings as are open for examination. 

It shall be the duty of the Steward to be in the presence of the male 
patients as much as possible, to see that they are kindly treated, that 
their clothes are taken care of, that their food is properly served and 
distributed and that they take the same in a proper manner; that the 
rooms, passages and other apartments under his care are kept clean and 
in good order and properly warmed and ventilated; and that the male 
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attendants observe his orders and directions, subject to the authority 
of the Superintendent, and in all respects do their duty. 

It shall be his duty to devote his whole time to the institution; to 
assist the Superintendent as Secretary when desired to do so; to pre- 
serve order in the house and faithfulness among the assistants, and to 
see that all the regulations here adopted shall be fully put in practice. 

In the absence of a Supervisor the Steward shall be required to attend 
to the duties designated in these By-Laws under the clause of ‘‘Super- 
visor.”’ 

The Steward may select such rooms as he may need for himself and 
family and in the proper discharge of his duties on the first and third 
floors. His term of office shall be for one year unless sooner dismissed 
for cause by a two-thirds vote of a full Board of Directors. He shall be 
required to enter into a bond of $590 for the safe-keeping of all property 
of the institution in his charge and for the proper disbursements of all 
funds that may come into his hands, and due exercise of economy in his 
purchases and the management of the institution intrusted to his care. 

The salary of the Steward shall be $450 a year and support for himself. 

He shall keep an inventory of all movable property, farming utensils, 
etc., and make a monthly report of the same to the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

HOUSEKEEPER AND MATRONS. 


The Matron shall also be the Housekeeper. It shall be her duty to 
look carefully to the female patients, to direct the nurses in their duty, 
_ to see that the patients are kindly treated, that their food is properly 
served and distributed, that their apartments are kept clean and in 
order, properly warmed and ventilated, and that the female attendants 
do their duty in all respects. She must also superintend the kitchen, 
the cooking, washing and ironing, and take care of the clothes and bed- 
ding, see that they are always clean and in order, keep a record of the 
clothes of the patients when they enter and during their continuance in 
the Hospital. 

indeed, she must look into every department frequently and see to 
the good order of the whole house. 

The Assistant Matron, when one is employed, shall perform the 
duties of Chief Attendant of the female department and be in the 
wards as much as her other duties will allow, see that the nurses treat 
the patients kindly, that their food is properly distributed and all medi- 
cines punctually given; always be present when medicine is adminis- 
tered by force, or restraint applied to a female patient. It shall be her 
duty to superintend the bathing and daily hygienic surroundings of the 
patients, direct their employment and amusements and see that the 
orders of the Superintendent and Matron are properly carried out. 

She shall watch over the social intercourse of the attendants, and 
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make frequent arrangements for the meeting of the two sexes for social 
enjoyment under her immediate supervision. 
She may attend visitors through the female wards, but only by direc- 
tion of the Superintendent or the officer in charge during his absence. 
It shall be her duty to make a daily report of such operations as may 
be desired by the Superintendent. 


SUPERVISOR. 


It shall be the duty of the Supervisor, or Chief Attendant, to see that 
the moral treatment of patients and the conduct of the attendants con- 
form in all respects to these By-Laws and the instructions of the Super- 
intendent and Assistant Physician. 

He shall always be present when food or medicine is administered 
coercively and he shall invariably be present when restraint is applied, 
and when the patients take their baths. He shall keep a faithful list or 
record of the patient’s clothes and also pass through the different wards 
aiding and encouraging the attendants in their efforts to amuse or 
employ the patients, and in every way, indeed, endeavor to promote the 
good order and discipline of the Hospital by seeing that the Superin- 
tendent’s or Assistant Physician’s instructions in reference to occupation 
and exercise are faithfully and cautiously fulfilled, and by guarding 
against disturbances, escapes, suicides, exposures, etc. It shall be his 
duty to make a daily written report of the occurrences in the male 
wards, and verbal ones oftener if required by the Superintendent. He 
shall also wait upon visitors, when called upon for that purpose, and 
perform any other service required of him. 


ATTENDANTS. 


The attendants shall treat the patients with uniform attention and 
respect, greet them with friendly salutations and exhibit such other 
marks of kindness and good-will as evince interest and sympathy. 
They shall speak in a mild, persuasive tone of voice and never address 
a patient coarsely or by nickname. 

-On rising in the morning every attendant shall see that every patient 
confined to his or her care is washed, hair combed, and that he or she is 
decently dressed for the day. Attention shall be given to the person 
and dress of each patient during the day as often as required by disor- 
der or any want of cleanliness. 

One attendant must always be with the patients and must not leave 
them under any circumstances unless relieved by another. 

An attendant must always be present at the meals, carve the food and 
distribute it to such as are not competent to do it for themselves, and see 
that each one has his or her proper supply and that they take it ina 
proper manner. 

Care shall be taken that no patient carries away a knife, fork or other 
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article from the table; the knives and forks shall be counted after each 
meal to prevent any being lost. 

No attendant shall ever apply any restraining apparatus to a patient 
except by order of the Superintendent, or of a residing officer under his 
direction. 

The patients are to be soothed and calmed when irritated, encour- 
aged and cheered when melancholy and depressed. They shall never 
be pushed, collared nor rudely handled. 

When attendants receive insulting or abusive language they must 
keep cool and forbear to recriminate or threat. Violent hands shall 
never be laid upon patients under any provocation, and a blow shall 
never be returned unless in the clearest case of necessary self-defense. 
Sufficient force to prevent injury to themselves or others shall always be 
applied gently. Authority must be maintained by kindness of manner 
and dignity of deportment. 

Attendants shall never place in the hands of patients, or leave where 
they can obtain any razor, knife, rope, cord, medicine, or any dangerous 
weapon orarticle. Neither shall they deliver any letter or writing to or 
from a patient without permission of the Superintendent —nor retain in 
their possession any writing of a patient. . 

Attendants must never leave the institution without permission from 
an officer, and always return by 9 o’clock at night, unless leave be 
expressly given to stay out longer. When abroad the conduct and con- 
versation of patients must not be reported. No company must be 
admitted into the apartments occupied by the patients at any time, 
except by express permission of the Physician or Assistant. But all 
other parts of the Hospital may be exhibited by the Steward or Matron, 
and it is expected that great respect will be shown to strangers who visit 
the institution. 

It shall be the duty of the attendants to eae the patients’ rooms and 
halls perfectly clean and well ventilated; to have the beds aired and 
sunned and made in proper season; all the doors of the rooms to be kept 
closed when the patients are in bed. 

The attendants must never give up the key of the passages, nor let 
any one into the halls without permission, and no male attendant shall 
enter a female apartment without permission of an officer. 

Every patient must be in charge of some responsible individual at all 
times, unless permitted to be at large by the Physician. 

No patient shall be permitted to go out of the ward in which his apart- 
ment is situated without the consent of an officer, and no new patient 
without the order of the Physician. 

No attendant shall discontinue service of the Hospital without giving 
to the Superintendent or Steward at least ten days’ notice. 

It is required that all persons who have duty to perform in the Hos- 
pital will rise at the ringing of the morning bell. 


: BY-LAWS. 39 


Any attendant or employee of the institution found under the influ- 
ence of liquor will be dismissed at once or any one known to drink 
frequently will be discharged. 


WATCHMAN. 


The duties of the Watchman are of a most responsible and important 
character. He should be careful, therefore, to keep up the strictest vigi- 
lance during the night, never allowing himself to sleep while on duty, 
or to fail in any particular to discharge his trust with fidelity. 

He shall enter upon his duty at such hour every evening as the Super- 
intendent may direct, and must commence his rounds at half-past nine 
o’clock at night, having first rung the Hospital bell to announce the 
hour for closing the institution for the night; and after that time no 
employees must be out without the express permission of the Superin- 
tendent. 

It shall be his duty to pass around the out-buildings at least every 
hour in the night and have a particular care over the apartments occu- 
pied by the female patients, besides strictly observing such special 
directions for the night as may be given him by the Superintendent or 
other superior officer. 

He shall notice all unusual sounds in the patients’ rooms and give 
immediate information of the same to the proper attendant. 

He shall be required to keep a Watch-book and enter therein every 
morning all occurrences coming to his notice during the night; all 
lights, unusual sounds, talking, etc., locating the same if possible. It 
shall be his duty to note accurately the time of the return of any 
absentee or the departure of any one from the building. All irregulari- 
ties or violations of the rules of the institution, seen by him, must be 
reported. 2 

Should he discover a fire in any part of the Hospital or out-buildings 
he shall immediately give notice, first to an officer and then to the 
attendants, but never raise a general alarm. 

At daylight of each day he shall ring the Hospital bell again, when his 
duties will cease until the next evening. 


NIGHT ATTENDANTS. 


The night attendant for each sex shall go on duty at sunset, assist in 
distributing supper and putting the patients to bed, receive instructions 
from the Chief Attendant in regard to the condition of any violent or 
excited patient, pass through the wards at least every hour during the 
night, noting in a book kept for that purpose all excited or restless 
patients, and any other item occurring in the wards, administer all medi- 
cines required through the night and report on the same the next morning. 





AY) | BY-LAWS. 


AUDITOR OR ACCOUNTANT. 


The Auditor or Accountant shall keep in a regular set of books clear, | 
methodical accounts of all moneys received or paid out by him for the 
institution, etc., and shall exhibit these accounts to the Directors or 
Executive Committee quarterly, or oftener if required, made out in full, 
with all the items specified. He shall hold the funds of the Hospital at 
all times subject to the claims of the institution, and, except for con- 
tingent expenses and such other matters as the Board of Directors may 
direct, shall pay out money only on the order or draft of the Superin- 
tendent, which order or draft must, in all cases, be accompanied by an 
itemized account, signed by the person to whom the order or draft is 
made payable, and approved by the Executive Committee. He shall 
make an annual report of the expenditures of the institution, properly 
classified. 

OTHER EMPLOYEES. 

All other employees about the institution whose duties have not been 
specifically defined in the foregoing By-Laws shall strictly conform to 
their general spirit, and shall always be selected with reference to their 
fitness, and not only for the purpose for which they have been specially . 
employed, but likewise for the companionship and oversight of the 
patients while at work out of the wards, and in their walks over the 
Hospital grounds. 

OTHER REGULATIONS. 


Neither the officers of the Asylum nor the attendants shall be allowed 
to entertain visitors at the expense of the institution nor feed or keep 
horses, cattle, hogs or dogs or other animals, and no horse or cattle shall 
be kept on the premises, not the property of the institution, without 
the knowledge and special permission of the Executive Committee. 

Any clause in these By-Laws may be changed or suspended at any 
meeting of the Directors by a majority vote of the full Board. 


TERM OF OFFICE. 


The term of office, which has not been prescribed by law, of the 
different officers or employees of the Hospital shall be monthly unless 
dismissed for cause, at the option of the Superintendent.

The Board 
desires to cail your attention to the very excellent and 
economical management of this Hospital, and to the 
creat and urgent necessity for increased accommoda- 
tions for both male and femaie patients. We thick the 
request for 545,000 per annum for the next two years 
a very modest démand for maintenance of so large a 
number of patients, and for insurance of the property, 
and for keeping up needed repairs. The request of the 
Superintendent for 540,000 is not an extravagant sum 
for making suitable provision for the colered insane of 
the State.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Soard of Directors of the astern Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: I take pleasure in presenting you my 
Hleventh Annual Report of the affairs of the Kastern 
Hospitai for the years 1897-798. 

The last Legislature, having refused your very modest 
request for 543,000 psy annum for the maintenance of 
our population, and to meet the expense of necessary 
repairs, we have been compelled to- use a more rigid 
economy than was for the best interest of the patients, 
and we have been prevented from erecting the new 
dining-room, which you gave your permission to be 
built more than a year ago. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The imprevements for the past two years have been 
considerable in number, and the aggregate required a 
considerable expenditure of money, but they were 
deemed necessary for the best interests of the Institu- 
tion, and have been made within the appropriation. 
These improvements have been mainly in the depart- 
ment of our Engineer, whs has written a full report of 
what has been done, and which I will read as a part of 
my report to you: 

‘On account of the rapid increase of the Institution, 
it was found necessary to arrange for the enlargement 
ot the Department of Engineering. The machinery was 
so badiy arranged that it was found necessary to make 
a complete change in order to make room for needed 
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machinery, and to save the expense of keeping so much 
piping and connection in repair, and to make easy ac- 
cess to all machinery. In the pump-room, the Knowles 
Air Lift Pump and Receiver; the Worthington Duplex 
Pump; the new Knowles Feed-water Pump; a new 
feed-water: heater; a condensed steam receiver for 
kitchen and mason pumps; a hot water heater for 
domestic purposes were all placed on new foundation, 
and connected with new wrought-iron pipes and fittings. 
The heating apparatus for main building had been run- 
ning for a number of years, and it was found necessary 
to make a thorough overhauling of the entire plant. 
The fan, engine and heaters were moved from under 
the kitchen to a new house conveniently located near 
the boiler power, and a duct built to convey the hot air 
to the building. The heating apparatus was made au- 
tomatic by putting in a condensed steam receiver and 
pump. In the laundry we doubled the drying-room 
capacity. We changed the location of all the machinery 
in order to add two hydraulic washers. A large portion 
of the hot and cold water supply-pipes in the main 
building has been replaced by new galvanized wrought- 
iron pipes and fittings; also a number of voath-tubs, 
closets and bowls have been placed in position. The 
Vance Hail steam-heating plant has been moved to a 
new building near the boiler power, and a duct built to 
convey the hot air to the building. The large wood-shed 
north of the engine house was removed, and a new and 
substantial coal-bin- built in its place, large enough to 
hold 250 tons of coal. An electric lighting plant has 
been erected with a lighting capacity of 400 lights, 
using the Buffalo Forge Engine, and a Sturtevant Dyna- 
mo. In this report it has been impossible to find place 
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to mention the many little items which required time 
and thought, and in summing up larger things these 
must be left out, but the lack of attention to, or the 
failure to do, would have involved great inconvenience, 
and, perhaps, great loss.”’ 

By permission of the Executive Committee we have 
purchased a washing machine, which was very much 
needed, as our washerwomen were unable to keep sup- 
plied our patients with clean clothing and bedding. In 
this connection I desire to acknowledge with thanks a 
second-hand washing machine from the State Hospital 
at Morganton. We have built a small brick room, con- 
nected with our laundrv, to accommodate our sad-iron 
heaters, and to make room for our washing machine; 
also a small two-story brick house, the upper room of 
which is used for a safe deposit for our soiled clothing 
and bedding, and the lower room accommodates our 
heating and ventilating apparatus, which, by the advice 
of our Engineer, was removed from its old place under 
the kitchen. The room under the kitchen has been 
fitted up asa place for preparing vegetables for our 
patients. The room under the carpenter’s shop, which 
many years ago was used for a boiler house, has been 
fitted up for the manufacture of soap, and asa soap room, 
and the old wooden soap house has been moved from 
the hill, and has been utilized for another purpose. We 
have had wainscoting placed on a part of the sixth 
ward, much of the plastering having been destroyed by 
the patients. 

The foundation of the west end of our new male build- 
ing was found to be crumbling, and we built with brick 
and cement a 2-foot wall from the foundation of the tun- 
nel to prevent further damage. Incidental to the many 
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changes and improvements in the Engineering Depart- 
ment, we have erected during the past year a brick 
building adjoining the southeast wall of our boiler 
house, one story high, with cement floor. This build- 
ing was necessary to accommodate the engine, fan and 
heaters used in heating and ventilating Vance Hall, and 
for the accommodation of our electric lighting plant. 
At our Jast March meeting the question of establishing 
our own electric light. plant was considered, and the 
matter referred to the Executive Committee, with in- 
structions to establish the same if agreeable to their 
judgment, and if the plant could be established within 
our annual appropriation. I beg to state that agreeable 
to the advice of the Executive Committee, the plant has 
been establisned at a cost of 52,109, which includes the 
building referred to. 

The smail brick building at the southeast extremity 
of Vance Hall, in which was formerly located the heat- 
ing and ventilating plant of that building, has been 
plastered, ceiled and floored, and now accommodates 
eight female patients in charge of one attendant. This 
was necessary to meet the ever-increasing demands for 
accommodation. Owing to the constant falling of plas- 
tering, it has been necessary to do considerable carpen- 
try on our wards and centre building. The first female 
ward has been ceiled overhead and painted: also the 
large infirmary room on the third floor of female ward, 
and first and third floors of centre building. Shed 
rooms have been added to a number of our tenement 
houses occupied by our employees and their families. 
Almost the entire Hospital building has received on the 
inside two coats of paint, and the roofs of several build- 
ings have been painted.

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NEEDS FOR ANOTHER YEAR. 


We absolutely need $40,000 as a speciil appropriation 
to mest the immediate and urgent demands upon this 
Hospital. This amount could be given in 20,000 install- 
ments for the next two years. There are now about 
ninety applications accumulated the past twelve or four- 
teen months in this office, which we have not been able to 
accommodate. Some of these unfortunate people are 
lying in jails; scme are tied. down at their homes, and 
some at the County Homes for the aged and infirm. I 
have reason to believe that sometimes county officials 
and friends of these people think I am wanting in the 
spirit of accommodation because applicants are not 
always received; but | have never obstinately or willfully 
refused to admit any worthy applicant when there was 
room to receive. But the doors of this Hospital. have 
been practically closed against admission of patients for 
the. past year, except when a vacancy was made by dis- 
charge or death; and yet I am overwhelmed with appli- 
cations of many who ought to be here, but there is no 
room. You see my embarrassed and unpleasant state, 
sincerely desiring to grant the applications so often sent, 
and heipless to give the desired relief. 


CRIMINAL INSANE. 


The last Legislature passed a law affecting the crim- 
inal insane by establishing at the Penitentiary an asy- 
lum for their accommodation. Agreeable to instruction 
of this law, on the 8th of July, 1897, I sent up to the 
Penitentiary, under charge of my Assistant, Dr. Faison, 
the following patients:

Tinese tables are condensed, embracing the movement 
_of population for the years 1897-’98. I am pleased to 
report for the year just closed the lowest mortality in 
the history of this Institution, 5 6-10, and an average 
for the two years of 6 85-100. Our percentage of cures 
for the two years is 31 82-100. Our general average for 
the two years of number of patients was 433 342-1,000. 
For the year 1897, 29 per cent of our deaths was from 
pulmonary consumption, and for the year 1898, 254 per 
cent was from the same disease. This disease, like in- 
sanity, is unquestionably on the increase among our 
colored population, not onlv in but outside the Hospital. 
Modern science has demonstrated the contagious char- 
acter of this disease under certain conditions, and, as 
previously stated, there should be erected here a sepa- 
rate building for the accommodation of this class of 
patients. In order to meet the urgent demands for the 
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admission of bad patients, I have been tompelled dur- 
ing the past year to send to their counties of residence 
a number of incurable, and supposed harmless patients; 
some of whom ought to have been retained, and would 
have been were it possible to keep them under existing 
conditions. In il years our population has grown in 
this Hospital from 170 to 460, and if the State continues 
its policy (which is clearly its duty) to care for the in- 
sane of its colored population, both our male ana female 
departments will have to be considerably enlarged by a 
special appropriation py our next Legislature. During 
the past two years there have been two escapes from 
our Hospital—one man and one woman—that have not 
been returned. The woman had nearly regained her 
mind, and has since married. | have been rehably in- 
formed; the male patient I have never heard from. I 
regret to report also an accidental drowning of one of 
our convalescent male patients. He belonged to our 
farm force, and Wwith others of his class, under charge 
of an attendant, was pulling fodder a very hot day ina 
field adjoining the river. The party stopped to rest in 
the shade of the trees skirting the river, and the unfor- 
tunate man, Farro Whitley, of Johnston County, with- 
out observation, undressed himself for a swim; he 
swam out in the middle of the stream, and from some 
unknown reason sank in the water over his head, and 
was drowned before he could be rescued. 3

You wiil observe from our Steward’s report that for 
the year 1897 our population was supported, including 
expenses and all repairs, at a per capita cost of $102.77, 
and for the year 1898 we reached the low water mark of 
a per capita cost of $94.094. No comment from me is 
necessary to impress upon your minds, and also that of 
the public, the rigid economy of our administration. Our 
financial report shows a small balance of %5.87 to our 
credit. Our population having considerably increased 
since the meeting of the last Legislature, we must, of 
necessity, have increased appropriation, and respectfully 
ask for this purpose the modest sum of $45,000 per an- 
hum for maintenance and repairs the next two years. 


FARMER’S REPORT. 


Iam glad to say our farming operations for the past 
two years have been very satisfactory, and our lands 
year by year are being improved in their productive 
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capacity. Weare making all our corn and hay neces- 
sary for our stock, and our patients have been bounti- 
fully supplied with all necessary vegetables. During 
the past fiscal year we made an unprecedented crop of 
2,100 bushels of sweet potatoes. We have a herd of 26 
milch cows; most of them are of good grade, and our 
venture in the dairy business has proven very satisfac- 
tory for many reasons. In this connection I respectfully 
suggest for your action a change in the manner of sup- 
plying beef for our population. I mean no reflection 
upon the party now supplying our beef under contract ; 
but I think we could buy the beeves on foot, and get a 
rather better quality of beef without an increase in price. 

I regret to report during the year the death of two of 
our horses; one suffered a dislocation cf his hip bone, 
and after keeping him several months without improve- 


ment, we had him shot; the other horse was found dead 


in his stable, having worked the day previous without 


any evidence of sickness, though she had for the past 


six months had several attacks. A post-mortem exam- 


ination revealed inflammation of bowels, with perfora- 


tion. 
EMPLOYEES. 

During the past two years [ have found it necessary 
to discharge six employees, and nine have resigned. 
Generally, the employees in our several departments of 
Hospital service have been faithful and satisfactory in 
their work. We have been endeavoring year by year to 
raise our standard of service, especially on our wards, 
and consequently our discipline has become somewhat 
more rigid, and I believe the condition of our wards and 
the care of our patients have been improved. 
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MATRON’S REPORT. 


This report informs you of what has been done under 
the general supervision of our Matron. We never force 
any of our patisnts to work. but it is a settled policy in 
our management to persuade every one who is capable 
of doing so, both male and female, to be more or less 
employed, and we keep a daily record of such laborers. 
I respectfuily refer you to the accompanying tables, 
which will give you information of what has been ac- » 
complished in the several departments of Hospital work, 
and alsc to the tables showing movement of population, 

ne allegea causes of insanity, and diseases of which the 
patients died, etc. 

I desire to acknowledge in this report the continued 
courtesy and friendiy cooperation of my Board of Direc- 
tors, and especially my Executive Committee who have 
assisted me in the business management of this Hos- 
pital. I also desire to express my appreciation of the 
efficient aid given me by my assistant physicians and 
other officers and employees, and to acknowledge the 
blessing of God upon -the labors of us all in the care of 
these unfortunate people committed te our charge.

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BY-LAWS. 


The regular meetings of the Directors shall be held on the second 
Thursday in June and December; but all the other meetings may 
be held at such stated times as the Chairman may direct. 

In the absence of the President the Board shall elect a President 
pro tem., who shall preside at the meetings; and when the Secretary 
is absent a Secretary pro tem. shall be appointed. 

All questions brought forward for the consideration of the Board 
shall be submitted in writing and decided by a majority of the mem- 
bers present. 

The Executive Committee shall consist of three members, two of 
whom shall reside in Goldsboro. 

They shall be, in the absence of the Board of Directors, the advis- 
ing body with whom the Superintendent of the Hospital shall con- 
fer in regard to the business of the Institution; and they shall be 
clothed with full powers to do all acts which may be necessary for 
the proper conduet and management of the Institution, except in 
such eases as the law requires the action of a full Board; and they 
shall meet monthly at the Hospital, or such place in Goldsboro as 
may be agreed upon, for the transaction of business within the 
scope of their duties. On these occasions it shall be their special 
duty to examine the books of the Treasurer, and to examine and 
audit the accounts of the Steward for the expenditures of the pre- 
eeding month. And they shall report in writing at the regular 
meetings of the Board upon the general condition of the Hospital, 
and recommend such modifications of existing regulations as they 
may deem expedient, and shall also report the amount of the out- 
standing indebtedness of the Institution. 


DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Superintendent shall reside in the Hospital buildings, and 
devote his whole time to its welfare. He is the chief executive officer 
under the Directors of the establishment, from whom all persons 
employed by him, with the approval of the Directors, shall receive 
their instructions; and it shall be his duty to see that all the officers 
and employees of the Institution are energetic, industrious, punc: 
tual, exact, and in all respects faithful in the performance of their 
several duties as prescribed in these By-Laws. 

He shali visit the patients’ daily, if practicable, and learn their 
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condition, and shall visit those requiring it as often as necessary, 
and shall direct such medical, moral and physical treatment as, in 
his judgment, will be conducive to their comfort and amelioration, 
or best adapted to their relief. 

He shall keep a record of the name, age and residence of each 
patient, and the supposed cause of his insanity. and the length of 
time he has been afflicted ; also the time when received and removed, 
whether cured or relieved, whether eloped or dead, and, in case of 
death, of what he died, and shall conduct the correspondence of the 
Institution and make a written report of the same to the semi- 
annual meetings of the Board. 

At each monthly meeting of the Executive Committee he shall ex- 
hibit all the records of the Institution, if required, its general state, 
the names of persons received or removed, with such remarks and 
suggestions as he nay deem useful, and at the December meeting 
of the Board furnish a tabular view of the condition of the Institu- 
tion for the preceding year, deduced from the records. 

It shall be his duty to give all persons employed in the Hospital 
such instructions as are best adapted to carry into effect all the 
rules and regulations of this Institution, and he shall take eare to 
see that these rules and regulations are strictly and faithfully ob- 
served and executed. 

Subject to the instructions of the Board of Directors, and, in their 
absence, of the Executive Committee, he shall determine what 
attendants and other assistants are necessary, and with them arrange 
their rate of wages. 

No money shall be spent-upon ‘the premises except for ordinary 
repairs and current expenses, nor anything connected with the Hos- 
pital, unless so directed by the Board or approved by the Executive 
Comittee. 

Tbe Superintendent is to be required to defray his own household 
expenses, servant hire and incidentals not of benefit to the Hospital, 
fuel and gas excepted. For his services as Superintendent he shall 
receive a salary of $2,000. His term of office shall be six years, unless 
sooner removed for cause by a two-thirds vote of a full Board of 
Directors. 

He shall receive the friends and relatives of patients and give 
them the opportunity of visiting them if, in his diseretion, their 
condition will admit it. 


ASSISTANT PHYSICIAN, 


Whenever the Board of Directors shall see fit to employ an Assist- 
ant Physician, it shall be his duty to assist the Superintendent in 
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the medical, moral and physical treatment, and perform any other 
duty connected with the medical department required by the Super- 
intendent. 

He shall have charge of the medical office, see that all medicines 
are properly prepared and put up, and shall report the same to the 
Superintendent. 

He shall receive company and conduct them through the Hos. 
pital, in the absence or by the request of the Superintendent. 

He is required to-spend his time during the day, and in the night, 
when necessary, in the Hospital, and in his intercourse with the 
inmates will exercise what moral influence he can, and endeavor by 
every proper and lawful means to further the views and wishes of 
the Superintendent. He shall carefully study the character and 
peculiarities of the patients, direct their exercises and amusements, 
and report to the Superintendent any neglect of duty or misconduct 
that nay come under his notice. He shall discharge the duties of 
the Superintendent in his absence, and be clothed with his authority. 

The Superintendent and Assistant Physician shall at all hours 
have free access to every department, but no other male officer or 
attendant shall at any time enter that part of the building appro- 
priated to the female patients and attendants, except on business, 
under instructions of the Superintendent or Assistant Physician, and 
accompanied by the Matron or Chief Female Attendant. 


STHWARD—HIS DUTIES. 


He shall keep methodical and accurate accounts of all purchases 
and of moneys expended by him, as well on account of the patients 
as for the Institution. 

He shall exhibit his vouchers, books and accounts to the Execu- 
tive Committee at their monthly meetings. 

He shall constantly observe the condition of all persons employed 
in subo. dinate positions, see that they do thei: duty, and report to 
the Superintendent any instance of neglect or misconduct he may 
observe, or of which he may be informed. 

Under the direction of the Superintendent he ‘shall attend to the 
business of the farm, stock, garden,’ grounds, fences and outbuild- 
ings, and see that they are always kept in order, and he shall keep 
an accurate account of all farm preduce, mules, horses, cattle, hogs, 
milk, butter, poultry, and in fact of all supplies raised upon the 
farm, and report the saie monthly to the Executive Committee, 
and wake an annual report’of it’at the December meeting of the 
Directors. 
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He shall assist in maintaining the police of the establishment; 
shall see to the opening and closing of the house, and that the at- 
tendants and servants rise and commence their business at the ring- 
ing of the bell, and retire in proper season at night, and that the 
bell is rung at proper hours. 

He shall, when directed by the Superintendent, receive visitors, 
sive them al suitable information and aecompany them to such 
parts of the buildings as are open for examination. 

It shall be the duty of the Steward to be in the presence of the 
male patients as much as possible. to see that they are kindly treated, 
that their clothes are taken care of, that their food is properly 
served and distributed, and that they take the same in a proper 
manner; that the rooins, passages and other apartments under his 
care are kept clean and in good order and properly warmed and 
ventilated, and that the male attendants observe his orders and 
directions, subject to the authority of the Superintendent, and in 
all respects do their duty. 

It shall be his duty to devote his whole time to the Institution; to 
assist the Superintendent as Secretary when desired to do so; to 
preserve order in the house and faithfulness among the assistants, 
and to see that all the regulations here adopted shall be fully put in 
practice. 

In the absence of a Supervisor the Steward shall be raneired to 
attend to the duties designated in these By-Laws under the clause 
of ‘‘Supervisor.”’ 

The Steward may select such rooms as he may need for himself 
and family, and in the proper discharge of his duties, on the first 
and third floors. His term of office shall be for one year, unless 
sooner dismissed for cause by a two-thirds vote of a full Board of 
Directors. He shall be required to enter into a bond of $500 for the 
safe-keeping of all property of the Institution in his charge and for 
the proper disbursements of allfunds that may come into his hands, 
and due exercise of economy in his purchases and the management 
of the Institution intrusted to his eare. é 

The salary of the Steward shall be $450 a year and support for 
himself. . 

He shall keep an inventory of all movable nreperis farming uten- 
sils, ete., and make a monthly repens of the same to the Executive 
Committee. 


HOUSEKEEPER AND MATRONS. 


The Matron shall also be the Housekeeper. It shall be her duty 
to look carefully to the female patients, to direct the nurses in their

duty, to see that the patients are kindly treated, that their food is 
properly served and distributed, that their apartments are kept 
clean and in order, properly warmed and ventilated, and that the 
female attendants do their duty in all respects. She must also su- 
perintend the kitchen, the cooking, washing and ironing, and take 
eare of the clothes and bedding, see that they are always clean and 
in order, keep a record of the clothes of the patients when they en. 
ter and during their continuance in the Hospital. 

Indeed, she must look into every department frequently and see 
to the good order of the whole house. 

The Assistant Matron, when one is employed, shall perform the 
duties of Chief Attendant of the female department and be in the 
wards as much as her other duties will allow, see that the nurses 
treat the patients kindly, that their food is properly distributed and 
all medicines punctually given; always be present when medicine 
is administered by force, or restraint applied to a female patient. 
It shall be her duty to superintend the bathing and daily hygienic 
surroundings of the patients, direct their employment and amuse- 
ments, and see that the orders of the Superintendent and Matron 
are properly carried out. 

She shall wateh over the social intercourse of the attendants, and 
make frequent arrangements for the meeting of the two sexes for 
_ social enjoyment under her immediate supervision. 

She may attend visitors through the female wards, but only by 
direction of the Superintendent or the officer in charge during his 
absence. 

It shall be her duty to make a daily report of such operations as 
may be desired by the Superintendent. 


SUPERVISOR. 


It shall be the duty of the Supervisor, cr Chief Attendant, to see 
that the moral treatment of patients and the conduct of the attend- 
ants conform in all respects to these By-Laws and the instructions 
of the Superintendent and Assistant Physician. 

He shall always be present when food or medicine is administered 
ecoercively, and he shall invariably be present when restraint is ap- 
plied, and when the patients take their baths. He shall keep a 
faithful list or record of the patient’s clothes, and also pass through 
the different wards, aiding and encouraging the attendants in their 
efforts to amuse or employ the patients, and in every way, indeed, 
endeavor to promote the good order and discipline of the Hospital 
by seeing that the Superintendent’s or Assistant Physician’s instruc-

tions in reference to occupation and exercise are faithfully and eau- 
tiously fulfilled, and by guarding against disturbances, escapes, sui_ 
cides, exposures, ete. It shall be his Guty to make a daily written 
report of the occurrences in the male wards, and verbal ones oftener, 
if required by the Superintendent. He shall also wait upon visitors, 
when ealled upon for that purpose, and perform any other service 
required of him. 


ATTENDANTS. 


The attendants shall treat the patients with uniform attention 
and respect, greet them with friendly salutations and exhibit such 
other marks of kindness and good-will as evince interest and sym- 
pathy. They shall speak in a mild, persuasive tone of voice and 
never address a patient coarsely or by nickname. ; 

On rising in the morning every attendant shall see that every pa- 
tient confined to his or her care is washed, hair combed. and that he 
or she is decently dressed for the day. Attention shall be given to 
the person and dress of each patient during the day as often as 
required by disorder or any want of cleanliness. 

One attendant must always be with the patients, and must not 
leave them under any circumstances unless relieved by another. 

An attendant must always be present at the meals, carve the food 
and distribute it to such as are not competent to do it for them- 
selves, and see that each one has his or her proper supply, and that 
they take it in a proper manner. 

Care shall be taken that no patient carries away a knife, fork or 
other article from the table; the knives and forks shall be counted 
after each meal to prevent any being lost. 

No attendant shall ever apply any restraining apparatus to a pa- 
tient except by order of the Superintendent, or of a residing officer 
under his direction. 

The patients are to be soothed and calmed when irritated, en- 
couraged and cheered when melancholy and depressed. They shall 
never be pushed, collared nor rudely handled. 

When attendants receive insulting or abusive language they must 
keep cool and forbear to reeriminate or threat. Violent hands shall 
never be laid upon patients under any provoeation, and a blow shall 
never be returned unless in the clearest case of necessary self-defense; 
Sufficient foree to prevent injury to themselves or others shall 
always be applied gently. Authority must be maintained by kind- 
ness of manner and dignity of deportiment. 

Attendants shall never place in the hands of patients, or leave 


ee 
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where they can obtain any razor, knife, rope, cord, medicine or any 
dangerous weapon or article. Neither shall they deliver any letter 
or writing to or from a patient without permission cf the Superin- 
tendent—nor retain in their possession any writing of a patient. 

Attendants must never leave the Institution without permission 
from an officer, and always return by 9 o’clock at night, unless leave 
be expressly given to stay out longer. When abroad the conduct 
and conversation of patients must not be reported. No company 
must be admitted into the apartments occupied by the patients at 
any time, except by express permission of the Physician or Assist- 
ant. But all other parts of the Hospital may be exhibited by the 
Steward or Matron, and it is expected that great respect will be 
shown to strangers who visit the Institution. 

It shall be the dutv of the attendants to keep the patients’ rooms 
and halis perfectly clean and well ventilated; to have the beds aired 
and sunned and made in proper season; all the.doors of the rooms to 
be kept closed when the patients are in bed. 

The attendants must never give up the key of the passages. nor 
let anyone into the halls without permission. and no male attend- 
ant shall enter a female apartment without permission of an officer. 

Kvery patient must be in charge of some responsible individual at 
all tines, unless permitted to be at large by the Physician. 

No patient shall be permitted to go out of the ward in which his 
apartment is situated without the consent of an officer, and no new 
patient without the order of the Physician. 

No attendant shall discontinue service of the Hospital without 
giving to the Superintendent or Steward at least ten days’ notice. 

It is required that all persons who have duty to perform in the 
Hospital will rise at the ringing of the morning bell. 

Any attendant or emplovee of the Institution found under the in- 
fluence of liquor will be dismissed at once, or anyone known to 
drink frequently wiil be discharged. 


WATCHMAN. 


The duties of the Watchman are of a most responsible and impor- 
tant character. He should be careful, therefore, to keep up the 
strictest vigilance during the night, never allowing himse?f to sleep 
while on duty, or to failin any particular to discharge his trust 
with fidelity. 

He shall enter upon his duty at such hour every evening as the 
Superintendent may direet, and must commence his rounds at half- 
past 9 o’clock at night, having first rung the Hospital bell to an- 
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nounce the hour for closing the Institution for the night; and after 
that time no employees must be out without the express permission 
of the Superintendent. , 

It shall be his duty to pass around the out- buildings at least every 
heur in the night, and have a particular care over the apartments 
occupied by the female patients, besides strictly observing such 
special directions for the night as may be given him by the Superin- 
tendent or other superior officer. 

He shall notice all unusual sounds in the patients’ rooms and give 
immediate information of the same to the proper attendant. 

He shall be required to keep a Wateh-book and enter therein 
every morning all occurrences coming to his notice during the night; 
all lights, unusual sounds, talking, ete., locating the same if possible. 

It shall be his duty to note accurately the time of the return of 
any absentee or the departure of anyone froin the building. All 
irregularities or violations of the rules of the Institution, seen by 
him, must be reported. . 

Should he discover a fire in any part of the Hospital or out-build- 
ings he shall immediately give notice, first to an officer and then to 
the attendants, but never raise a general alarm. 

At daylight of each day he shail ring the Hospital bell again, 
when his duties will cease until the next evening. 


‘NIGHT ATTENDANTS. 


The night attendant for each sex shall go on duty at sunset, assist 
in distributing supper and putting the patients to bed, receive in- 
structions from the Chief Attendant in regard to the condition of 
any violent or excited patient, pass through the wards at least every 
hour during the night, noting in a book kept for that purpose all 
excited or restless patients, and any other item oecurring in the 
wards, administer all medicines required through the night and 
report on the same the next morning. 


AUDITOR OR ACCOUNTANT. 


The Auditor or Accountant shall keep in a regular set of books 
clear, methodical accounts of all moneys received or paid by him 
for the Institution, ete., and shall exhibit these accounts to the 
Directors or Executive Committee quarterly, or oftener if required, 
made out in full with all the items specified. He shall hold the 
funds of the Hospital at all times subject to the claim of the Insti- 
tution, and, except for contingent expenses and such other matters 
as the Board of Directors may direct, shall pay out money only on 
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the order or draft of the Superintendent, which order or draft must, 
in all cases, be accompanied by an itemized account, signed by the 
person to whom the order or draft is made payable, and approved 
by the Executive Committee. He shall make an annual report of 
the expenditures of the Institution, properly classified. 


OTHER HMPLOYEES. 


All other einployees about the Institution whose duties have not 
been specifically defined in the foregoing By-Laws shall strictly con” 
form to their general spirit, and shall always be selected with refer- 
ence to their fitness, and not only for the purpose for which they 
have been specially emploved, but likewise for the companionship 
and oversight of the patients while at work’ out of the wards, and 
in their walks over the Hospital grounds. 


: OTHER REGULATIONS. 

Neither the officers of the Asylum nor the atendants shall be 
allowed to entertain visitors at the expense of the Institution nor 
feed or keep horses, cattle, hogs or dogs or other animals, and no 
horse or cattle shall be Kept on the premises, not the property -of 
the Institution, without the knowledge and special permission of 
the Executive Committee. ; 

Any clause in these By-Laws may be changed or suspended at any 
meeting of the Directors by a majority vote of the full Board. 


TERM OF OFFICE. 


The term of office, which has not been prescribed by law, of the 
different officers or employees of the Hospital shall be monthly un- 
less dismissed by cause, at the option of the Superintendent.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Board of Directors of the State Hospital, 
Goldsboro, N. C. 

GENTLEMEN: By legal requirement it is made my duty 
to furnish you, as the guardians of this State charity, a 
report of its operations and condition during the two 
fiscal years which closed the 13th ultimo. 

I am pleased to state again that no calamity has fallen 
upon our property by fire, flood or storm, nor has there 
happened any serious violence to any of our patients or 
employes, and the health of our entire population, as to 
acute diseases, has been remarkably good. Until the 
past four years there has been, with rare exceptions, 
an annual visitation of malarial fever, which afflicted a 
large number of our population of patients and em- 
ployes. Whether our comparative immunity of recent 
years has been owing to a change in the constitution of 
the atmosphere, dependent upon our improved hygienic 
condition, time will determine. The comparative new 
theory of transmission of malarial poison by inocula- 
tion by mosquitoes, finds some support in the fact that 
during the past few years we have had very few of these 
troublesome insects in our midst.

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In a population like ours, taken from the substratum 
of social life, many of them advanced in years, and 
afflicted with incurable diseases of brain, lung, heart 
and kidney, a large mortality and a low percentage of 
restorations to normal mentality are reasonable expec- 
tations. And yet in these respects the result of our 
work here compares favorably with what obtains in 
other hospitals of like population. To say a patient is 
restored to soundness of mind is a question of judgment 
and of ideals based upon experience. The most skilled 
and experienced alienists of our country usually report 
28 to 30 per cent of cures, and a large number of im- 
provements, which, doubtless, are reports that find their 
correctness verified in the subsequent history of those 
discharged. I fear our percentage of recoveries reported 
is larger than the subsequent history of some of the 
cases would justify; but they all seemed to have been 
restored at the time of discharge, and for several months 
previous, but the number of second admissions for the 
following year from those discharged the past year will 
either prove or disprove the correctness of my report. 

Our admissions for the past two years have been 
greatly restricted for want of room. The policy pur- 
sued by the management here is, and has ever been, 
compassionate to those who needed asylum treatmeut, 
and we have never closed our doors upon worthy un- 
fortunates simply because we thought we could not cure 
them, There are now in this office about one hundred 
and forty applications waiting admission, but who can 
not be received until the State makes provision for in- 
creased accommodation. These are not the accumula- 
tion of several years, but of the period embraced by this 
report, and there would have been many more applying 
had not the friends been informed of the overcrowded 
condition of our wards. So great has been the pressure 
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during the past two years for admission into our wards, 
that I have returned to their counties of residence quite 
a number of the more quiet patients to be cared for by 
the counties, or friends of the patients. This arrange- 
ment is usually objected to by the counties, as they have 
no proper place for caring for crazy people, and yet the 
representatives of these counties, I must say, very un- 
wisely refused to give an appropriation two years ago 
that we might relieve the counties of the burden and 
worry in their vain attempt to care for their colored in- 
sane. The large accumulation of applications in this 
office the past two years or less, tells its own sad story 
of dire necessity for the enlargement of this Hospital. 
So crowded are our wards that the State Board of Health 
sounded a note of warning during its recent visit of in- 
spection here, and our Executive Committee united in 
a published statement informing the public of existing 
conditions. The saddest and most uncomfortable part 
is, that during the past two years we could anticipate 
no relief until after an appropriation by the next Leg- 
islature. The State of North Carolina can not afford to 
vo back to medizeval times, and adopt the methods of 
the last century in caring for her unfortunate insane. 
In behalf of the neglected insane colored people who are 
in cells, and tied down at their homes in different por- 
tions of the State, I beg your friendly cooperation in 
securing from the next Legislature a sufficient sum of 
money that will enable you to care for this class in a 
manner becoming a Christian civilization. — 

You will observe from Table No. I, for the years 
1899-1900, that tuberculosis, especially of the lungs, is 
by far the largest causative agent in the destruction of 
human life in this Hospital. I feel sure if we had the 
means for dissociating our phthisical patients, we would 
bave fewer cases of consumption, and I indulge the 
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hope that in the near future we will be able to do this. 
I am almost a convert to the theory emphasized by Dr. 
Thomas J. Mays, that consumption and insanity proceed 
from the same cause, and that both are neuroses. That 
pulmonary consumption is not a primary disease of the 
lungs, but a secondary manifestation of the impairment 
of the nervous system in general, and of the Pneumo- 
eastric nerve ‘In particular. Dr. Mays offers as proof 
to the genetic unity of the two affections six state- 
ments, viz: 

‘“Furst. Bothinsanity and consumption are most likcly 
to occur at the same age period, between twenty and 
thirty years. 

Second. That the family which is burdened with one, 
is also liable to produce the other. 

Third. That botk are closely related in personal and 
family history to hysteria, epilepsy, asthma and other 
diseases of the brain and spinal cord. 

Fourth. That both are produced by syphilis, alcokol, 
overwork, business and domestic troubles, mental anx- 
iety, grief, and excesses of all sorts. 

Fifth. That the insane, idiotic, epileptic, hysterical, 
asthmatic, and members of their families, are from three 
to five times more prone to become phthisical than per- 
sons who are not burdened in the same way. 

Sixth. That those who are confronted by a newer and 
higher civilization, and who are compelled to adjust. 
themselves to these new relations, are exceedingly liable 
to fall victims to pulmonary consumption.’’ 

You will further observe from Table No. II that our 
death rate from acute diseases is exceedingly small. The 
absence the past two years of ail zymotic diseases, such 
as typhoid fever, diphtheria, and the exanthemiata, 
warrants the statement that our hygienic conditions are 
good. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 


In spite of our limited financial resources, we have 
during the past two years made the following perma- 
nent improvements, viZ: 

The establishment of a new water supply; the erec- 
tion of anew building, made necessary by an increase 
of our herd of milch cows, and for storing forage for the 
same; the establishing of a brickyard during the year 
1900, and the purchase of 138 acres of land from Mr. 
T. B. Parker, and also the building of two silos, and the 
purchase of a small dynamo, and necessary machinery 
for making ensilage. I respectfully refer you to the 
financial report of our Steward as to the cost of these 
several improvements, and the purchase of the land in 
question. It may be proper that I should say something 
more as to these several improvements. The new water 
supply involved a great deal of work by our hospital 
force, as a small canal, 800 yards in extent, was dug, 
and in it 800 yards of 15-inch terra-cotta piping, ce- 
mented together, through which flows a stream of 
water that is in this manner diverted, and made to 
empty itself under the hill not far from our Hospital 
building, and by a fall thus secured a very large hy- 
draulic ram lifts the water to the top of the building. 
This water, being soft, serves an admirable purpose for 
laundry and boiler use, and also for flushing our closets 
on the wards, to the annual saving of several hundred 
dollars to the Hospital. The purchase of the land from 
Mr. Parker, I must think, was a wise investment, for 
on this land was situated in part our new water supply. 
There is some valuable farming land in this tract, and 
some sixty-odd acres of woodland, which supplies us 
with an abundance of pine-straw, and a good range for 
our cattle and hogs “On this land also, and immediately 
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on the Southern Railroad, we have established a brick- 
yard, and though it has been a source of much annoy- 
ance and worry, we are enabled to report the enterprise 
a financial success. Itis our present purpose to con- 
tinue this business through another season. The con- 
struction of the stables and barn for cattle and storage 
for long forage was a necessity, growing out of a much- 
needed increase in the number of our milch cows. Our 
silos are of approved modern construction, and we have 
every arrangement necessary for the conversion of vari- 
ous materials used in the manufacture of ensilage. That 
we have been able to make these expenditures with an 
annual appropriation for maintenance of one hundred 
dollars per capita, and to make the deficiency only a few 
hundred dollars, has required economy in the adminis- 
tration barely compatible with the best interests of the 
patients, 

But these things have been done with your approval, 
ov the approval and advice of the Executive Committee, 
and I feel sure we have all done what we believed to be 
for the best interests of the Institution and for the State. 


NEEDS. 


It goes withcut saying, that we need more room for 
the accommodation of patients, and a separate building 
for our cases of tuberculosis. We also need a large brick 
building as a store-room for properly housing supplies 
for patients. This building should be large enough to 
have placed in it a cold storage, which this Hospital has 
needed for years, and Lam sure we need it now as much 
as any of the State charities which have already been 
supplied. The condition of the first floors of this Hos- 
pital, male and femate, is such as to require four or five 
hundred dollars in repairs and reconstruction. Many 
of the door frames, and some of the window frames on 
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these floors, are loose and require a good deal of masonry 
and carpentry, as most of them will have to be taken 
out and replaced in a manner different from what they 
have been; and we need new floors also on these wards. 
The amount allowed for maintenance has been insuffi- 
cient to maintain the population, and do these necessary 
repairs. Two years ago we importuned the Legislature 
to appropriate $40,000 for much-needed enlargement, 
but our prayer fell apon unwilling ears. This amount 
was then urgently needed, and the withholding it by 
the State has been unwise and unmerciful; unwise—be- 
cause many cases now a permanent charge might have 
been relieved: unmerciful—because much suffering has 
been entailed upon the uncared for unfortunates. We 
now necd %50,000 for permanent improvements, and 
$45,000 for maintenance for the year 1901, and $50,000 
for the year 1902. These figures are placed, not with 
the expectation that the Legislature will cut down the 
amounts, but the amounts are the minimum which is 
necessary to supply the urgent and pressing needs of. 
this Institution. The unfortunate insane must neces- 
sarily be cared for by some one, and I respectfully sub- 
mit there is no pecuniary advantage to the taxpayers of 
the State to leave this duty to the counties, which are 
not prepared with the proper means; but from every 
point of view, State care is most desirable.

You will observe from the financial report of our 
Steward that for the past two years we have made a 
deficiency of $1,124.50; but, in point of fact, there is no 
deficiency, as we have on hand bricks more than suffi- 
cient to pay the indebtedness. As I have had occasion 
to remark before, the difference in the cost of main- 
taining an insane negro and an insane white man should 
be very little. A sane negro can be supported in a man- 
ner becoming his position for a great deal less than the 
average sane white man; but when it is remembered 
that the insane negro must have water, light, heat and 
personal attention, and professional services, and that 
he will consume as much bread and meat, and is as de- 
structive to furniture and clothing as the insane white 
man, you will understand the relative cost of their main- 
tenance in an Hospital. Such being the fact, you will 
doubtless appreciate the economy of an administration 
which supplies all their wants at an average per capita 
cost of $93.82 per annum. I rust think our venture 
in brick making meets your approval, and also thé ap- 
proval of taxpayers of the State, for small as the net 
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proceeds are for the year ($1,255.79), the amount is in 
the interest of business economy. 

I think the prices attached to our farm and garden 
products are very conservative, and it will be seen from 
the report of our farmer that our farm, besides fur- 
nishing employment to a large number of our patients. 
is a source of revenue to our Hospital. A great deal of 
labor has been expended during the past year in prepar- 
ing a portion of our new purchase for cultivation. And 
ten or twelve acres of new ground has been cleared off, 
and thoroughly grubbed; and between five and six 
thousand yards of ditches have been cleaned out, or new 
ones dug; all of this work has been done by our Hos- 
pital force. 

EMPLOYEES, 


During the past two years we have had more than 
the usual number of changes in our Hospital force, 
especially among the females. Some have been dis- 
charged for cause, and some have resigned, but usually 
we have had but Jittle difficulty in supplying their 
places, and it gives me pleasure to say, as a rule, the 
employes in the several departments of Hospital work 
have given faithful and satisfactory service. 


CONCLUSION. 


As this report embraces the closing year of my second 
term of the Superintendency of this Hospital, I thought 
that a resume of its operations, its enlargement and im- 
provement, will not be uninteresting to you. Twelve 
years ago this Hospital consisted of a center building 
with north and south wings for male and female pa- 
tients, and its population was 179. Since then a build- 
ing has been added to each wing, each three stories high, 
and one of which is 97 by 387 feet; the other 37 by 102; 
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and still another building, known as Vance Hall, 37 by 
112 feet, and four stories high, has been added to the 
female wards. Our’ Hospital roll is now 440 patients. 
Twelve years ago our engineer department consisted of 
one 40-horsepower boiler in a little room about fourteen 
feet square. Now we have three 80-horsepower boilers 
in a capacious building. Then our heating was by radi- 
ators, the pipes of which were always more or less leak- 
ing, and we had practically no ventilation except that 
which came through doors and windows. Now we have 
what is generally regarded as the best system of venti- 
lation and heating, which is the hot-blast system. Then 
our building was lighted in a very indifferent manner 
by gas manufactured from gasoline; now we have the 
more brilliant, healthier and safer lights by electricity, 
and in this we are the pioneer public institution of the 
State. Then we had no bakery, and our culinary de- 
partment was in a little ‘‘ pent up Utica,*’ and of the 
most primitive style; now we have a much more com- 
modious apartment with modern arrangements, and 
three hired cooks anda baker to do the cooking for 
more than five hundred people, including patients and 
employes. A story has been added to the house of your © 
Superintendent, Large barns have been erected for our 
horses and cattle, with storage capacity for our large 
crops of forage. Our farming lands have increased in 
their productive capacity an hundred or more per cent, 
and our acreage has increased from 170 to 478 acres. 
A number of tenement houses have been erected for the 
accommodation of our increased number of employes 
and their families. Every closet in the old Hospital 
buildings has been removed, and the Durham House 
Drainage System of New York introduced, and the 
‘wooden floors therein removed for floors made of ce- 
ment. All wooden bedsteads have been removed from

the building, and iron bedsteads put in their place; and 
I will add that many of these improvements were made 
out of the savings from our annual appropriation for 
maintenance. I will also state that our laundry depart- 
ment was inasmall room under the kitchen (a very 
improper place), and our washing and ironing was done 
largely by hired help, and the drying of bedding and 
clothing was dependent upon wind and sunshine, and 
when the sun did not shine, many of the patients were 
oftimes uncleanly. Now we have a commodious laundry 
room, a patent drying room, and all necessary machinery 
for doing this important part of Hospital work. In ad- 
dition to these, there have been a thousand and one 
minor improvements, the enumeration of which would 
but add to the tedium of this report. While emphasiz- 
ing economy in my administration, I have not forgotten 
the wants of the humble and unfortunate people com- 
mitted to our care and keeping. Pardon me if I 
assert that in all things belonging to their care and 
treatment, whether of food or clothing, hygienic envi- 
ronments, and results of medical service, their condition 
is better to-day than when I came; a statement recog- 
nized and verified by the unanimous testimony of every 
competent witness. I wish thus publicly to acknowl- 
edge my indebtedness to my two assistant physicians 
for most faithful and intelligent aid in the proficient 
work of the Hospital, and to all subordinate officers and 
employes who have given me aid in caring for our pa- 
tients. 

Again, returning thanks to the Almighty Father for 
His blessings, and to you for your helpfulness, I re- 
ee ae submit this my thirteenth annual report.

GENTLEMEN :—It is my pleasure to greet you once more at 
our regular meeting and to furnish you with a statement of 
the operations of this ola during the fiscal years of 
1901-702. 

The first. year of this biennial period was a very busy one, 
and in some respects an eventful one. Storms and tempests 
beat upon us, having had not less than six freshets, all of 
which, more or less, overflowed our lands, and some of which 
were unprecedented in their disastrous results to our growing 
erops. The year was busy because of our building opera- 
tions, and incidental thereto the manufacture of brick. 


IMPROVEMENTS FoR 1901. 


The improvements for the year consist mainly inthe erec- 
tion of our new building by Messrs. Porter and Godwin, to 
whom the contract was given at your meeting of April, 1901. 
The building has been fully completed and accepted by the 


- Building Committee. It has also been furnished with elec- 


tric lights and apparatus for heating, and all necessary bed- 
ding for patients and nurses. I.believe the workmanship and 
material are in accordance with the plans and specifications 
furnished the contractors by the Building Committee. It is 
made of brick, covered with slate, 150 feet lone, 36 feet wide, 
and three stories high. This building furnishes us on the 
first floor a very commodious storage-room for our commis- 


sary supplies, and ‘also a large associate dining-room, which 


will accommodate 212 patients. The second and third floors 
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consist. of thirty-two rooms each, for the accommodation of 
patients and their attendants, and also bath-rooms and closets 
for clothing. The northwestern end of this building is con- 
nected with the old building for males by a covered bridge, 40 
feet long and 12 feet wide, which serves as a passage-way 
from the old to the new building, and is used also as a sola- 
rium or sun-bath room for feeble patients. One side of this 
passage-way is enclosed with glass. The cost of this building 
with all furnishings of heat, lights, ventilation and furniture, | 
is $21,135.86. I doubt if so cheap a building of like charac- 
ter and purpose has been erected for any State institution. 
There was no fee paid to an architect, and all excavating and 
sand cost the State practically nothing. 

Our brick-yard operations for the year had to contend with 
numerous annoyances and losses on account of the unprece- 
dented weather conditions of the year; but we were able to 
deliver the brick to the contractors so as to save some money 
to the institution. . 

During the year the foundation of our old female wing, 
near the tunnel, and near the junction of the old and new 
wing, began to cave and cause a settling of the building at 
that point. To relieve this difficulty was a comparatively 
smal] but very troublesome job, heavy timbers, jack-screws, 
brick and cement being necessary. There have been a num- 
ber of minor changes and improvements in our Engineering 
Department. In consequence of the many heavy falls of 
rain during the summer the pressure of watér was so great 
upon our line of terra-cotta piping that several leaks occurred 
and the loss of water was such that we discontinued, for the 
time being, the use of our ram. We have, however, been able 
to use this soft water continuously by means of another pump. 
This line of pipe has been lengthened 750 feet, at a cost of 
about $600, and at the mouth of the water supply we have 
made a well of brick and cement large enough to catch the 
leaves and sand that come down the branch after heavy rains, 
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and have placed a strainer over the mouth of the pipe thirty 
inches square, made of one-half inch wrought iron rods. Our 
old duplex water supply pump was so much worn by fifteen 
years’ use, we had its place supplied with a new Worthington 
duplex, and all connections made to tanks and fire hydrants, 
steam and exhaust, sufficient to supply 350 gallons of water 
per minute. Tor this new pump it was necessary to build a 
room 14 by 15 in dimensions, with 15 feet pitch and 5 feet 
in the ground, in order to make the suction line to the pump 
as short as possible. We use with this pump a Mason gover- 
nor, so the pump can never run away or race in the absence 
of fireman or engineer. This room has a cement floor and is 
plastered 12 inches above the ground on the outside with 
strong cement mortar and ‘it is covered with tin. These im- 
provements cost about $490. 

_ In the male court-yard we built a small brick water closet 
and made water and sewer connections. We have erected 
for the seamstress house hot and cold water, closet and bath- 
-room. ‘’o the farmer and engineer’s houses water and sewer 
connections were made and bath-tubs and water-closets were 
put in, and also kitchen sinks, and bored wells, and use 
pitcher pumps for drinking purposes. These improvements 
cost about $350. 

For two of our boilers we had made two sets of gate bars 
and lined two of the furnaces with Savage fire brick and fire 
clay, and repaired one of the eighty-horse power boilers with 
new tube. We put in a new feed water line from the heater 
to the boilers. We also put in water closet for the Matron, a 
new cast-iron enamel roll-rim bath-tub, and also the same for 
the assistant physician, using for connections one-inch gal- 
vanized iron piping, the old pipe being unfit for service in 
consequence of the wear and rust of years. 

Some repairs have been made on the fire hydrants and 
hose-house, also new galvanized iron pipe conductors have 
been put in front and rear of Hospital building. 
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A large amount of patching has been done on the roof of 


the Hospital building, and a new pipe line was run to Vance 
Hall for hot water. as | 

Karly in the season and just before beginning the use of 
our cistern water for drinking purposes, I took the precaution 
io have a bacteriological test of all our drinking water, and to 
my surprise the water in our cistern was pronounced unsafe 
for drinking purposes. I therefore had the old filter torn 


away and built a new one beyond any contaminating environ-— 


ment, and pipe connections made thereto; also, 300 feet of 
six-inch drain pipe to pipe the water from the conductors 
around ‘the building. 

We have rebuilt the sad iron heater in the laundry, and 
made several small repairs. ne | 

Some changes have been made in the wiring of the electric 
hight plant. Nearly all the cords and sockets in the dining- 
room have been put in new. Switches have been put in on 
all the wards, and lights can now be turned on and off without 
using a step-ladder. Electric lights have been put in the 
fireman and hostler’s homes, and also the earpenter’s, and a 
new light at the cow stables. 

A cast-iron enameled roll-rim bathtub has been put in the 
second story of the Superintendent’s house and water and 
sewer pipe connections made. A bath-tub has been put in the 
farm hands’ sleeping-room over the dining-room for outside 
employees, and all pipe connections made. A number of 
minor improvements were made, the mention of which would. 
but add tedium to this report. 


Our Herp or Catrrun. 


It gives me sorrow to report the existence of tuberculosis 
in our fine herd of milch cows. During the past two years 


we lost three or four of our finest cows, and post-mortem 


made on the last two that died revealed the existence of 
tuberculosis, which aroused my suspicion that others of our 


% 
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cattle might be similarly affected. Having occasion to visit 


Raleigh, I called upon the Commissioner of Agriculture and 
requested that he send Dr. Butler, the State Veterinary Sur- 
geon, to: make an examination of our herd. He did so and 
found, after two or three days of careful examination of each 
head, that 17 of our finest cows responded to the tuberculine 
test, and two or three others were suspects. I had one of the 


cows killed and post-mortem revealed the correctness of his 


test in that case. From outward appearance our cattle are 


‘healthy, free from cough or emaciation, having good appe- 


tites, and giving their usual flow of milk. I have had the 
sound cattle separated from the others and one of our stables 
for cattle thoroughly scrubbed and cleansed with hot water 


and a strong solution of: bichloride of mercury applied to 


floors, troughs and partitions, and afterwards thoroughly 
whitewashed. 


IMPROVEMENTS FoR 1902. 


Owing to defective construction of our double. cistern, our 
drinking water became unfit fortise, and by careful examina- 


- tion many leaks were found in bottom and sides. All the 
dirt was removed from top of cistern, and an effort was made 


to repair with brick and cement the many rents; but before 
completion of the job one of the cisterns caved in to its entire 
destruction, and with much labor the cavity has been filled. 
The other cistern originally constructed by the side of its 
fellow has been repaired and its water will be very soon sub- 
mitted to a bacteriological test. The capacity of this cistern 
is some twelve thousand gallons; but our chief supply of 
drinking water is from two driven wells. 

We tore down the old brick carpenter shop which stood 


. ° . e & e OG Ta 
immediately in rear of our new building, and with the brick 


saved, together with bats left over from the new building, 
there has been erected a commodious brick structure for the 
use of our carpenter, and a room cut. off for storing lime and 
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paints. This building is situated inside our grounds and im- 
mediately on the public road that runs east of the Hospital 
buildings. 

Most of the ‘mi paoe ene nie for the year have been in our 
Engineering Department, and I herewith present the report 
of our engineer: 

“An electric call bell for the offices of Superintendent and 
assistant physician, electric door bells to all the outside ward 
doors, to both male and female wards, and an electric fire 
alarm from hose-house to the pump-room. To meet. the de- 
mands of the fire insurance company, the entire electric lights 
wiring for the old building and a part of Vance Hall, inelud- 
ing the Superintendent’s dwelling, had to be constructed 
anew, and some outside electric lights have been put up. 

“During the past year there has been erected in front of 
Aycock Hall an iron fence and electric wiring, closets and 
bath-tubs have been put in. A new sink and ae for the 
convenience of the Matron have been put in at the store-room, 
and a small sink in the kitchen in place of the one that was 
broken. 

“We have during the past year put in a boiler, feed water 
heater and filter; with this device we heat all the water that 
goes to the boiler by exhaust steam up to 200 degrees, and 
will say also that this device is one of the modern improve- 
ments that is being added to all modern plants for coal saving. 

“We have two systems of heating, and, I might say, three 
distinct systems of steam using, which necessarily compli- 
cates our steam plant: | 

“Furst. A system of heating by using 80 to 100 pounds 
pressure for cooking, drying clothes, mangling, heating water 
for domestic purposes, such as yathine washing, ete. 

“Second. A system of heating the building by using 25 to 
3 pounds pressure. Heretofore the steam used in these two 
systems were condensed into one hot well, and as much water 
as was needed for the boiler was pumped out of this hot well, 
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and the surplus hot water went to waste. We found this plan 
to be expensive and unsatisfactory, therefore, we have done 
away with the hot well and have incurred about $250 expense 
to put in a hot-water pump for each of the two systems named 
_ above. Now we pump all the condensed steam from the sys- 
tem, using 80 to 100 pounds steam pressure, back to the boiler 
without any waste, and the system using 25 to 35 pounds 
steam pressure is returned to its boiler in the same manner. 

“Third. A system of power for engine, pump, ete. All of 
the exhausts of this system, as far as we are able to save, is 
also condensed in the boiler feed water heater named above 
and returned to the boiler by another pump. 

- “Our steam plant is in better fix for running and fuel sav- 
ing than it has ever been before; notwithstanding the con- 
stantly increasing demands for power and heat, the increase 
of the amount of fuel is slight in comparison. To meet in- 
creased demands for hot water we purpose using a steel boiler, 
which will be amply large, and have put same in position for 
the purpose of a heater ; but we need about 150 feet of brass 
pipe, which will make a steam coil large enough to heat all the 
water we will need for years to come. 

“During the past year we have placed to a great many bath- 
tubs Jenkins valves with removable disc. This change has 
replaced many old ground-dise valves and has stopped many 
leaks. In\this connection we will state that the flushing sys- 
tem in 26 closets throughout the building for the past two 
years has been a source of constant care and of unsatisfaction, 
and should be put out of service. 

“All of the tin and iron roofing throughout the premises has 
received a coat of paint, and also the sash and iron bars to all 
windows. 

“During the past year we have unearthed and removed all 
of the 15-inch terra-cotta pipe that conveys our water supply 
to the supply pump and ram, and sunk out ditch deeper, giv- 
ing the ditch a quicker stop. We have re-laid the pipe with 
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a great deal of care, using plenty of good packing and hy- — 

draulie cement. This work would have been very expensive — 

h d we not used in reconstructing exclusively our Hospital 

force.” 
Nerrps For ANOTHER YEAR. 


We will need $60,000 per annum for maintenance for the — 
years 1903-04. We have expended the present year, in round | 
n-mbers, $54,000, with the exercise of rigid economy, and 
as there will be an inerease of population you will readily per- 
ceive the reasonableness and necessity for the amount asked. 

This Hospital has needed for years what other Hospitals 
of the State have, viz., a cold-storage plant.. This will cost 
$2,500. ‘There should be fire escapes for this Hospital, three 
of which would cost $2,500. Our kitchen was erected many 
years ago when there were not over 120 patients, and it is 
now entirely too small and needs thorough reconstruction and 
enlargement. This will cost not less than $2,500. There 
should be a spur from the N. ©. R. R. opposite this Hospitai 
to extend in the rear of the Hospital to our coal bin. ‘This is 
an urgent need, as it would save an immense amount of haul-— 
ing of coal and other supplies. An estimate has been made — 
by a competent railroad man of the cost, and I have reason to 
say that the railroad authorities of the Southern system would 
operate this spur for us free of charge. ) | 

At our recent meeting of Board of Directors they wnani- 
mously authorized the Superintendent and three members of 
the Board, to appear before the Legislative Committee on 
Asylums and urge an appropriation of $2,000 for the erec-_ 
tion and evuipment of a building for the care and treatment 
of tuberenlous cases. This is an arrangement which this 
Hospital has long needed to prevent the infection of our popu- 
lation by patients affected with tuberculosis, = be 

This Hosvital has lone needed a separate building for — 
isclating and treating tuberculous patients. It is believed 
that one sufficiently large for our purposes can be built and 


£ 
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equipped for $2,000. Of course we need, and have reason to 
expect, that the State will make good to this Hospital $45, 
0v0, being the amount due us by Act of the last Legislature. 
You will remember at a former meeting I made known to 
you, gentlemen, that the State was unable, for want of suffi- 


cient revenues to furnish but $5,000 of the $50,000 appro- 


priated for two buildings. I also respectfully submit thai 
the Legislature should refund to this Hospital the interest 
money we have paid on a borrowed debt of $1,500. This 
amount, you will also remember, you recommended me to 
borrew by authority of the Governor and his Council. This 
debt is also still unpaid. 

The new building for females, and for which money has 
been appropriated, will be greatly needed by the close of the 
present fiscal year, and I sincerely trust arrangements will 
be made so that the necessary funds will be made available to 
us by the early spring. The sum total needed is as follows: 

For maintenance and ordinary repairs, $60,000 per an- 


num; for permanent improvements, as above indicated, 


$6,000, for the years 1903-704. 
| Our FarMInG OPERATIONS. 


At the beginning of the past fiscal year the services of Mr. 
John W. Bryan, of Goldsboro, were engaged as farmer for 
this Hospital, and he has been most faithful and successful in 
the prosecution of his work. Last year, in consequence of 
excessive rains and numerous freshets, our crops of grain, 
cotton, hay and vegetables were not as ample as usual. We 
met the deficiency of corn by sale of cotton, which we raised. 
Our crops the present year, in most respects, have been un- 
usually abundant. Our sweet potato crop is of excellent qual- 


ity and of good average in quantity. Our second crop of 


Trish potatoes is something unusual in quality and quantity, a 


number of tubers weighing as much as a pound each. Our . 
turnip crop with ruta-bagas, is simply immense. We have

sowed twenty-five acres to wheat, about the same quantity to 
oats, about thirty-five acres to rye for pasturage, and ten acres 
to crimson clover, all of which have been benefited by our 
unprecedented fall weather, and is looking well. Our cotton 
crop was fairly good and yielded us the modest. sum of a little 
more than $600. For a more minute detail of our farming 
operations, I respectfully refer you to the report of our 
farmer. 
FINANCES. 


For the first time in the history of our institution, there is _ 
a deficiency of $4,766.95. It is true there was an apparent 
deficiency of $1,024.59 for the year 1901, but we had on 
hand to the credit of the Hospital a sufficient number of brick 
of our own make to meet that deficiency, and we still have on 
hand several thousand brick. The great advance in the price 
of most things that enter into the cost of living will readily 
account for our deficiency the present year, and if our ex- 
penditures are compared with like institutions the wonder 
would be that the deficiency is so small. The question of our 
wood and coal supply has been one of serious consideration, 
and has given your Superintendent painful anxiety. We 
have finally sueceeded in securing a sufficiency of both at an 
advance of about forty per cent on former prices. To tide 
over an emergency we made a raid on our own forest skirting 
Little River, and with our Hospital force cut and hauled 
about a hundred and fifty cords of wood. For a detuiled re- 
port of our finances and expenditures for all purposes, I re- 
spectfully refer you to the report of our venerable Steward.

pointed by Act’ of the last Legislature, as a Board of Exam- ~ 


iners of State Institutions, visited and’ examined very min- 
utely into the affairs of this State Hospital. It was our

pleasure to furnish them all the information they desired, and 
to do what we could to make pleasant and facilitate their 
labors. The Board consists of Col. W. P. Wood, of Ran- 
dolph, as Chairman; Dr. I. P. Jeter, of Burke, and Mr. T. 
W. Patton, of Buncombe. These gentlemen were pleased to 
say, in their report to the Governor, some pleasant things re- 
lating to the management of this Hospital; which I doubt not 
is as gratifying to you as it 1s to your Superintendent. 


Rexicious ‘Services, AMUSEMENTS, Ero. 


We continue to have preaching every Sunday afternoon for 
such patients as we think capable of appreciating and enjoy- 
ing such services, and their behaviour is entirely satisfac- 
tory. Sunday School is also held for the best of our patients 
and a number of the attendants, under the superintendency 
of Dr. Clara E. Jones. We are badly handicapped in fur- 
nishing either employment or amusement for a large number 
of our patients. It has ever been a prominent feature in our 
administration to give employment to everyone capable of 
being employed without reference often to any benefit to the 
Hospital, but rather to the patient... But conditions are 
vastly different here from what exist in Hospitals for the 
white insane. ‘There are scarcely any artizans among our 
people; but few are skilled with the use of needle and thread, 
-and comparatively few are sufficiently intelligent and edu- 
cated to be interested in reading books or papers, and conse- 
quently their amusements consist in weekly dances, the use of 
the gramophone, and walks in suitable weather. Of course a 
large number of our better and stronger patients are usefully 
employed in the laundry, sewing-room, dining-room, in the 
field, in the wards and elsewhere. 


MovEeMENT OF PoPpuULATION. 


Table number 1 gives a concise statement. of movement of 
our population for the biennial period, ending November 30, 
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1902. There were received during the two years 90 males 
and 111 females; totai, 201. ‘There were discharged during 
the same period 67 males and 92 females; total, 159. Of 
‘this number 41 males and 45 females, total, 84, were dis- 
charged as recovered; 11 were discharged as improved; @ 
were discharged as unimproved, and 61 died. F | 

Table number 2 shows the cause of death, and it will be 
observed that, as usual, tuberculosis is the chief causative 
agent in the destruction of life in this Hospital. The health 
of our population for the past several years, chronic ailments 
excepted, has been remarkably good. For a number of years — 
we have been singularly exempt from typhoid fever and all 
zymotiec diseases, and our mortality has been considerably less 
than among the colored population of most Hospitals. For 
the two years embraced by this report our percentage of re- 
coveries has been 41 30-100, and the mortality 5 45-100; and 
if we could eliminate tuberculosis our mortality would be 
very low. The early recognition of this disease furnishes the - 
only hope of improvement by treatment; but unfortunately 
under the most favorable conditions there are but few cases 
arrested among our population. 

During the year 1901 we were so crowded and the demands 
upon the Hospital were so urgent we were compelled to send 
to their counties of residence a number of the more quiet and 
supposed harmless patients in order to accommodate others 
who more urgently needed hospital care and treatment. The 
appropriation of $50,009 by the last Legislature for increased 
accommodation was highly gratifying, and your Suverinten- 
dent fondly cherished the hone that this amount of money 
would relieve our necessities for vears to come You are 
already acquainted with onr disannointment : hunt onr Gover- 
nor and his Council kindly eame to our resene and nermitted 
us to borrow $15,000, with which we have heen able to erect 
and furnish a building which relieves our present necessities. 
We had previously received from the State Treasurer 85.000 
of our special appropriation. Our new building on last 
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April was made ready for occupancy, and is now being 
rapidly filled with patients, and by the close of the year 
1903 there will be an urgent need for another building the 
appropriation for which having been made by the last Leg- 
islature. 


EMPLOYEES. 


During the year 1901 there were more than our usual 
_ changes of employees, but there have been very few during 
the past year, and I am gratified to report, that with few 
exceptions in every department of hospital work, our em- 
ployees have been loyal and obedient to authority, and faith- 
ful in the performance of their duties. There has been no 
change in our official household; to each member of which I 
am indebted for faithful and intelligent assistance in the 
management of the affairs of this State charity. Our Exec- 
utive Committee has been faithful and punctual in their at- 
tendance upon their monthly meetings, and have ever been 
courteous and helpful in their official intercourse. 

It is my painful duty to inform you of the death of your 
Auditor and Secretary, Mr. L. C. Southerland, who for a 
number of years very faithfully and intelligenty discharged 
his duties to this Hospital. He died on the 16th day of last 
November, without reproach and, as I believe, without an 
enemy, and left many friends to lament his untimely death. 

I respectfully refer you to the report of our seamstress, 
~who with her assistant and a number of female patients, has 
been busy in this important branch of hospital work. In 
closing this report I beg to assure each member of your 
Honorable Body my sense of obligation for continued cour- 
tesy and helpfulness in the discharge of my official duties, 
and I am sure each of you will unite with me in acknowledg- 
ing the blessings of God upon the labors of our hands in our 

_ efforts to care for the unfortunate people committed to us.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


T'v the Board of Directors of the State Hospital. 
for the Colored Insane at Goldsboro, N. C. 


GENTLEMEN :-—We, the undersigned committe of the State 
Beard of Health, have carefully inspected the Hospital at 
Goldsboro. 

The general condition of the institution is good and re- 
fiects credit on the Superintendent and his subordinates. 
There are, however, some imperfections of the institution 
which are worthy of notice. 

The main water supply for baths, ete., is received from a 
branch, by gravitation, into a reservoir from which it is 
pumped into the building. It is not intended for drinking 
water, but insane persons have access to it. There is no 
filter for this water, which is not very clear, ordinarily, and 
is sometimes muddy, and always liable to contamination 
from the open branch and unprotected water sheds. If this 
water was filtered it would supply a good drinking water, 
_and would be better for all purposes. 

The drinking water is obtained from a surface well. said 
to be twenty feet deep. This well is very close to a 
horse stable on the same level, and between it and the main 
building is a low spot or surface which is likely to collect im- 
purities in dangerous proximity. 

We are imformed that the management has repeatedly 
had examinations, chemical and bacteriological, made of 
this water, and that it always proves to be of good quality. 

This may be from the fact of the thick surface clay, and 
also from the gravel stratum, at the intake, which extends 
from the river bed nearby. 

We deem it advisable to place a filter in position for puri- 
fication of the main supply referred to already. 

In the sewerage system some of the closets are imperfect, 


a 
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and are capable of containing fecal discharges left in reach of 
the insane, who may (and we are informed sometimes do) 
thurst their hands therein. 

It would be better if these were replaced by the automatic 
flushing closets, some of which are in the institution, and 
are not objectionable on the grounds stated. 

Lastly, we call attention. to the fact that tuberculous pa- 
tients are not separated from other inmates. 

The mortality of this institution from all causes is not high, 
but about 35 per cent of recent deaths reported are from tu- 
berculosis; besides a large per cent of chronic bowel diseases, 
some cf which were probably tuberculous. This disease is 
contagious, and as the insane subjects of it can not be so con- 
trolled as to prevent expectoration against the walls. and on 
the floors, they are even more dangerous than the sane. 

Some means should be devised to separate them from 
the non-infected. If a separate apartment cannot be pro- 
vided, we recommend that one end of a ward be divided off 
so as to effect separation.

REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD OF 
DIRECTORS OF THE ASYLUM FOR: THE 
COLORED INSANE. 


rae N. C., ‘Dee. 28, 1880, 
His E. merHenicaly Gov. Thos. J. Téinés, Raleigh, N.C: 
Dear Sir :—I have the honor to submit the following re ort 
relative tothe completion and management of the N, C. be, um. 
for the colored Insane, located near Goldsboro. | 


»As. has: been stated. in my last report this, ‘property. i8 s located a 


on a tract of land containing 175 acres, immediately.on the North 
Carolina Railroad, about-two miles west of the town of Goldsboro. 
The land. was. purchased for the State for the sum of $5.000- 
Lhe site upon which the Asylum buildings have been erected ia 
elevated and in full view of the North Carolina Railway. The 
location is a desirable one, quite healthy, and Little River furnishes 
an endless supply of water. = * 

The Board of: Directors were fortunate in contracting for the 
building of the Asylum at a time when building materiale and 
labor were at their lowest rate, and I feel warranted in sayin 
that the property is decidedly cheap. The Board has oxvisiant 
all. proper economy, both in the erection and completion: of the: 
building, as also in the management of the Institution since it 
was opened for patients. The total cost of the property is about 
$42,000, which includes the Asylum building proper, kitchen, 
heating ‘and cooking arrangements, water works, gas fixtures, 
furniture, etc, : 

To keep. within the. ‘appropriation ($40,000) we were forced to 
adopt the hot air furnace plan for heating the building, it being 
several. thousand: dollars’cheaper than the plan recommended’ by, 
the architect, and. does -the heating well and satisfactorily, how- 
ever much the other might be prefered. 

Owing to’ unexpected delay in getting brick, the contractors. 


— failed to complete the buildings as early as was contemplated. 


Again the absence of an-appropriation for the support of the in-. 
stitution retarded its opening, but being assured by your Excel- 
lency that the needed funds should be forthcoming, the Asylum 
was thrown open to patients the first of last August. As will be 
seen from Dr. Moore’s report, superintendent of the Asylum, the 
total number of patients received and cared for up to. Decembegy 
Ist, 1880, was 91, and there have heen some reteived sinne thet 
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period, so that the institution is filled about to its capacity, and 
as near ag we can estimate from 75 to 100 colored insane remain 
to be cared for in different parts of the State. Applications for | 
admittance continue to come in. 

It is estimated (see Col. Fremont’s report) that $20,000 will 
erect and complete the other wing of the building, originally de- 
signed, which would double its present capacity. I hope your 
Excellency will recommend that the General Assembly make the 
needed appropriation in order that the eapacity may be speedily 
enlarged, sufficient te accommodate as many more as the number 
of patients now cared for, and thus relieve a number of counties 
of the expense and annoyance in caring for the insane, and afford 
to the unfortunate beings that proper care and treatment, it is” 
impossible for them to receive in the jails and county poor 
houses...) © 25s nail | | 

The «estimated annual cost of maintaining the Asylum at its 
present capacity of 100 patients, may be stated in round figures to _ 
he $16.000, and I would respectfully ask that an annual appropria-_ 
tion to that amount be made. ‘This estimate is based upon the 
expeditures of the past five months. It is hoped that the expen- 
ses can .be reduced some the coming year, relying on supplies 
from the farm, etc. 

It may be proper here to state that we have endeavored to 
cultivate a portion of the Asylum latids the present year, with 
reasonable fair results, the fact considered that no efforts in that 
direction. were made until the month of April, and such other 
drawbacks as are mentioned in the Steward’s report accompanying 
this, and.which, it is hoped, will not be encountered next season. 
The land is now in @ good state for cultivation. 

The. present manner of drawing the necessary funds for the 
support of the Asylum might be greatly improved on, and I 
would respectfully ask that your Excellency recommend to the 
General Assembly some system by which the financial affairs can 
be more simplified and rendered less cumbersome. Under the 
present law the State Treasurer is the Treasurer of, the Asylum, 
and the distance from Raleigh to Goldsboro considered, renders _ 
great inconyinience, and, I should imagine, is also very laborious — 
to the State Treasurer himself. a 

I would ask that the necessary funds be placed from time to 
time in the:Goldsboro Bank by the State Treasurer, subject to 
the drafts of the Asylum officers, properly endorsed by the Exec- 
ative Committee of the Board of Directors. if

REPORT OF COL. S. L. FREMONT. 
rie _. BAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 15th 1880. 
Dr, J. W. Vick, President Board of Directors, Colored Insane 
Asylum. | 

Sir :—lIn accordance with your request and my promise, in 
closing my connection with the work upon the Asylum, in Au- 
gust last, I now submit a final report upon the progress and com- 
pletion of that. building. 

In my report to you dated Jan. Ist, 1879, 1 gave you a de- 
tailed history of the inception and progress of the work. I beg 
to refer you to that report for any information you may desire 
upon the subject. A copy of it is herewith inclosed, together 
with the detailed estimate of the cost of the building as then in- 
tended, to which add an estimate for the north wing to complete 
the Asylum building as it was originally intended to be when 
fuliy completed. 7 

The work was commenced in the summer of 1878, and was so 
far completed as to be occupied in the summer of 1880. There 
were some slight changes in the design finally adopted, found 
necessary or advantageous in the construction, ) 

Since October, 1878, I have not acted as Superintendent of 
Construction, but I have performed the duties of ‘‘Architect’’ 
and Inspector of the work, which the Building Committee 
thought a sufficient check upon the contractor, I have made 
monthly inspections of the work during its progress, correcting, 
as far as practicable, at such intervals, any deficiencies in mate- 
rials and workmanship, and generally caused the contracts to be 
executed in a faithful manner. 

The original design made by myself and approved by the 
Building Committee, in the manner of heating and ventilating, 
has been suspended or changed altogether, in consequence of the 
greater cost, and the ,insufficiency of funds to complete it as de- 
sired. It may be found necessary, for the health of the patients, 
in the hot and sultry weather of summer to carry into effect the 
project for ventilating by forcing pure air through the cells and 
rooms of the building. Should this be so it can be done at a mod- 
erate cost, as the buildings are constructed with that view. The 
principal expense will be in obtaining a small engine and boiler 
with power sufficient to drive a “‘blower’’ or ‘‘fan” and the pipes 
from the flues to the basement, where they will connect with the 
hollow walls of the building. 

This engine would be very useful in driving the forcing pumps 
in case of fire, when in working order. 

The north wing should, I believe, be provided for by the Leg~ 
islature, soon to assemble, and be constructed in the next two

years. By adopting this course you will have the building com- 
pleted in a » much more satisfactory manner _than to hurry it when 
you can no longer do without it. : 

The estimate cost of this wing, twenty thousand dollars, can 
be provided to be paid in instalments of ten thousand dollars. a 
year without adding materially to the burdens upon the treasury. 

In conlusion, I venture the assertion, and I think an investi- 
gation will show it, that this Asylum building has been erected 
and fitted up at a cost considerably below that of any similar 
building in an any State in the American Union, affording equal 
accommodations, viz: Comfortable rooms. for 100 patients. | 

I take pleasure i in bearing my testimony to the fidelity, to. the 
interests of the State, as well as to the unfortunates that will oc. 
cupy the building, in all matters. of construction, comfort and 
safety.

OPERATIONS ON THE FARM. 

The Steward reports that the farm, belonging to the Asylum, 
is in good state for cultivation the coming season. Much of the 
work done on the place the past year was mainly preparatory to 
the future. When he assumed charge last April, the place was 
badly out of order, ditches filled up, ‘and fences out of repair all 
of which required a good deal labor. Much of the time of a 
pair of mules was taken up in doing the necessary wagoning for 
the Asylum, which greatly hindred the farming operations. This, 
and many other obstacles considered, the result of last year’s farm- 
ing is about all that could be expected. The Steward estimates that 
he raised last year about 80 barrels of corn, 5000 pounds of fodder, 
600 bushels of sweet potatoes, 250 bushels tur nips, enough peas 
for seed purposes another year, 8,000 heads of collards, and a 
quantity of vegetables. It is hoped that a full crop can be made 
this year which will aid in the support of the institution.
